FRANCE. 
THE COUNCIL OF MINISTERS. 
By Cabie.to New York Heraid, 

Paris, Jan. 30—5 a.m.—The Council of 
Ministers which assembled at 4 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon did not separate untila 
late hour. I have reason to believe that the 
Marshal communicated to it his reso- 
lution to maintain his resignation, and 
to make the Chambers judges of 
the conflict. This formal resignation, how- 
ever, had not arrived before the council 
broke up, and the final resolution will be 
adopted this morning. Everything indicates 
that President MacMahon will resign. It 
may be considered that he hasalready morally 


done so. 
MACMAHON STILL OBSTINATE. 


Jo the Western Associated I’ress. 

Paris, Jan. 29.—M. Dufaure this morning 
had a conference with President MacMahon, 
the result of which is not yet known. It is 
generally believed that the Marshal persists 
in the refusal to sign the decree. After the 
conference the Cabinet council was held 
alone, and another this afternoon, when the 
President of the Senate and the President of 
the Chamber of Deputies were present. 

Rumors of the immediate resignation of 
the Marshal and the assembling of the 
Chambers in Congress obtain general cre- 
dence. It is believed the Chambers would 
elect Grevy or Dufaure President of the Re- 
public. 

HAS VIRTUALLY RESIGNED. 

Pants, Jan. 29.— Everythiug indicates that 
MacMahon will resign. It may be consid- 
ered that he has already morally done so. 
The probable course of events is as follows: 
To-morrow the Government will formally 
announce the situation to the Chambers and 
report the President’s refusal to sign the 
decrees respecting the great military com- 
mands. The Senete and Chamber of 
Deputies will pass votes of confidence in the 
Ministry, who will chus be obliged to press 
their demands on Mac Mahon for changes in 
the staff of the Generals. 

A joint Congress of the Senate and 
Chamber of Deputies will afterwards be 
summoned to nominate a new President. 
It is possible Congress will not meet until 
Friday. In the interval between MacMahon’s 
resignation andl the election of the new Presi- 
dent, the Council of Ministers will be invested 
with executive powers, in aceordance with 
the Constitution. 

Much excitement prevails in Paris, but 
there has been no disturbance. 

THE EXPECTED MESSAGE. 

Panis, Jan. 29.—It is possible that the ex- 
planation to the Chambers to-morrow will 
take tlie form of a Presidential message. 

DECLINES. 

M. Grevy’s chances for the Presidency 
have improved, Minister Dufaure having de- 
clined to become a candidate. 

MACMAHON’S REPLY. 

Pants, Jan. 29—Midnight.—President Mac- 
M.hon has informed M. Dufaure that he will 
communicate his decision to him at Ver- 
gnilles Thursday afternoon. It is urder- 


stood there will be a message to both Houses. 


A few persons fear the President may avail 
himself of his constitutional right to form an 
extra Parliamentary Ministry and prorogue 
the Chambers two months. 

It is said the difficulty concerning the mil- 
itary commands isa mere pretext, and that 
MacMahon is really determined to resign 
because threatened with the impeachment of 
the De Brogle Cabinet. 

THE MARSHAL-PRESIDENT INDIGNANT. 

Lonpon, Jau. 30—5a. m.—A Ties special 
from Paris says M. de Marcere, Minister of 
the Interior, waited on President MacMabon 
this evening. The President did not indi- 
cate in any way what his final decision in 
regard to resiguation would be. He confined 
himself to declaring he would preside at 
at Cabinet Council Thursday. All accounts 
agree that his refusal to sign the decree 
relative to the militery commands was 
couched in vehement terms. He has not 
even signed the decrees relative to changes 
in the Ministry, and the correspondent re- 
curds the suggestion es to the prorogation of 
the Chambers by the President 

AN ABSURDITY, 
and considers it certain that Mac Mahon will 
announce bis resignation in a message Thurs- 
day. He adds: The Chambers assembled

HARD TIMES IN GREAT BRITAIN, 
Pail Mal! Gazette, Jan. 11, 

The figures given by Prof. Leone Levi in Mon- 
day’s Times hardly bear out the idea of wide- 
spread depression or distress among the work- 
ing classes in this country. Grave displacement 
of labor in certain districts there certainly is; 
and the tron districts in England, Scotland, and 
Wales, some of the cotton towns, and Cornwall 
afford only too clear evidence of the fact. There 
is also reason to believe that in some directions 
we have not yet secn the worst. But Mr. Leone 
Levi can make the following satisfactory state- 
ment with regard to the condition of the work- 
ing classes. Putting the total working popula- 
tion at 25,000,000, out of a total of 34,000,000, 
and allowing a falling-off of £30,000,000 in the 
wages of the textile and iron industries during 
the past year, he reckons the earnings of the 
working classes at not less than thirty-three 
shillings per family of five persons 
each week. Moreover, as the prices of 
all necessaries of life except meat 
have fallen considerably since 1866, the purchas- 
ing power of these wages, which show an in- 
crease all round since the examination which 
Prof. Levi made at that date, has considerably 
augmented also. Undoubtedly, had the men in 
the trades now specially affected exercised in 
times of prosperity that thrift which might bave 
been looked for, their present condition would 
have been much better than it is. But the fig- 
ures given show that the higher standard of 
comfort bas becn maintained more in the direc- 
tion of eating than of drinking, enormous as 
the waste bas been in the latter direction. Un- 
doubtediy, therefore, the whole community. is 
better nourished now than dt anv previous pe- 
riod. Out of the 24,000,000 dependent upon va- 
rious industrial occupations, 11,500,000 are act- 
ual earners: and it is interesting to observe 
that, out of the total of 4503. 000, 000 given as 
the earnings of a year of full employment, 
the 3,688,000 women earned £115,000,000, 
against  4£300,000,.00 earned dy 7,621. 
00 men. The women in domestic service 
earned 461, 000, 000 fur 1,849,000 employed against 
448.000,00 earved by 1,600,000 in industrial 
work, the value of the food being evidently 
reckoned in the first estimate. Domestic service 
would, therefore, seem to be better paid than 
factory-work. Even the workers, male and fe- 
male, under 20 years of age earn no less than 
£61,000,000, or a little less thau a seventh of the 
total carnings of adults. In the industries now 
ceny depressed 4,239,000 laborers are engaged, 
earning in a tair year £182,000,000; and Prof, 
Levi has allowed for a loss of one-sixth of the 
whole during the past year. ‘The view that the 
present depression is not so generally severe as 
had been feared is also borne out by the conten- 
tion of the engineers in their circular published 
this morning. According to these, whereas in 
1808 10% der cent of their number were 
out of work, at the present time only 
Sig per cent are in that condition. As 
showing also what an effect the depression 
of one industry basin keeping another afloat, 
they point out that in consequence of cheap 
coal, cheap iron, and lowered wages the export 
of machines for 1878 shows an increase in value 
Over 1877 of no less than £371,455; and this ou a 
return of only cleven months. Although, there 
fore. Prof. Levi may have underrated the reduc- 
tion of wages in other trades than those with 
which he especially deals, there is still enough 
to show that what we have to face is rather a 
considerable shrinkage of values all round, and 
a severe stringency in a few particular trades, 
than any geveral congestion of the industry of 
the country. Tuat the outlook forthe next 
two or three months is gloomy must be admit- 
ted; but there are already signs that men and 
masters alike are beginnirg to understand that 
both must give way on occasion; and it may be 
huped that even the eugmeers may contrive in 
the course of the next few weeks to come to an 
agreement. 

THE SCOTCH LOTTERY SCHEME. 
London Spectator, Jan. 12. 

Charles Reade, in Hard Cash,”’ describes 
with great power the failure of a bank, and the 
effect of the calamity upon astring of represent- 
ative depositors. Among them is a pious Wes- 
leyan class-leader, or a man of that kind, who, 
being deprived of the savings of years, buros 
bis Bible, declares that God cannot be, and 
thenceforward leads a sottish and profligate life. 
We thought the illustration, as we read the 
povel, absurdly exaggerated; but if we may 
judge from some recent proceedings in Scotland, 
Mr. Reade understood the effects of habitual 
repression on human nature better than we did. 
The failure of the City of Glasgow Bank turns 
out to be even a worse calamity than we, who 
never believe in the failure of solvent or nearly 
solvent banks, ventured to awticipate. Not 
only will all shareholders in the bank, 
all trust estates including shares, 
and all trastees for such estates, be utterly 
ruived, but when they have been ruined, the 
depositors will still have lost, as we uuderstand 
accounts which are still hazy, at least one-third 
or one-half of their properties in the bank. 
Thousands, literally thousands, of most solvent 
and reputable persons will be flung into pov- 
erty, and very large proportion of them into 
actual want, such as leaves no alternative be- 
tween death or the receipt of parish relief. As 
the misery deepens and widens, the Scotch, 
usually so restraived, seem to be losiug their 
self-control, until they are disposed, “for this 
once,“ to cast their own rules of morality to the 
wiuds, defv all lessons of experience, and extri- 
vate themselves trom their Gifficulties by any 
means, however ruinous either to reputation or 
to character. Very considerable numbers of 
reputable and influential men, backed, it is said, 
br most of the bankers in Scotland, 
and supported, we greatly fear, 
by a great mass of opinion, have 


| decided to save depositors and relieve share- 


holders by starting a gigantic lottery. They

Scotland has for the moment gone mad. The 
preposterous and immoral scheme of paying the 
debts of shareholders iu the City of Glasgow 
Bauk through a gigantic lottery has taken hoid 
of men’s minds till it is actually to be tried, and 
on Thursday a large and influential meeting,“ 
with Sir R. M. Napier; of Milliken, in the chair, 
unanimously resolved, on the motion of SirJames 
Watson, tocarry it out. ‘The concern is to be called 
the Bank Aid-Liquidation Scheme,“ and its 
managers, twenty gentlemen, ate to issue siz 
miliion £1 tickets, which are in all but name 
lottery tickets. Half the six millions is to be 
paid to the liquidators, and half divided 
among the scheme sbarebolders in bonuses 
varying from £5 to £25,000," The scheme is 
utterly absurd from a financial point of view, as 
it age a that on an average every house- 
holder in the United Kingdom will give £1 
for about the tenth of a chance of getting ; 
or, if a million is devoted to heavy prizes, the 
150,000th of a chance of a fortune; but its im- 
morality is even worse. The good folk of Scot- 
land have, apparently, under the pressure of 
suffering, laid aside not only their righteous- 
ness, Dut their arithmetic. 

HOKSE-RAILROADS IN GREAT BRITAIN, 
Pui Mali Gazette, Jan. 11. 

The Board of Trade bave recently issued a 
well-compiled statement about the street and 
road tramways of the United Kingdom which 
have been authorized by Parliament. In all 
there appear to be fifty-eight tramway tives,— 
that is, counting an original line with its subse- 
quent extensions under special acts as one. ‘The 
capital authorized to be raised was 46,586,111; 
the capital paid up was less than two-thirds of 
that sum, namely, £4,035,464 (20 millions of dol- 
lars}. But the companies apparently have 
speut more capital thau they account for: the 
item capital expended is given as £4,207,- 
340. Collectively, the compauics were author- 
ized to construct 346)4¢ miles; the length open 
fur public traflic was 268% miles at midsummer 
last,—140 miles being double tracks, the re- 
remainder single. Then there were 1954 miles of 
cross-over roads, passing-places, and sid- 
ings. ‘The total pumber of passengers 
conveyed during the year ended June, 1878, 
was 146,001,223; the cross reccipts during the 
same year were £1,145,405. Presuming that the 
receipts were from passenger traffic alone, this 
gives an average fare slightly under 2d (4 cents) 
each person. The workiag expenses were 
4868, 315, leaving £230,956 as net receipts, after 
making allowance tor £46,194 arising from a de- 
fect in the Salford recurn. ‘The net receipts, as 
stated above, are 54¢ per cent on the capital ex- 
pended. On the Such of June last the compa- 
nies had 1,124tramway carsin use and 9,222 
horses, or 8.2 horses per car. England and 
Wales had, of course, by very much the largest 
share of the busincss,—namely, forty-four lines, 
£3, 121,268 capital expended, 19834 miles in ober- 
ation, and carrying 89,420,000 passengers. Scot- 
land nad eight lines, bad speat £657,945 ot capi- 
tal, had 42‘< miles open, and carried 47,680,000, 
—a far heavier traffic per mile than England and 
Wales obtained. Ireland had six lines of tram- 
way, with 3244 miles open, the capital expended 
was 4428, 130; the passengers conveyed were 
8,879,000. Distributed in proportion to length 
of line. Englund and Wales had 462,000 passen- 

ers per mile; Scotland, 1,122,000 per mile; and 

roland, 275,000 per mile,—using round num- 
bers. 
DESERTIONS FROM THE BRITISH ARMY IN 1878. 

The number of desertions from the English 
army in 1878 amounted to 8,000, being about 300 
more than took place during the preceding year, 
when 7,700 desertions were reported. lo 1875 
the number of desertions was only 5,629; but in 
1874 it was 7,989, while in 1873 the number was 
even higher. It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that the number of deserters reported in 
any one year far exceeds the number of men 
that the army actually loses during that period, 


as many deserters are apprebeuded and brought 
back, while others return voluntarily to their 
regiments. Other men, again, desert two or 
three times in twelve months, and each fresh 
absence is reported as a desertion. But, even 
after due allowance has been made for the num- 
bers thus added to the total of men who every 
year succeed in making g their escape from 
the ranks, the total will still be found to be 
very large. Nor is it satisfactory to find that 
the crime of desertion has not decreased, but if 
anything rather increased in frequency of late 
years. When, in 1876, deferred pay was given 
to the army it was confidently anticipated by 
many who from their position and experience 


were well qualified to form a correct opinion 
that the introduction of the new system would 
materially check desertion. At a cost to the 
country of about half a_ million annually, the 
eoldier’s pay was increased two pence a dav; 
but this increase of wage is not given to the 
man day by dav, but retained and handed to 
him in alumpsum when he is discharged. By 


| deserting, a man naturally forfeits the amount 


of deferred pay which be bas earned and which 
stands to his credit; and it was hoped that this 
would induce wany to remain with the colors 
who would otherwise not hesitate to desert 
under some trifling temptation. The return of 
last year’s desertions unfortunately goes to 
prove that this expectation was not well 
founded. 
NEW USE OF ELECTRIC LIGHT. 
Landon Gasretie, Jaan. 11. 

AFrench hairdresser has invented an ingen- 
ious plan, which he is now engaged in perfect- 
ing, for the application of the electric light to 
carriage lamps. A locomotive-engine when in 
motion will, he maintains, under his system gen- 
erate electricity enough suificient to illumivate 
a railway tralu with the brilliancy of a meteor. 
Steamships, in like manner, will by their own 
machinery supply themselves with lights so 
powerful as to Jessen materially the chances of 
collision even in the thickest of fogs. Itis, 
moreover, not only railway-trains and steam- 
vessels that will be lighted on the same princi- 
ple. Ordinary carriages drawn by horses can 
be illumiuated by means of electricity sup- 
plied by the rotary motion of their wheels. 
With the view of demonstrating this fact, 
the inventor intends, if he can obtain the requi- 
site permission from the authorities, to try the 
expcriment on the cabs of London, as being the 
darkest and dingiest cityin Europe, and possess- 
ing the darkest and dingiest public vehicles. 
lle maintains that, as with one horse-power the 
Jablochkoff candle gives a light equal to sixty- 
six vas jets, so with one cab-horse-power bis 
carriage lamp will transform even a four- 
wheeler” when in motion into a dazzling «nd 
glorious object. That our cabs stand sadly in 
need of the beautifyiug influences of light after 
sunset, and often at noon also at the present 
season of the year, is beyond question; and 
perhaps the electric carriage lamp. if it possess- 
es the merits attributed to it by its inventor, 
wil meet one of the most pressing require- 
ments of the day. 

THB ANNIVERSARY OF VICTOR EMMANUBL’S 
DEATH. 

Roms, Jan. 9.—To-day being the anniversary 
of the death of Victor Emmanuel, a great cou- 
course of people, notwithstanding the incessant 
rain, continued gathering at the Pantheon 
throughout the whole day, and quantities of 
votive wreaths were laid in front of his tomb. 
Seventy-five of these were sent from as many 
of the different societies of Italy. One of the 
first to enter the Pantheon was King Humbert, 
who went at 7:30 to visit his Royal father’s grave. 
All the associations, guilds, and clubs walked in 
procession with their banners to deposit laurel 
wreaths in memory of the great Kg. Toward 
noon the professors and students of the Roman 
University offered a magnificent crown, 
and Don Emanuel Ruspoli, the ic, @ 
wreath in the name of the citizens of 
Rome. The wreath from the City of Venice 
was most remarkable for its beauty. Towards 
4 0’clock Queen Margherita drove to the Pan- 
theon in a close carriage, iu deep mourning, and 
covered with @ long crape veil. She blaced a 
great laurel crown and koe!t long in prayer at 
the grave. The anniversary of Victor Euman- 
ucl’s death falling during the octave of the 
Epiphasy, no masses for the dead could be 
offered this day, but there will be a Graad 
Requiem Mass iu the Pantheon on the 15th; an- 
otber will be celebrated by the 8 Family at 
the Piedmontese Churen of the Holy Sudario 
on the 14th, and preparations are waking fora 
third in the m ut Church of Santa Marie 
Deell Angeli, in the Baths of Diocletian, on the 
25th, to be celebrated at the expense of the 
Roman municipality.

_. HABEAS CORPUS. 


Mr. Sharp-Practice Burke Fails to Suspend 
the Action of This Noble Personal Right 


After All—Decision of Judge Wilkin. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Pavux, Minn., Jan. 29.—Judge Wilkin ren- 
‘dered his decision in the Frank habeas corpus 
ase this moruing, discharging Frank from the 

custody of Deputy-Sheriff Burke just in time 
for the latter to bid good-by tor friends here 
before taking the day train for Chicago. Judge 
Wilkin decides that, although Gov. Pillsbury, 
in issuing his warrant, acted uader national au- 
thority, yet he is nevertheless a State officer 
representing an independent State, even in per- 
forming that act. Hence the act is subject to 
the scrutiny of the State’s judicial authorities, 
as in other cases when he represents 
the State. Extra-judicial opinions of Judges 
Cooley and Pierce, in Lawrence vs. 
Brady, 56 New York, are citied as affirming that 
Courts have a right to investigate the grounds 
upon which a requisition is issued: Under the 
s:atute of Charles I., adopted by all our States, 
us well as under our whole theory of govern- 
meut, the right of the Courts to protect ber- 
6 nal liberty is not given up, except where lim- 
ited by the Constitution and laws. The criminal 
charge on which extradition may be had must 
be such a charge as states the substantial ele- 
meuts of the crime. The right of the accused to 
have a specification of the charges against him is 
well settied. In this case none of the false 
pretenses are set forth in detail, only the naked 
charge that, at a certain date, ne obtained goods 
under false pretenses. This is not a technical 
defect. It is a defect of substance, not form. J 
cannot believe that under the Illinois Constitu- 
tion, which, like ours, declares that every citizen 
has aright to know the crime charged against 
him, this broad charge of false pretenses would 
be held sufficient. The Governor of Minnesota 
micht, therefore, have refused his warrant. 1 
hold that the affidavit produced here is not suf- 


ficient to comply with the law of the United 


States, since it does not sufficiently charge 
a criminal offense.” Referring to Judge 
Nelson’s contrary decision, Judge Wilkin says: 
. “ The decision is entitled to the weight due, but 
pow and here this is a vital question involving 
the personal rights of a citizen, and I come to 
its consideration with a firm conviction that it is 
both proper and necessary for me, in such a 
case, to decide upon my own judgment and 
sense of the right. Acknowledging the duty 
uf the courts to give all reasonable support to 
the Executive authority in executing the law of 
1798 as between States,—that it is as importaut 
to Minnesota as to Illinois that legal proceed- 
ings under that law should be sustained,— 
the Judge said he. had endeavored to 
consider the case from that point of view; but, 
because the affidavit on which the warrant of 
arrest was procured is insufficient, allowed the 
prisoner, Frank, to go free. Mr. lough, of 
counsel for Burke, asked leave to file a protest, 
which was refused, but directed the clerk, on 
Mr. Clough writing out bis protest, to indorse 
on it the refusal to file.

George. Hartman's Adventures with the 
Inmates of the Rabbits’ 
Nest.“ 


A gang of forgers and counterfeiters, whose 
operations have extended over a period of 
nearly two years, was captured last night, and 
one of the most clever pieces of detective work 
was developed. Rabbit's Nest,“ located on 
the top floor of Pat O’Neill’s four-story duild- 
ing on the corner of State and Harrison 
streets, was the rendezvous of the gang, and that 
euphonious name must pass into the annals of 
crime as one of the most prominent. 

This gang of forgers, under the leadership of 
a well-informed and well-educated man,—cool 
in his manner and careful in his 
operations,—bas carried on a system 
of counterfeiting letter-heads of various rail- 
road companies, and the signatures of the 
Superintendents of the same, and, by using 
them in the same manner that the officials used 
their own, have obtained passes and tiekets on 
nearly ali the rajlroads where they desired, and, 
of course, have sold them through the 
scalpers’ offices, and also disposed of them 
themselves. Tle business thus conducted has 
deen of great magnitude, but it is impossible to 
obtain anything like an estimate of the amount 
of money that the railroad corporations have 
been swindled out of m so long a period. Sev- 


‘eral of the railroad officers in this city have had 


decasion to suspect that something crooked was 
being done in obtaining passes, and it. is quite 
well known that the ticket-scalpers have sold 
passes as well as tickets, and in some instances 
the passes so disposed of have been taken up by 
conductors and the holder—who had perhaps 
bought them in good faith—has been compelled 
TO PAY FULL FARE. 
Letters of request for passes for employes sent 
by the Superintendent of one railroad company 
are not generally filed 1 8 for future refer- 
ence, or if they were it did not interfere any 
with the operations of the forgers. The first 
clew to the existence of such a system 
of wholesale swindling was obtained by 
Mr. Sam L. Whipple, Secretary of Gen- 
eral Manager MeMullin, of the Chicago 
& Alton Railroad, who ascertained that 
a letter bearing the signature of au official of 
that road, and requesting a pass over the Union 
Pacific Railroad, had been presented at Omaha, 
where it was detained, the presenter having 
failed to appear to get the pass at a time when 
told to 30 so. An examination of the 
letter showed it to de a forg- 
ery. The next thing to do was 
to discover who the forgers were. On the ad- 
vice of an influential lawyer, Constable George 
A. Hartman, who has done some good work in 
ferreting out criminals, and is already knowa as 
a very fly“ man, was employed to discover 
the whereabouts of the forgets, who were be- 
lieved to bein Chicago, though no definite in- 
formation to that effect Was obtained, and he was 
given no clew that would lead to the 
forgers or theit rendezvous. The job was an 
unusually difficult one, and it was only by. dint 
of great persevérance and good tact that he got 
his first information about the gang. Wuile 
„ piping off“ some persons whom he suspected 
of having a hand in the robbery of a store, he 
was led wo believe that one of them 
was concerned in other crooked work, 
and he began, about four weeks ago, to 
shadow him, and finally traced him to the 
„ Rabbit's Nest,“ a place the character of which 
he was vot aware of for sometime. Having 
thus a sort of a clew to work upon, ne determin- 
ed to find out what was going on in Room 56 of 
O’Neiil’s Building, where be had traced his 
man. 
DISGUISED AS A SCRUB-WOMAN, 
he optained access to the hall on the fourth floor 
one night, and worked like a beaver, scrubbing 
the whole length of the hall and getting close to 
the doors of the two rooms, which he subse- 
quently ascertained were known to the gang as 
the Rabbit's Nest.’’ He came very near being 
discovered, one of the gang coming out to see 
who it was that made the noise about the 
door. Hartman could neither hear nor see 
much, but learned enough to satisfy him that he 
had a clew to the forgers he was in quest of, 
He continued the work of shadowing the per- 
sons who visited the Nest,“ and found that 
they were four men and a woman. On a recent 
occasion he was disguised so weil that his wife and 
daughter passed him on the tztrect and did not 
recognize him. Night after night Hartman fre- 
quented saloons, and, in one or two instances 
gambling-reoms, to observe the movements of 
the gang, and saw one of them endeavor to sell 
a railroad pass to aman whom he had casuaily 
fallen in witb. Several times Hartman 
thought the gan had got the 
tip“ from some one, or had suspected they were 
shadowed, and subsequent events showed the 
were suspicious, but did not act iu time to avoi 
arrest. When satisfled that he had his men 
‘dead to rights,“ as the detectives 
say, 2 laid plans fer their cap- 
ture. e obtained the names of 
the gang as near as possible, and, 
acquainting the Superintendent of Police with 
the fact that he had an important case in hand 
and desired several trusty men to assist him in 
effecting the capture of the gang, that official 
detailed Detectives Ryan, Bauder, Londergan, 
and Stewart to aid bim. Warrants were ob- 
tained for the 
ARREST OF THE FORGERS 
from Justice Pollak, and also the necessary 


search-warrants to enable the officers to secure | 


anything in the Nest that might be found there 
and which could be used as evidence. Mr. 
Whipple swore out the warrants for the arrests, 
in which Lewis C. Curtis, Frank Williams alias 
Backus, N. E. Alpin, James Hobson, and Gertie 
Curtis were accused of the “crime. of 
forging and counterfeiting tickets or 
passes for the passage of persons on any 
railroads, and for counterfeiting the seai of the 
Haonibal & St. Joseph Railroad Comyany.”’ 
Knowing that it was likely all of the gang would 
be at the Nest, last night at about $:15 o'clock 
Hartman, with Detectives Ryan, Londergan, 
Bauder, and Stewart, met at the O'Neil! Buiid- 
ing, at the northeast corner of Harrison and 
State streets, and immediately proceeded 
to the fourth floor, where the ‘ Rabbits’ 
Nest is situated. After a brief survey of the 
situation the door was broken open anda por- 
tion of the gang found, surrounded with all the 
evidences of their work. In the room were Lewis 
Curtis, Frank Backus, and the woman Gerty.”’ 
The officers were so disposed that resistance 
was impossible, and none was offered. They 
were just getting ready to commence their 
evening’s work, aud it was an easy matter to 
secure their paraphernalia.

AWUSES COMPLAINED OF. 

The management of the customs service has 
for several veurs been open to much criticism in 
Congress, in the press, arid in popular and bust- 
ness circles, fiunded upon alleged arbitrary 
abuses by the oiYcers and upon undervaluation 
and frauds. When I entered this office I deter- 
mined to make a full examination into these 
allegations and jato the existing methods of 
conducting the customs business, with a view to 
economy and reform, not only at New York but 
at every other port of the United States. The 
President took great fioterest in the matter 
and heartily support d the measure proposed. 
The examinations vere made mostiy by 
committees of private citizeas, and result- 
ed in a large savint and many reforins. 
Naturally the port uf New York, where 
about 70 per cent of the duties on customs is 
collected, attracted the chief interest. It ap- 
peared that for a sertes of years, from 1872, the 
receipts from customs a> that port have con- 
stantly diminished, while the expenditures have, 
with the exception of but a single vear, steadily 
increased, as is shown by the following state- 
meut:

REPORT OF THE JAY COMMISSION. 


The Jay Commission, consisting of two emi- 
nent citizens of New York and an officer of the 
Department of Justice whose efficial duty 
brought himinto active connection with the 
collection of custom, have mate a very full 
and claborate examination of the methods of 
the business in the Custom-House at vhat port, 
and their reoorts—copies of whichI ave the 
honor to send rou—show great abusea. It ap- 
pears from their first report that in Mar. 1877, 
there were in the Collector's office 923 persons; 
in the Naval Office, eighty-one persons; aind in 
the Surveyor’s office thirtv-two, making in all 
1,036 permanent employes in the Custom-House, 
exclusive of the Appraiser’s Department, con- 
sisting of deputies, clerks, ſuspectors, weigh- 
ers, and gaugers, and that this number could be 
safely reduced 20 per cent. This reduction of 
20 per cent was opposed by Coilector Arthur, 
who stated that a reduction of more than 12 
per cent could not be made in dull times with- 
out injury to the efiiciency of the system and 
to the business of the merchants. Notwitl- 
standiog this opposition, the reduction was sub- 
stantially carried into effect by my order. making 
an fhnual saving of $232,298, and increasing tue 
efficiency of the service. 

BRIBES RECEIVED. 

The second report shows that it was acommon 
practice among entry-clerks, weighers, 
gaugers, inspecturs, and storekeepers to re- 
ceive from importers and brokers irregular 
fees, emoluments, gratuities, and perquisites 
in the nature of bribes. 

This practice was a matter of general notorie- 
ty in the Custom-House, and it does not appear 
that any effort was made by the Collector, Na- 
val Officer, or Survevor to suppress it. Ihe 
remedy suggested for this, evil by a commis- 
sion, so. tar as it relates to entry-clerks, was 
that entries should be taken entirely in charge 
by the Custom-House, and that that importer 
or broker should not be aflowed to select the 
entry-clerk to pass his entry. While Collector 
Arthur admitted that this plan, if made com- 
pulsory, would go far to remedy the evil, he 
thought “it might involve annoying results to 
importers by delay.“ It has, however, been 
adopted without apnovance, but, on the contra- 
ry, increasing the facilities afforded to the pub- 
lic doihg business with the Custom-House, and 
it is believed that the payment of gratuities to 
clerks ia the Custom-ilouse has entirely ceased. 

THE WEIGHERS. 

The third report shows that the gravest irrev- 
ularities existed in the department of weighers 
and gaugers; that the larger number of thirteen 
weigbers and eight gaugers rendered but little, 
if anv, personal service to the Government; 
that the weighers’ foremanper formed but little 
service; that weighers’ clerks, in some instances, 
periormed no duty; that in most, ff not all, 
weighers’ offices men were hired as employes 
and assigned to do the work of regular clerks; 
that the number of laborers thus assigned varied 
from four to eight persobs to each weigher’s 
office; that men so assigned had but little duty 
to perform; that persons were borne oo the pay- 
rolis as a reward for political service, who per- 
tormed no service except to sign their name to 
rolis and receive their pay; that part of the 
weighable merchandise was not weighed by 
Government officers, but by city weighers, who 
furnished memoranda upob which United States 
weighers made their returns; that part of the 
weighable goods were not Weighed at all, but 
that the marked weights on packages were 
copied off and returned by weighers; that the 
weighers had adopted a schedule of irrecular 
fees, which they illegally collected from mer- 
chants for special returns and copies of weights, 
delaying to make returns to the Custom-House 
until the importer paid these irregular fees, 
that by reasg@m of these irregularities the cost of 
weighing and gauging imported goods at the 
port of New York has increased to the enormous 
sum of 836.524. 50 per aanum. 

These evila were not unknown to Collector 
Arthur, yet he made no attempt during his term 
of office to remedy them. On the contrary, in a 
letter to me he stated that he was confident that 
the Commission wholly failed to appreciate the 
amount of work dove by the weighers, and 
have, by their general assertions, done a great 
injury to them. 

The existence of all these ſrregularities was 
subsequently rectified by the independent inves- 
tigations, made under my direction. The re- 
forms proposed by the Commission in the 
Weighers’ and Gaugers’ Department were sub- 
sequently carried out bv my order and effected 
a reduction of over $300,( per annum in the 
cost of this branch of the service alone, be- 
sides securing a great saving to the Govern- 
ment in increased duties. 

FREE PERMITS. 


It also appears from evidence on file in this 
Department that a vicious practice has for a 
long time existed of granting free permits for im- 
ported goods without authority of law. ‘These 
permits were usually granted by Deputy-Col- 
lector Lydecker. From a detailed statement 
on file in this Department, it appears that over 
200 such permits were granted from March, 
1874, to May, 1875. The value of goods thus 
legally delivered free of duty amouttts to a 
very large sum. lu a single imstance the value 
was $53,000. The total value it is impossible to 
estimate, from the fact that, except in a very 
few cases, no appraisement was ever bad. From 
inspection of the papers it is apparent that 
much of this merchandise, if it had been prop- 
erly entered and appraised, would have been 
subject to duty. The Government has, there- 
fore, by this iileyal practice, lost large sums. 

CHARGES AND COMMISSIONS. 

In the investigation of claims known as 
“charges and commissions cases the fact was 
disciosed that clerks engaged in making up 
statements of refunds in those cases received 
gratuities from attorneys. These claims are 
many. and amount in the aggregate to a great 
sum. It was ascertained upon investigation 
that in a majority of cases, 80 far as examined, 
they were perfected in a fraudulent manner.— 
namely, by attaching protests to the entry after 
the entry had been made. As the law stood at 
the inception of the claim it was necessary be- 
fore a refund could be allowed that a protest 
should have been filed at the time of entry. 
The {rand consistea tn wrongfully filing a protest 
long after the entry, with the prevense that it 
was made at the time of entry. Statements for 
refund of claims fraudulent in this respect have 
recently been made by clerks in the Auditor's 
Department of the Coliector’s and Naval of-

THE RESPONSIBILITY. 

These reports disclose other abuses, but as 
many of them had existed for a long time, and 
some Were beyond the power of the Collector to 
correct, it Was pot fair to impute them ali to his 


Arthur nor Mr. Cornell were in sympathy with 
the recommendations of the Commission, and 
could and did resist their fair execution. The 
President became entirely satisfied tbat it was 
his duty to make a change in both offices, but, 
with a view of conswting the Senate, this was 
postponed until the beginning of the following 
session, when Messts. Roosevelt and Prince were 
pominated tor the office of Collector and Naval 
Officer. ‘The Senate, bowever, deemed it best 
not to confirm these nomipations, and with- 
out further controversy or any attempt or 
desire to send to the Senate other nomina- 
tions Messrs. Arthur and Cornell remained in 
their positions. A brief experience proved 
that any hopes of carrying out any re- 
forms or changes in the mode of conducting 
business would be abortive while the Collector 
held his position. The same system, the same 
persons, the same influence prevailed as before. 
From the nature of things it was difficult for a 
Collector long associated with the chief sub- 
ordinates under bim to believe evil of any of 
them. Mr. Lydecker, the Deputy Collector, 
was practically Oollector. 
WANT OF PERSONAL ATTENTION. 


Gen. Arthur did not give that personal atten- 
tion to the business of the oifice that would 
seem to be necessary for the proper discharge 
of its duties. He did not usually arrive at his 
office until afternoon. Continued complaints 
came from other ports of entry, that uncousti- 
tutional discriminations were made in iavor of 
the port of New York by methods of conduct- 
ing business at that port; that allowances for 
damage not permitted at other ports were made; 
that a system of undervaluation was made, 
and that by these meaus important branches of 
business were turned from their usual course 
almost exvtlusively to the port of New York, 
causing a reduction of revenue and injustice to 
other ports and to the people of the United 
States. 

THE MEREDITH REPORT. 

I respectfully call your attention tothe report 
of General Appraiser John F. Meredith and 
Special Agents N. Bingham and B. H. Hinds, of 
date of July 17, 1878, a copy of which is here- 
with transmitted. These gentlemen, having had 
long experience in the customs service, were di- 
rected to examine into alleged irregularities in 
the administration of the customs laws in the 
chief ports of the United States, and the gen- 
eral result of their examination at the port of 
New York is disclosed in their report. From 
testimony taken and documents referred to by 
them, all of which will be placed at your service, 
it would appear that the system of frauds com- 
plained of, inciuding undervaluatious, improper 
weights and measures, and illegal damage al- 
lowances, was clearly proven. ‘These officers 
sav in regard to Collector Arthur: 

It came to our notice early in our investigation 
that the Collector, as a rule, megiected to ap- 
pear at his office untii midday or after. It was 
claimed by his Special Deputy, Mr. Lydecker, in 


‘explanation (the Collector being absent on leave), 


that he made up for his late arrivals at bis office by 
remaining after hours. This, however, we do not 
regard as eufiicient answer, evenif it be true. A 
negiect of duty «0 conspicuously displayed in the 
presence of a large corps of subordinates must in- 
evitably have produced g very demoralizing effect 
upon the morale of the Office, aud is particularly 
lamentable as it occurred ata port of the magni- 
tu le of New York, where over 1.200 subordinate 
officers are employed, and where nearly 70 per cent 
of the entire customs duties of the country are col- 
lected. In this connection we would respectfully call 
attention to our special report in relation to certain 
practices of Speciai-Deputy Lydecker. and to the 
wveral revorts in relation to him of a similar char- 
atter which. as we are informed, have heretofore 
been suomitted to you. We were surprised to learn 
that Collector Arthur, after having been advised 
of the connection of his Special Deputy, Mr. Ly- 
decker, with echemes to defraud the Government. 
and after proofs of such o'ficial misconduct had 
been submitted to him, still appears to repose in 
Mr. I decker the most implicit confidence, and to 
allow bim to practically control tle bustuess man- 
agement of the offiee. We found that the more 
honest and intelMcent officials at the Custom- House 
had long had reason to distrust Mr. Lydecker’s in- 
tegrity, ind that the influence exercised over the 
Collector by him had been for a long time the sub- 
ject of comment among them. This matter, as 
well as thé Coliector's neglect of office heurs, was 
repeatediy referred to in an unfavorable manper by 
the merchéats who were associated witn usin the 
early part of our investigations at this port. 
A CHANGE DEMANDBSD. 

It would tlso appear from a special report 
made by the ame officer, of the date of June 
25, 1878, that Mr. Lydecker, Chief Deputy, had 
been guilty ot certain negiect and fraudulent 
practices thereiy stated. I also inclose a copy 
of a report of the date of May 2, 1578, made by 
Assistant-Sectetary French, who is the official 
head of the Custans Service in this department, 
and J. A. Robinsan, Assistant Solicitor of the 
Treasury, relativeto the abuses and irregulari- 
ties in the. New York Custom-House. hese 
documents, togethet with many detailed reporis 
of officers of this Devartment, convinced me, 
after several months’ trial aud consideration, 
that without any arrugoment of the personal 
character of Collecter Arthur and the Naval 
Omcer, the public service demanded a change in 
the incumbents of these offices, 

THE NOMINATIONS, 


Some time after the ciose of the. session of 
Congress, and after the experiment had been 
careiully tried, the President suspended these 
otlicers and appointed Gen. Merritt, Survevor of 
the Port, as Collector, and Mr. Burt as Naval 
Officer. Mr. Burt had been for years pra“ tically 
Naval Officer, and had condacted the business 
with fidelity aud skill to the satisfaction of all, 
Mr. Cornell held simplv a sinecure position, his 
real duties being discharged by his deputy, 
and Mr. Bart is now performing the duties both 
of Naval Officer and those formerly discharged 
by him as Comptroller, the latt@ office having 
been discontinued. In the selection of nomi- 
nees great care was taken to secure those whose 
loug experieuee aud fidelity in pubic service gave 
ample assurance for a faithful and coustant dis- 
charge of their duties. Gen. Merriit was Naval 
Officer from April 1, 1859, to Aug. 1, 1870, dar- 
ing which time that oflice was ably conducted. 
tHe then recommended manv reforms that 
have since been adopted by him as Collector. 
Ile received the cordial approval ef George 
S. Boutwell, Secretary of the Treasury. He 
was appointed Survevor of the Port Dec. 17, 
i577, and oceupied that position seven vonths. 
during which time he reorganized the Weghers’ 
Department in harmony with the report of the 
Jay Commission, largely increasing the efficiency 
of the service and reducing the cost. He cor- 
rected several of the abuses pointed out ia the 
printed report of the General Appraiser and en- 
forced the reguiations in regard to actual tare, 
thus securing an increase of revenue, the result 
on sugar alone showing a gain to Nov. 30, 1873, 
of 3,968,925 pounds, which at the average rate 
of duty on all sugars caused a gain of revente 
of $97,238.73, and also a proportionate gain ia 
weighing of many other articles. In these two 
points alone there is demonstrated a gain to the 
Goverument of $164,000 for the period covered, 
being equal to $245,636.15 per annum, while the 
results obtained dy a higher condition of disci- 
pline and a more rigid responsibility of weichers 
cannot be estimated. It is manifest that during 
his incumbeney as Surveyor and Collector, which 
latter position he accepted with reluctance, a 
general improvement has taken place, and the 
only evidence from any quarter of dissatisfac- 
tion as to the manner in which the affairs of the 
Custom-House have been conducted arises trom 
moe who complain of the strict enforcement of 
the law. 

The reduction of force contemplated m the 
Gaugers' Department and in several aivisions of 
the Custom-House have been fully carried into 
effect, the resalt of which will be a large saving 
to the Goverument in salaries alone. 

An INJURY TO PUBLIC SERVICE. 

It is respectfully submitted that under the 
circumstances the restoration of Messrs. Arthur 
and Cornell would be a serious injary to the 
public service, involving a loss of public revenue 
and an increased expen liture. It would estab- 
lish a constant irritation and struggle vetween 
the old abuses that existed and reforms that 
are sought to be accompiisbed. It would de- 
stroy discipline of department, for after all the 
Collector of Customs is but a subordinate of 
tais Department, and, though — of 
great powers, can do but little without the 
sanction of the Secretary, but he may serious] 
obstruct Dthete partment in the conduct of busi- 
ness according to its ideas and plans. 

It has been the established custom that this 
great office should be betd as an administrative 
Office, like that of a Cabinet officer, for the of- 
cer who collects over two-thirds of the revenue 
from customs performs functions equal to 
those of a Cabinet Misister. Bat the law re- 
quires constant supervision and approval of his 
acts by tuis Department. To require this busi- 
ness to be performed by persons in hostitity to 
the general policy of the Administration would 
create discord and contention where there vugbt 
to be unity and harmony. It would be unjust 
to the President, and personally embarrassing 
to me in the disenarge of my duties, to have the

When such 8 was forced upon the 
Commission it was wholly disregarded. It did 
not seem to occur to them that justice required 
they should bear witness to the improvements 
introduced in the few years past, by which the 
service has been rendered more efficient, more 
honest, and more economical than at ay pre- 
vious period iv the history of the Government. 
Geb. Arthur says a careful examination of the 
testimony taken will showit Wholly fails to bear 
out the sweeping and general allegations of the 
Commission. 

He denies the sweeping charge in relation to 
the payment of irregular fees, gratuities, and 
perquisites to employes. Such practices may 
exist to some extent, but it is aimost impossible 
to obtain proof of them. It is already in evi- 
dence that he endeavored to detect and prevent 
this abuse. Gen. Arthur adds that facts show 
that the complaint of Secretary Sherman as to 
his failure to seek to prevent the payment of 
fees to entry clerks and others is not only un- 
founded, but insincere and at variauce with his 
own acts. 

Karly in February last evidence was furnished 
the Secretary that the clerk had exacted such 
fees from brokers, and on May 3, 1878, the Sec- 
retary directed Gen. Arthur to call for his res- 
iguation, but June 13 he withdrew bis direction. 
Last April evidence was received that two In- 
spectors and one Storekeeper had received gra- 
tuities; that they were removed and the act re- 
ported to the Secretary April 27. On May 2 the 
act was approved, Dut on dune 11 he revokedthe 
dismissal of one, ayowedly on the ground that 
prominent politicians : equested ft. 

In regard to the granting oi free permits for 
imported goods, Gen. Arthur savs he cau trace 
the practice back eighty years, and tintil the 
present Secretary came into office no one had 
pretended to regard it as without authority of 
law. Lhe practice is still contineed as a matter 
of convenience, aud the Government saves more 
in expense than it loses in duties. 

lo referring to the charges and commissions 
cases, it is asserted that Secretary Sherman 
makes insinuatious without venturing uon as 
sertions. It is not proved that frauduleat pro- 
tests were filed on cx-parte evidence, some of 
which is clearly untrue. ‘The Secretary induced 
Congress to order tit all pavinente or judc- 
ments obtainedin these cases should be sus- 
pended. Eminent merchants offered to aliow 
surety to present in any Court any evidence of 
fraud. He ceclived, and there are now thirty 
or more judgmests of record which are, in 
effect, judgments against the Government. 

It should be added that the Government, ad- 
miited!y, has in its possession a large sum le- 
gaily taken irom mer@bants for duties, and that 
it is seeking iu these cases to avoid returning it, 
on the ground that the protest against its le- 
gal action Was not, made in time. It fraudlutent 

roteste were on file, they. wete placed there 
ong before Gen. Arthur took the office. The 
Secgetary retaised the charges and commissions 
clerks in office, and they are still there. 

Gen. Arthur says bis failure to remove them 
when that power was vested only with the Sec- 
retary is now as justifying as his suspension, 
wuile be infers that the acting Collector's fail- 
ute to remove them is regarded as good ground 
for his conlirmation.

Gen. Arthur says the mode of anpolfitments 
and removal, tenure of office, and general ciyi!- 
servil policy of his administration, whicn consti- 
tuted the cofef burden of one of Jay’s reports, 
seems to have been so successfully defended by 
hiù that the Secretary refrains from any refer- 
ence to it. in speaking of the charge that since 


the expenses increased, he docs not understand 
whether the Secretary proposes to hold uim re- 
sponsible for the diminution of receipts. 

(ien. Arthur discusses various causes which 
led to the decrease, including levislation, de- 
pression in business, ete. le eXocases were 
inereased by payments for aopraisers’ stores 
old judgments, etc. It should be borne in wind 
that the Cojjector cannot tucur new or increased 
expense, appoint additionat subordinates, nor 
change the compensation of any oné withont 
the express or special authority of the Secretary 
of the Treasury. The subject of reducing the 
force by the recommendation of the Jay Com- 
mission is disclaimed, and the assertiou made 
that the delays caused thereby entailed heavy 
losses upon merchants. No one is yet justified 
in saying that the present force ts sufficient. 

Gen. Arthur has been informed that the force 
since bis suspension has been largely increased 
by temporary and permanent appointments. 
‘Lhe reduction of salaries referred to by the See- 
retary also includes the Surveyors and Naval 
Officer. The question of Weighers’ fees as dis- 
cussed at length in the report of the Jay Com- 
mission in relation thereto is condemned; 

Concerning Deputy-Collector Lydeeker, Mr. 
Arthur says: “I refer to the answer to these 
charges made by Mr. 1 in Jul last, of 
which a copy is in closed.

The Reno investigation was resumed yester- 
éay morning at the usual hour, with the average 
attendance of spectators. There appears to be 
quite as much interest manifested now as there 
was at the beginning of the inquiry. Maj. Reno 
avd his counsel sat and read the newspapers 
while the sbofthand writer was reading over the 
testimony of the witnesses of the previous day. 
Two or three ladies came in, and were shown to 
seats by the Sergeant-at-Arms. — 

The first witness called yesterday was 

LIEUT. CHARLES DE RUDIO, 
of the Seventh Cavalry. stationed at present at 


Fort Mead. On the 25th of June, 1876, he was 


with hiscommand under Gen. Custer. About 
U or 120’clock on that day a division of the 
command was made, and the witness repeated 
the description of the disposition of the troops 
as published heretofore. He was to go with 
Maj. Reno, and that detachment moved north 
on the right-hand side of a little stream. After 
proceeding four or five miles, they came to the 
tepee, where Reno was ordered to cross the Lit- 
tle Bic Horn and charge upon the In- 
diaus. They crossed the river at the ford 
“A”: m passing through he was very near 
‘to Maj. Reno; witness was mounted upon a 
very stubborn horse, and in going through he 
made some trouble and spleshed water upon 
Reno. He first saw the Indians between the 
tepee and where the ford was made. As they 
cleared the wood on the other side of the river, 


Maj. Reno formed the battalion into line of battle 


and ordered a charge. ‘I"hey galloped probably 
two miles and a half across the plain, which got 
them toa wood on the right-hand side of the 
line. Witness heard buliets whistling about, 
and saw ap immense cloud of dustin the direc- 
tion of the village. Reno gave the com- 
mand to dismount and deploy as 
skirmishers. The men obeyed this 
order with great alacrity, and witness was sur- 
prised at their actions, as many of them were 
raw recruits, and their horses new, neither hav- 
ipg been in an engagement before. ‘The horses 
acted very badiy. and ‘appemred rather excited; 
most of them had never seen any service before. 
He heard no trumpet-call in going down on the 
charge. When he saw the dust and the shadows 
of the Indians through it, the latter appeared 
to be simply riding anout and raising a dust. 
They were running backward and forward, but 
were not moving iu anv particular direction. 
They were at that time about 500 or 600 yards 
away from the troops. 

in reply toa question from Lieut. Lee, wit- 
ness said that the babitual gait of the horses on 
the charge was a gallop until they reached the 
wood where they were left. He, should judge 
they were twelve or fiteen minute in arriving at 
that point. He heard several shots before the 
command halted; the command to halt was 
given directly after that. 

He was asked to describe, from his own 


knowledge, 


ALL THAT OCCURRED FROM THAT TIME 
up to tho time the command left the woods to 
cross the river, and to state what was the con- 
duct of Maj. Reno. 

Witness said the command was dismounted 
and deployed as sitirmishers, with the right rest- 
ing near the wood. ‘The line was formed neariv 
at right angles, with the left stretching out 
2eross the prairie several hundred yards. The 
troops advanced on this line seveuty-five or one 
hundred yards. Then the Indians began to 
come out and fireat the soldiers,—three, or four, 
or five together. They would fire while mount- 
ed and then gallop of around to the left. This 
they continued to do, their numbers increasing 
constantly, until the firing became general. So 
far as witness was able to see, Maj. Reno stood 
bis ground and gave his orders all right. 

Pretty soon Lieut. Wallace, who was near by, 
called the attention of witness to the fact that 
the Indians were coming around to the left. 


‘The wood was in a horse-shoe shape, and the 


skirmish-line was formed at-right angles to this, 
facing down stream. toward the north and 
toward the village. Witness sey the Indians 
coming up the river from below, and preity 
soon a trumpeter brought witness’ horse to 
him. He told dim that he did not want 
the horse yet,—to keep him down in the 
bottom. Witness was at this time standing 
upon alittle rise, where he could see every- 
thing, looking around. The trumpeter told 
him that the command were mounting their 
horses down in the bottom and commencing to 
move out. Witness remained in the wood and 
tried to get the men to stay. He saw that one 
of the guidons had been left, and he ordered a 
man who was going out to go back into the 
woods and get it; but the man merely said, 
Too hot down there to get the guidon, Lieu- 
tenant, and moved along. Witness then went 
back after the guidon himself, and in doing this 
he got separated from the command, 
and he concluded that it was 
not 80 very hot in the woods 


- after all, and he would stay. He arrived at this 


conclusion the more positively, as he did not see 
any way toget out; so he staved and skulked 
about with one other man, who remained with 
him. The left was going out of the wood a 
few minutes before. He heard no trumpet-call. 
He saw Maj. Reno on the skirmish-line at the 
commencement of the engagement, hut not 
afterward. 
Witness was asked as to 
THE CONDITION OF THE MEN,— 


whether they were demoralized or not, and re- 
plied that he should judge there was a panic 
among the men at the time of their leaving 
the wood; he thought so because they 
would not obey his order to stay there. 

in reply to another question by the Recorder, 
Witness thought that at the time the skirmish- 
line deployed, he should say there were about 
thirty Indians, more or less, directly in front of 
where he was. They commenced firing in groups 
of four or five. and there might have been 100 
or A Indians coming around from behind the 
woods and frora the direciion of the village, but 
these were continualiy being reinforced. Com- 
ing up the stream further down was au immense 
mass of Indians. 

The witness went on tostate thatafter the men 
left the woods he was fired upon several times, 
and before the command started upon the re- 
treat there were several hundred Indians firing 
pon them. He saw plenty of Indians about, 
but they appeared to be merely crossing upon 
their trail, and he did not see any Indians come 
into the woods at all. It looked as though they 
were surrounding Keno. Witness should judge 
that from twenty to twenty-five minutes elapsed 
after the skirmish-line deployed before the com- 
mand got out and across the river. 

He was asked bow he came to fix the time, 
and he repliem that he was a littlé anxious to 
know how he was going to get out of the woods 

elt, aud he looked at his watch every ten 
mibutes alter the troops left him, and counted 
he minutes and the hours that should elapse 
before darkness set in, as he thought that was 
the only chance for him to save himself. {A 
sympathetic smile from the audience. 1 

W continued: The skirmishers were 
probably about twelve or fifteen minutes upon 
e line, and he thought the men must have 
fired thirty or forty rounds,—doubtless, nearly 
all the cartridges that were fired were 
¢ ed while upon this skirmish- 
line. He saw a Sergeant killed upon 
the line, and another man wounded in the arm. 
‘he latter rode off upon his horse. Witness was 
in the wood until about 9o’clock that nignt. 
He could not see the Indian village very well, 


on account of the woods and obstructions. He 


Was about 1,200 yards from the nearest tepee; 
the river made a bend at this point, and he could 
Ouly sec afew tepees; the rest of the village 
Was around the bend. | 
Witness was asked if he beard 
ANY FIRING APTER RENO LEFT, 
and, if so, to tell all he knew about it. He said 
that after Reno bad arrived upon the hill, ou the 
Other side of the river, he beard firing on the 
further side of the Indian village. It was atone 
time Very heavy, and then he beard scattering 
sounding as though they were going fur- 
ther andiurther away. He should judge the 
heavy firing lasted about an hour and a half, 
u came tue stragglmg shots dying away in 
the distance. He supposed the firing came froin 
ster, and he thoucat it sounded as though 
latter was driving the Indians back at one 


Witners was asked to look at the map and

dottom in the woods, and there were some low | 


banks about. The oid creek bottom was per- 
haps twenty-five or thirty yards wide. There 
was a clearing near where witness was, and the 
rest of the bottom was thickly studded 
with cottonwoods. There was but ove 
or two places where the horses could get down; 
these trails had been made by the Indians and 
their ponies; the banks were steep at the rest 
of the places. 
HE REJOINED RENO’S COMMAND 

on the 27th, at about 3 o'clock in the morning. 
He saw a portion of the Indian village moving 
off on the night of the 25th. He moved from 
his position in the bottom, and with his com- 
panion he worked his way up toward the ford 
marked A on the map. Here be attempted 
to cross over to Reno, as he could see some of 
his men over upon the bill, but he feared to do 
80, as be saw some Indians over on the other 
side of the river. 

In reply toa question by the Recorder, the 
witness stated that the Indian village was sev- 
eral hours in passing the point where be was sta- 
tioned. He could not see them; he could only 
hear the noise of the dogs barking and the 
women and children crying. He did not think 
there were many warriors along,—they were all 
around Reno, aud they were keeping up a 
pretty stiff firing too. He saw the indian war- 
riors going off on the 26th. They appeared to 
move away in squads or by tribes. ‘The woods 
in which witness was first ensconced were set ou 
fire while he was in there. He got into a sort of 
green place that was clear and stayed there until 
the fire passed all around him. ‘The flames 
scorched the bushes and shriveled them up 
so that witness was able to see through them 
clearly. He beard hard firing in the direction of 
Reno, and he even heard the cheering of the 
men. He did not know what this was for, 
unless they were charging for water. On the 
day of the 26th he saw an Indian chief hail 
some warriors und tire two or three signal shots 
into the air. A party of lodians then came out 
and moved off, singing after the Indian fashion. 
The remainder of the Indians stayed and con- 
tinued firing at Maj. Reno’s command. Pretty 
soon be heard four more sbots fired 
into the air from a revolver, aud another 
party of warriors came away and 
moved off in the same direction as 
the tirst. Finally, all the ludians moved off in 
parties; it was nearly dark before all moved 
away. Witness was up the river to the south at 
this time, near the ford A,“ with his compan- 
iou., They afterward crossed the river at this 
point, which was nearly up to their arm-its. 
They got upob the bluffs and skulked to keep 
out of sight of the savages. 

In reply to another question, Lieut. De Rudio 
said that be should judge the Lodian village was 
three or four miles in length. He did not count 
the lodges, but he sbould judge by subsequent 
examination that there were 1,200 or 1,500 lodges. 
He could see where a lodge had been placed if it 
hau only been there twenty-four hours. 
There were several todges leit by the Indians 
when they departed; Leknew it took the troops 
about half a day to destroy what the Indians 
had left and in hunting for their caches. In his 
judgment, there were in the neighborhood of 
4,000 fighting men among the ludians, judging 
by the number of tepees and wickiups in the 
village. 

He was asked whether this estimate was made 
at the time he was there or since. 

Witness repiied that it had been made since, 
and he continued, naively, “If 1 bad made an 
estimate at that time 1 should have made it 
more.“ [Laughter.] 

Witness, in reply to a question, stated that 
he should judge it was twenty minutes after 
Reno left before he heard the firing supposed to 
be Custer’s,—that is, the heavy firing. He was 
asked to tell what he knew about

He said that Capt. Benteen was ordered to take 
his company and goand explore the battle-field. 
Witness volunteered togo with him. There 
wrre several other officers along, including Lieut. 
Bradley and the Regimental Quartermaster. 
He described the situation of the battle-grouod 
from the map. Taere wore 

few cartridge-shells fouud around 

as the Indians always pick them up. 

point where Calboun was killed there were 
marked evidences of heavy fighting, and the 
ravine was full of bodies. Judging from the 
sound of firing Which witness heard whiie in the 
wood, and from subsequent observations, he 
should think that Custer’s battle lasted about 
an hour and a half. He could not say 
as to whether anv of the Indians that 
were with Custer were with Reno“ aiter- 
ward, or vice versa; but he was in position to 
see the Indians all the time,as there were 
plenty around near where he was; they started 
off when they heara the heavy firing below, and 
they returned when it was finished. 

Witness said he saw Reno upon the open 
space on the skirmish-iine about ten minutes, 
during all of which time he kept his eye upon 
him. He admired the manger ip which the Ma- 
jor was coaductine himself, and thought that 
the officers and men in the command were act- 
ing splendidly under the fire. Early on the 
morning of tue 20th witness beard the clicking 
of horses’ hoofs on the opposite side of the 
river. This was at about the break of day. He 
supposed Custer was with Reno at that time. He 
looked out cautiously, and saw a number of men 
on borseback. He thought he recognized some 
of the horses of his own command, and their 
riders wore white hats and blue blouses. One 
had on the buckskin jacket and white hat of 
Capt. Tom Custer, and be thought it was him. 
He was so certain of this that he shouted at the 
top of his voice, 

‘“*TOM, SEND A HORSE OVER HERE, 


so I can get across.“ The men on horseback 
stopped and looked all around, and down upon 
the bottom, but th could not sce anybody. 
Witness again callea,™* Tom, don’t you see me?” 
and waved his hat. Then some of them caught 
sight oi him, gave a shout, and immediately let 
fly their bullets at him, much to his surprise 
and disgust. He saw that he was mistaken in 
bis men. [Laugbter,] He then concluded that 
these Indians had had a fight with Custer and 
had overpowered him, and cut his command to 
pieces, as he saw many of the Indians with the 
white hats which were almost universally worn 
by Custer’s men. Some of the warriors also 
rode gray borses, which he knew to be Custer’s. 

In the cross-examination by Mr. Gilbert, wit- 
ness described the position of the skirmish-line 
as near as he couid upon the map. The right of 
the line was near the wood, and extended out 
to the left at right angles. The line advanced 
immediately upon deploying. Wituess was at- 
tached to Company A as one of the company 
officers, but not as commander? When witness 
went into the wood he did so without any or- 
ders. Some of the men started and went into 
the wood, and witness followed. Most of the 
men got into the woods. Had witness not 
stopped to pick up the euidon he would have 
been able to have gotten out of the woods when 
the rest 01 the men did; 50 it 
was by his own act that he was 
detached from his command. He thought it 
was necessary, or at least it was usually the 
custom, to give the commands by bugle-call in 
a battalion of that size. Maj. Reno gave his 
commands verbally, but he had the reputation 
of being good in this respect, and had a very 
good voice. The firing that he heard was com- 
menced by straggling sbots, and ended in the 
same way. appearing to die away in the dis- 
tance, as though one of the contesting parties 
were being driven and pursued by the other. 
Witness heard this firiug from the point occu- 
pied by Reno on the night of the 25th. Judging 
by the firing he heard on the afternoon of the 
2th. and that on the night of the 25th, he 
should think the bostiles attacking Reno were 
greater in number than those attacking Custer. 
He saw no evidences of fighting at the ford 
% B.” but saw marks of the shoes of two Ameri- 
can horses in the mud, and, about 200 yards 
further up, he found dead bodies. 

From the time he saw Reno cross at ford 
‘A to the time he last saw him on the skirm- 
ish-line, he saw no evidences of fear upon his 
countenance or bis actions. He thought to him- 
self, good for vou.“ as he noticed his actions 
and heard his commands, and he thought Reno 
disnlaved good judgment and knowledge of 
tactics in taking the position he did. He thought 
it was policy for the Indians to pick up all 
the cartridge -shells they could find, even though 
there was other important work for them to 
perform. 

In answer to a question by Col. King, wit- 
ness stated that there was but one man with 
bim on the 26th, and that was Robert O'Neil, 
of Company G. On the redirect examination, 
Lieut. De Rudio stated that he thought it 
might have been better for Maj. Reno to bave 
issued his commands by bugie at the time the 
men were in the woods, because they could not 
see each other there very well. At the time the 
charge was made by Reno, the Indiaus were 
kicking upadust. Reno did not continue his 
charge after coming up to the point near 
where the Indians were, but deployed the 
men in  skermish-line,—dismounted. He 
thought the Indians were influenced to move off 
by tne eppearance of Capt. Benteen. There 
had been an order issued to the Seventh to re- 
frain from blowing trumpct-calls on the 22d, so 
that the Indiaus could not discover where they 
were. 

Lieut. Lee—You were anxious not to be dis- 
covered by the Indians, were you? 

Witness—Yes, sir. Lauahter. 

Mr. Gilbert asked Witness 

WHERE GIRARD WAS 
at the time the command left the woods. Wit- 
ness replied that Girard was with him for awhile, 
but that he was mounted upon a fresh horse, 
and he went galioping over the brush and sticks 
so fast that witness could not keep up with him 
on foot. - The last he sawof him be was moving 
off to the left as fast as hecould go. Witness 
hung onto Girard’s horse's tail, and was walking 
aiong behind, when they ran across an Indian, 
them wi 


who th the lodian “ Haugh |’ 


at which turned bis horse to the left, and 
ut spurs to him. Witness hung on as long as 
e could, but was at length floored by the brush 
and sticks, and was thrown heels over heail be- 
bind a rose-bush. That was the last he saw of 
the interpreter. [Lauchter. | 
The Court took a recess of ten minutes, and, 
upon couvening again, 
SERGT. EDWARD DAVERN, 


of Company F, Seventh Cavalry, was placed in 
the witness chair. On the arrival of the troops 
to the mouth ot the Little Big Horn, witness 
was Orderly tor Maj. Reno. hen the division 
of the troops was made he was detached witn 
Lieut. Hair. His horse was in tolerably fair 
condition. The orders of Col, Custer to Reno, 
as near as he could remember, were: Take 
your command and charge across the river, and 
drive everything before you; Capt. Bentecn has 
had the same command.“ After arriving at 
the Lepee, and before croosing the 
ford, witness stopped to tighten the girth to 
his saddle, and got a little behind. Before 
reaching the ford, he saw thirty or forty In- 
dians. After they crossed the river, about 209 
yards, some of Reno’s command was formed in 
skirmish-line, mounted, aud they moved along 
the bottom in that, order. Witness was with 
Lieut. Hair to the’ left, and a little in advance 
of the skirmish-line. Witness and those with 
him were trying to get a shot at some Indians 
they saw about 400 or 500 yards to the leit. 
The line halted fora time on the bottom, the 
timber to the right. He thought the right of 
the line rested near the wood. When 
the line Was formed, he came 
back to the skirmishers. He saw 
the Indians circling about, and 
they were getting thicker. He went then to 
join Reno; the latter was at that time on the 
skirmish-line. He did not hear much firing 
from the lodians, as his own skirmish-line was 
firing all the time. When the skirmish line was 
first tormed, the Indians, he thought, were 700 or 
800 yards off. He left his horse with a horse- 
holder in Company G, whom he knew, and 
started off toward some Indian tepees which 
he saw across the glade. He started off with 
Lieut. Hair again. Witness heard pretty heavy 
fighting on the left, and he made the remark to 
Lieut. Hair, **Can it be possible that the In- 
dians are driving us!“ He saw Maj. Reno on 
the skirmish-liue, frivg at the Indians. 
Maj. Revo gave the command, Get your 
horses into the woods, under cover,“ at the 
time the troops were dismounted. Ihe men on 
the skirmish-line appeared to be mixed up and 
*hudled together.“ The only war he knew 
the command was leaving the woods was by 
seeing Company G going down to the woods. 
Witness then went down to get his own horse. 
Not all of the men in G Company got mounted. 
He looked about and found his own horse, which 
he mounted. There was another horse tied to the 
check-piece of bis own horse’s bridle, and he 
got tangled up in the trees. He stopped and 
untied the horse, and led it out of the timber, 
where he found a member of G Company, to 
whom he turnedthe animal over. When the 
man leit the woods,—tbose who were mounted, 
—they started op a run tor the ford. He 
thought the men of G Company could have all 
gotten their horses if they had tried. 

‘The Court then adjourned until half-past 10 
o’clock this morning.

„ don't know much about their financial re- 
latious. A prominent man in Galena told me 
this: That Grant was called forward to preside 
at a soldiers’ meeting, and he told Elihu, as his 
Congressman, that he thought it was his duty 
to go into the army. Elihu gave bim a letter 
to Gov. Yates, recommending him as an 
ex-officer of the regular army, who 
had graduated at West Point, and who ought to 
have aregiment. My informant said that Yates 
put Grant in the Adjutant’s office, and set him 
to copying. After awhile Grant said to the Gov- 
ernor: Lou can get a mau to do this work at 
81 a day, and, if this is all you have to give me, 
I shall go back to Galena.’ The day following 
his arrival in Galena I am told that a gentleman 
saw Grant between daybreak and sunrise walk- 
ing with Elinu Washburue down to the railroad- 
depot. ‘The train which leaves Dunleith. going 
south, comes through Galena very early in the 
morning. My brother Elibu was carrying Grant's 
carpet-bag, and going to the station with him. 
Thisgentieman says he saw them together, and 
says that Elinu, as soon as Grant came back from 
Springfield, told him to return again instantly 
with a more peremptory letter, and to stay 
until Yates would give him a regiment. If that 
is true, it is a rather significant thing. Grant 
migut have become a mere Lieutenant or Cap- 
tain, and not bave pressed his way to the front 
as soon as he dia.”’ 

VM nat do you think of Gen. Grant’s prospects 
now to get the Republican nomination?! ’’ 

‘Undoubtedly they are ahead of anybody 
else’s. I don’t know that Iam particulariy in 
favor of Grant. If the Democrats should pom- 
nate a man like Bayard against him, it would 
be a pretty close race. Our people, however, 
seem to have Grant in mind more than any 
other person.“ 

‘What are the relations f present between 
Elihu Washburne and Gen. Grant?“ 

“IT think they are good again. When Grant 
was pominated in 1868, Elihu came onto New 
York and raised a large contribution for the 
election. There were some States considered 
quite doubtful. At his representations, Moses 
li. Grinnell, who had the coufidence of the busi- 
ness - meu here, put himself at the head of the 
contribution, and, for his services in that bebalf, 
my brother thought he ought to be made Coi- 
lector of the Port. He was Collector, and, if 
you remember, had to make way for Tom Mur- 

hy. I think Eline was disgusted at this, and 
should not wonder if Gen. Grant had come to 
the conclusion that he had a richt to be.”’

Death of Judge Cadwalader, 
Dispaich to New York Times. 

PHILADELPINIA, Jan. 26.—The Hon. John 
Cadwalader, Judge of the United States Dis- 
trict Court lor the Eastern District of Pennsyl- 
vania, dicd at his residence on South Fourth 
street, near Locust, this morning. He was one 
of the most remarkable jurists this country has 
produced, and his legal attainments were 
famous. The deceased was born in this city in 
April, 1805, and was nearly 74 years of age. He 
was a direct descendant and grandson cf Gen. 

Cadwalader, of Revolutionary fame. 
1854 he was elected to Con- 
gress from the Fifth District, and 
served ove term. He was a pronounced 
Democrat in politics. President Buchanan ap- 
pointed him to the position he heid up to the 
time of his death, iu Aprii, 1858. The deceased 
was one of the counsel for the celebratea Unit- 
ed States Bank of Philadelphia in its prosper- 
ous days. and was counsel for the Government 
in the famous cloth cases,“ in which a large 
amount of undervaiued cloth was in litigation. 
At the Bar he was a lawyer of great eminence, a 
forcible advocate, and a man of great learniug.

Few lawyers in the country bad a 
more thorough knowledge of maritime 
law, bankruptcy law, or commercial law. 
than the deceased. At the time of 
nis death he was engaged in editing the life and 
letters of the late President Buchanan. This is 
the same work which the late President directed 
in his will should be written by the late Will- 
iam B. Read; but when tliat gentleman left 
Philadelphia and took up his residence in New 
York, the papers in the case were transferred to 
Judge Cadwalader. During the War for the 
Union, and although a bitter Democrat, the 
opinions rendered by Judge Cadwalader were 
eminently patriotic. At all times his decisions 
commanded the respect of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court for the correctuess of their 
legal conclusions. Of late years the deceased 
has taken no part in politics. The cause of his 
death was pleurisy and typhoid pneumouia. 
A Republican will be appointed to the place on 
the Bench made vacant by his death.

WINSLOW'S CASE. 


A Detective Charged with an Inlegal 
Arrest and Unlawiul Im- 
prisonment. 
Statements of All the Parties 
The Facts in the Case. 


In a communication to Tun TamUxx, George 
Winslow alleges that he bas been the victim of 
“one of the most outrageous Dieces of official 
disregard of the laws goverutug civilized hu- 
manitv’’ that has ever como to his knowiedge. 
He asserts that he is a reputable and law-abiding 
citizen of undoubted sobriety, as 100 or more 
respectable citizens are ready to swear to, and 

TELLS HIS STORY 

as follows: ‘* While returning from dinner to 
his place of business Friday last between 2 and 
3 o’ciock p. m., he was met by a man with 
whom be had but a slight acquaintance, who in- 
vited him totakeadrink. Winslow declined, 
but eventually consented to takeacigar. Ac- 
cordingly they adjourned to a saloon at the cor- 
ner of Despluints and Madison streets. Shortly 
after two others came in, viz., Mr. C. H. Tay- 
lor, the trunk-maker, aud Detective Haley. 
Taylor was at once saluted by the man who 
treated Winslow with, Hello, here's my friend 
Tavlor. I wish we had this fellow [alluding to 
Mr. Winslow] with us a while ago; we'd have 
cleaved those fellows out. e’s a bruiser.’ 
Taylor and Dectective Haley, with the oth- 
rs. had two or three rounds ot 
drinks, Winslow taking a cigar upon 
each occasion.’ Haley left, but shortly 
after returned and said to Mr. Winslow, * Here, 
I want you.’ “Mr. Winslow asked what for. 
Haley replied, ‘None of your business. Come 
along.“ Winslow was taken to Madison-Strect 
Station, and Haley proceeded to search nim, 
taking possession of private papers, watch, and 
money. Winslow suggested that his money 
might be safer if left in his own possession. 
Haley thereupon struck Winslow a stinging 
blow on the left side of his face with the right 
hand, observing, ‘ You are a bruiser! I'll bruise 
you.’ This outrage was perpetrated in the po- 
lice station, whiie Winslow was in custody. 
He was then taken down-stairs and locked up. 
About one hour after Haley came to the cell- 
door and demanded of Winslow the name of his 
ceil-mate. Winslow said he aid nat know. 
Haley replied, * You are a liar. VT}! fix vou. 
You will never Keep another saloon in this city.’ 
Winslow was about to answer, when he yelled 
out, Shut up, or Wil have your license 
revoked.’ Haley then left, and returned be- 
tween 6 and 7 p. m. to renew bis unorovoked 
essault udon Winslow in the following ingen- 
jous manuer: Approaching the cell-door, he 
commenced, Well, have you sobered up yet?’ 
Winslow replied, I was never drunk, sir.’ 
Haley, enraged at his failure to gain anything 
tending toward an adimission of crime, bawled 
out, ‘You are a liar; you were drunk and disor- 
derly’: and as such be charged Mr. Winslow. 
Meantime severai friends had called to giye bail 
for Mr. Winslow's appearance, but allofficiai 
knowledge of his incarceration was denied. 
Finally be gave bail, and was released about 
8:30 p.m. Saturnay morning, when the case 
was called before Justice Morrison, Haley 
simply said, I will take a nonsuit in this 
esse, your Honor.’ Winslow was—in spite of 
hi; attorney’s wishes to have the case proceed 
released. Herewith piease find a copy of 
charges preferred be Mr. Winslow against De- 
tective Haley, and handed to Supt. Seavev.” 

A reporter inquired into the matter vester- 
day, and obtained the following information: 

SUPT. SEAVEY 
stated that he had received the copy of the 
charges made by George Winstow, but they 
were not backed by an affidavit as required by 
law, but he had sent it to Capt. Hood, at the 
West Madison-Strect Station, with instructions 
to investigate the case. He had also sent for 
Detective Haley, and would learn what he had 
to say about the matter. The latter came iu 
while the reporter was at police headquarters, 
and was calied into the Superintendent’s private 
office. While thev were thus engaged the re- 
porter visited Capt. Hood at his private office 
at Madisun-Street Station, and asked to see 
THE CHARGES 
against Detective Haley. ‘They were produced, 
und hore the signature of George Winslow, who 
alleged. first, that Haley had deprived him of 
bis liberty io arresting him and locking him up; 
sccond, that he had used threatening and abus- 
ive language, and incited him to commit a 
breach of the peace; third, that he had com- 
mitted an unlawful assault on him in the sta- 
tion; and, iourth, had talsely and malicionsly 
preterred a charge of drunk and disorderly 
against him. ‘There was no ailidavit nor other 
signature than Winsiow’s attached to the doeu- 
ment. Capt. Hood stated that Licut. Simmons 
was acquainted with the facts in the matter. 
He bad learned that an officer had been sent 
for, and Haley made the arrest of Winslow, and 
had not acted in the manner complained oi. 
Haler was a good officer, and had done some 
clever work as a detective. 
THE RECORD OF ARRESTS 
was examined, and it wasseen thaton Friday 
last, at 3:20 p. m., George Winslow's name was 
entered, and opposite it the charge of * disor- 
derly “ only (not * drunk and disorderly ), and 
under the head. “ How disposed ot,“ appeared 
the words, * Nonsuit.”” immediately foliow- 
ing Mr. Winslow’s name were those of Edward 
Sbaweross and Edward Kelly, charged with 
Prunk and disorderly,“ by the same officer, 
and the same disposition made of their cases as 
that of Winslow. Lieut. Simmons stated that 
he bad received word that a row was going on 
in a saluon just below the station, on tne oppo- 
site side of the street, and he sent Detective 
Haley out to see about it, with instructions to 
arrest the persons engaged in it. Haley returned 
ou after, and informed the Lieutenant 
how Taylor was slosbing about witn his 
money, and was in danger of being robbed. He 
was sent back, and soon returned with Winslow 
in custody, and when the former went to search 
the latter, as is customary when a prisoner is 
brought in. Winslow drew back, and said he 
would not be searched by Haley, and wanted to 
reiain possession of his money and papers, but 
Hlaley took him by tne arm, and said he must be 
searched, using no violence, however, in sv do- 
ing. Another officer put Winslow in a cell, and 
Lieut. Simmons entered his name in a memo- 
randum book, and Haley went out and returved 
irom the same piace where be had found Wins- 
lew. with Edward Shawcross, whom he con- 
mers a bard citizeo. He, too, was booked as 
Winslow had been, and ‘Haley went back and 
got Edward Keily, and had him locked up. The 
three prisoners were booked as men are who 
are 
ARRESTED ON SUSPICION 
— 0 charge Deine entered iu the record-book in 
the regular way until the officer making the 
arrest is ready to do so. Shortly after the 
prisoners were locked up they were booked 
regularly on the charges above given. ‘The 
Lieutenant inior.ced the reporter that they 
were at first held on suspicion, because of their 
movements about Taylor, aud were booked ac- 
cordingly. Regarding Winslow’s reputation, 
he said the latter bad kept a saloon which was a 
resort for thieves and confidence men. He was 
then keeping a saloon on West Randolph street, 
near Elizabeth. 
DETECTIVE HALEY 

returned from his interview with the Superin- 
tendent, aud the reporter_toquired of him the 
reasons for the arrest. Hesaid te had found 
Taviorin the saloon at the cornerof Madison 
and Desplaines streets, With some $500 or $40, 
whicb he was displaying. Actiog under Lieut. 
Simmoas’ orders, he had arrested Winslow, but 
had not maltreated him in the least, either in 
or out of the station. Winslow bad acted ina 
disorderly mauoerin the saloon, but was not 
druuk, nor did he see him drink. He did not 
visit Winslow at the cell, but simply spoke to 
Shawcross, asking him it he had sobered up, 
the latter having been brought in by him 
after Winslow’s arrest, ane Kelly being 
taken im after Sbawcross, the two last 
nained being drunk. Ue had previously en- 
deavored to get Taylor to go home, and had 
once gotten him outside of the saloon. but he 
returued again. He (Haley) had not drank 
several rounds in the saloon, as charged. He 
made it a point never to malireat a prisoner in 
avy manner. He would not say anything about 
Vinslow's reputagion, but would leave that to 
others ; — 2 had understood that he had 
ept a saloon where confidence men and thieves 
resorted. Whenthe prisoners were arraigned 
in Court be informed Justice Morrison chat be 
thought 

THEY HAD BEEN PUNISHED SUFFICIENTLY 
by their incarceration in the station, and he 
would take a nopsuit. Justice Morrison cor- 
roborated this statement about the novsuit, 
and said it was not customary nor necessary to 

Xamine into a case where a nonsuit was en- 
tered. If an officer or a private citizen notiged 
him of a nonsuit, that was the end of the case, 
80 far as he was concerned. Persons unjustly 
detained had their redress in Making com plaiuts 
against the officer before the Superintendent of 
Police, and in sulog the Officer for damages. 

The barkeeper ac the saioon where the arrests 
were made informed the reporter that Taylor. 
Snawcross, Kelly, and Wiuslow were in his 
piace last Friday, and thejfirst-named person, to

While the persons above-named were in the 
saloon they talked loudiy during an argument 
about some woman. He had understood that 
before the party entered his saloon they had 
had a quarrel in another saloon near by, and 
had come down to his place. 
0 ‘NO WARRANT 


was issued for the arrest of anv of the persons 
taken in custody by the detective, nor is it cus- 
tomary for officers to have one in such cases, 
though they obtain them in vagrancy cases be- 
cause of the recent decision of Judge McAllister. 
THE FACTS, 

then, appear to be as follows: Taylor, Winslow, 
and the others were in a saloon where there was 
some disorderly couduct. The people at the 
station were informed of the disturbance, and 
were told Taylor had mouey with him ana might 
be robbed. ‘The detective went out and found 
the parties in another saloon than that in which 
the row occurred. There was loud talking 
there, but no disturbance. Winslow could not 
have been arrested legally for the preceding 
row if be was mixed up in it, for the officer bad 
bo warrant, and there can be no arrest fora 
misdemeanor without one. unless where the 
parties are caught in the act. Winslow seems 
to have been arrested on suspicion that be was 
going to rob Taylor. Such an arrest was illegal, 
aud hence the subsequent detention was illegal. 
Alter the prisoner had been detainea for a 
certain time, Officer Haley appears to have en- 
tereo the charge of disorderly,“ though the 
evidence does not prove that Winslow was dis- 
orderly. Ihe officer subsequently made up his 
mind that the man had beer punished enough 
by his brief detention, and declined to push the 
case. It is generally cousidered that where a 
mau has offended it is for a Judge or jury to fix 
the measure of punishment; but in this case it 
seems to have been left to an officer, who made 
the arrest, decided as to the offense, and im- 
posed the pevalty. As to the charges of abuse, 
they do not appear to be proven. As to search- 
ing Winslow, that was customary aud proper. 
But if the arrest was illegal the taking of his 
property was a legal robbery. 

It is the constant custom to make arrests in 
just the wav in which Winslow was picked up, 
und the police authorities state that, if not per- 
mitted to do it, they might as well abandon the 
attempt to suppress crime. But it has been de- 
cided that it is illegal. 

Some day a case may come up like Mrs. Me- 
Donald’s; au officer may lose his life because of 
obedience to the orders of his superiors; and yet 
the man who does the killing go anpunished, 
because, under Judge McAllister’s devisiou, he 
is resisting an illegal attempt to deprive him of 
bis liberty. 

The Bagot Will Again. 
Dublin Letter to Pali Mali Gasaette. 

The Bagot will case, which excited such gen- 
eral interest when tried last year in the Court 
of Probate, came on again inthe Irish Court of 
Appeal, in the form of an attempt to overthrow 
the verdict of the jury establishing the legiti- 
macy of Mrs. Bagot’s child and declaring that 
Christopher Bagot was under an insane delusion 
in respect to his son. It will be contended that 
the Judge (Warren) misdirected them as to this 
point of ** delusion,”’ aud Mr. Batt will be lead- 
ing counsel on this occasion for Mrs. Bagot, Mr. 
Fitzgibbon having become since the last bearing 
Lord Justice. The propositions for redebating 
the question of the propriety of Judge Warren's 
direction to the jury are formidable. He m- 
structed them that, if Christopher Bagot 
labored under an insane delusion” as to 
the paternity of his child, and in that state 
of mind disioherited him, they should find 
against the will; and the jury did so, the effect 
being to secure the estates and large property 
in money to the infant. Mr. Macdonough, Q. 
C., strongly impeached Judge Warren’s charge 
at the time, and will now renew his argument 
against it. He will be replied to by Mr. Butt, 
who takes the place for this purpose of Mr. 
Fitzgibbon. ‘The combat between two such in- 
genious and experienced lawyers as Mr. Butt 
and Mr. Macdonough is expected with interest, 
und admission to the court is already secured by 
card. ‘The hearing in the Probate Court, as it 
entailed the production of an enormous amount 
of extraordivary evidence, occupied twenty-three 
days, and it is expected the appeal cannot take 
less than four days. The costs of the litigation 
have already been immense, but the estates 
alone are worth over £5,000 a year. The Irish 
Appeal Court as now constituted isa strong one 
as to abilitv, and is likely to be pretty busy, 
having thirty appeals for these sittings. The 
Bagot case will be heard by the Lord Chancel- 
lor, the Chief Baron, Lord-Justice Deasy, and 
the Master of the Rolls.

Whatever may have been the negleet and 
inefficiency complained of on the part of 
the United States Marshal of Louisiana and 
his deputies prior to the November election, 
there is no lack of industry now shown in 
bringing to justice the parties indicted by 
the Federal Grand Jury for violating the 
election laws. Wherever indictments have 
been found arrests followed quickly, and 
whole boat oads of prisoners are on the way 
to New Orleans to give bail and stand 
trial.

Kernan is a 
‘Democrat, and would naturally be opposed, 
as a strict partisan, to any strengthening of 
Mr. Conk1iine’s power in New York City and 
State, which must be used more or less for 
the benefit of the Republican party. It is 
just possible that there is an understanding 
that the Custom-House influence shall be 
used at the right time for Mr. Cox RIAN, and 
also at the right time for Mr. Kernan, but 
this would be another serious reflection upon 
ConxKLING, and there is no warrant for think- 
ing it true, so far as we know. What we are 
really searching for is the motive which 
induces Kernan, Democrat, to stand fast by 
Cox, KHepublican, in this particular 
matter, when it would be in the interest of 
the former and his party to oppose CoxxLxNd. 

The real reason of KxnNAx's alliance with 
Coxxiine. if such alliance has been formed 
in this Custom-House controversy, may be 
found in the New York pressure, both Re- 


| publican and Democratic, to check the 


growth of direct importation at all other 
cities, and continue a practical monopoly of 
the foreign trade in the hands of New York 
merchants and brokers. This monopoly 
will not be possible under the present laws 
if the New York Custom-House shall be 
managed honestly, and hence the violent 
opposition against Mnnrrr and Burt, who 
promise to manage it honestly. Under the 
practices permitted by Axrnun and CoxxELLL, 
the New York importers enjoyed unfair ad- 
vantages against which the honest and effi- 
cient management of other Custom-Houses 
would not permit importers elsewhere to 
compete. False invoices, undervaluations, 
rebates, and unwarranted damages had be- 
come systematic, besides the large amount 
of outright smuggling carried on with 
the corrupt connivance of Custom- 
House subordinates. So extensive were 
these practices that it came to be 
universally known that importations could 
be made more cheaply through New York, 
notwithstanding extortionate charges and 
fees, than at any other port of entry in the 
country, and there was a powerful ring of 
importers that secured absolute control of 
certain lines of silks, gloves, and other goods. 
| The New York merchants desire to retain 
these advantages; the New York brokers 
want todo all the business and absorb all 
the commissions that attach to importing; 
the New York business-men generally are 
averse to the loss of any trade to the city. 
These are thg influences that have evidently 
been bronghf to bear upon Mr. Kernan, and 
have bona upon him to join hands with 
his Republican colleague in order to assure 
the continuance of a corrupt Custom-House 
management. 

This conjunction of Republican and Dem- 
oeratic forces from New York State to secure 
a systematic discrimination against importers 
ot all other States should suggest a defensive 
alliance between Senators representing the 
other States to resist, on the part of their 
constituents, the palpable and outrageous 
fraud which it is sought to force upon the 
‘country.

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 
The House of Representatives has blocked 


out a bill in the rough restricting Chinese 
immigration, and passed it by more than 
two-thirds majority. The vote can hardly 
be called partisan, for, although the bill 
originated on the Dembersatic side of the 
House, fifteen Democrats voted against it 
and fifty-one Republicans for it, while many 
more Republicans would have voted for it 
had not the Democratic caucus previously 


allowed to speak, and that no amendments 
should .be offered. The large Republican 
vote in the negative may be construed, there- 
fore, as meaning, not that the Republican 
patty is opposed to regulating the evils of 
Chinese immigration, but asa protest against 
the application of the gag law, and as an ex- 
pression of opinion that a bill of such im- 
portance deserves the freest discussion and 
may need amendment. 

The bill in question provides that no mas- 
ter of a vessel owned by any citizen of the 
United States shall take on board at any 
foreign port any number of Chinese exceed- 
ing fifteen, with intent to bring them to the 
United States, under penalty of $100 for each 
passenger in excess of fifteen, such penalty 
to become a lien on the vessel. The loose- 
ness with which the bill is drawn is against 
it at the very outset, as it may be construed 
to mean almost anything in the matter of 
prohibition. As Mr. Concer intimated, un- 
der its provisions a Chinese vessel of war or 
of commerce might be prohibited from en- 
tering our harbors; or a Chinese Embassy 
that had more than fifteen members in its 
suite could be forbidden to land upon our 
shores; or it might violate the unwritten law 
of humanity by prohibiting the reception of 
a wrecked Chinese crew in any one of our 
ports. It forthermore works an injustice by 
forbidding American vessels to bring them 
While foreign vessels ate left free to pour 
them upon our shores without any restric- 
tion whatever. The great majority of Chi- 
nese who come across to California make 
the voyage in English vessels, and, 
unless there is some method adopted for 
regulating the foreign methods of transporta- 
tion. the bill will make no perceptible 
diminution in the statistics of the immigra- 
tion. There remains also the very serious 
question whether the entire bill is not in 
direct conflict with the Buriincame treaty 
and in violation of its provisions. We 
cannot violate treaties with the Celestials 
with the ease and immunity with which we 
break our Indian compacts, even to suit the 


cratic party. The Chinese Government is 
recognized as a treaty-making power in 
diplomatic rélations with our own, and it 
would have the sympathy of the world in 
case of any infraction of treaties by our 
Government. In this direction and in many 
others there was need that the bill should 
have had the freest discussion, and the 
country will now look to the Senate, which 
can afford to investigate it without any 
partisan bearing, to shape the bill in con- 
sonance with the treaty, and to add to it 
such amendments as are necessary to make 
it impartial and practical in its operation. 

Of the necessity of some such bill as this 
there isno doubt, and there is no question 
that when the Senate has matured it and 
placed it upon such a basis that it will not 
conflict with treaty stipulations, either by 
| compromise with the Chinese Embassy now 
in Washington or by abrogation of the 
treaty, it will receivethe support of the ma- 
jority of the Republicans. The bill 1s not 
retroactive m character. It does not affect 
the status of the thowands of Chinese Wo 
are already here, nor those who may leave 
China prior to the time it goes into opera- 
tion. When once excessive immigration is 
checked there is little danger of any fur- 
ther disturbance of the labor question. The 
number of Chinese will steadily diminish. 
Very few of them come here with the inten- 
tion of staying, and none of them give up 
their allegiance to their own Government 
or their amenability to the Chinese 
laws. If they live long enough 
they expect to return when the 
contracts with their compmies expire; if 
they die here, they do not care enough for 
the country to be buried in it. Their social, 
religious, and political allegiance is given to 
their own land. They have to desire to ab? 
sociate with Americans further than the de- 
mands of labor necessitates. They have 10 


wish to vote nor any intention to become 


desperate partisan purposes of the Demo- 


vitizens. Furthermore, it will operate against 
their inerchse that the condition of labor on 
the Pacific Slope has entirely changed since 
Chinese immigration first began. They com- 
menced to come over at a time when labor in 
California and Nevada was very dear and do- 
mestics were very scarce. 
bor was worth $4 and $5 per day, it 
was found difficult to conduct mining 
and various forms of agricultural industry, 
besides housework, extept at an expense 
that reduced profits, Now, however, labor 
in California is as cheap as labor in IIIinois. 
and the necessity for cheap Chinese labor 1s 
not so pressing, and can scarcely be said to 
exist at all. In the language of political 
economy, the demand for Chinese is dull, and 
it would be a violation of every law of busi- 
ness to force a supply upon the market. The 
bill, therefore, in case of its proper amend- 
ment, will not only settle a great labor ques- 
tion and mitigate bitter race asperities, but 
it will be in consonance with the changed 
conditions of labor, and alleviate a great 
danger in the future which might occur if 
the Chinese should ever become convinced 
that it would be for their advantage to 
come here. England is taking the 
same position with reference to her New 
Zealand and Australian colonies, and adopt- 
ing stringent measures to check the rush of 
Chinese who are crowding out English citi- 
zens. If the Chinese came here with the 
intention of becoming citizens the case would 
be altered; but they have no such intention. 
They do not want our laws, our manners, 
our practices, our associations, or our citi- 
zeuship. They come here mainly as the 


‘agents of great companies to do specified 


work, and therefore should be subject to 
regulation, and their numbers onght to be 
limited. There is no warrant, however, for“ 
doing this in an irregular or unlawful man- 
ner. The Senate should carefully revise the 
bill, and if it cannot by compromise har- 
monize it with the treaty, notice should be 
given that the treaty will be abrogated. 


THE CANAL ENLARGEMENT. 

The resolutions proposed in the State 
Legislature for the transfer of the Illinois & 
Michigan Canal to the General Government 
would be unobjectionable if there was any 
certainty that the transfer would be ac- 
cepted. If it were not that the resolutions 
imply that the State shall practically aban- 


don all further expenditures to maintain and 


extend the canal and the river improvement, 
there would be no opposition to this offer of 
a surrender of the canal to the General Gov- 
ernment, and to making the whole route a 
free highway. 

The importance of having a navigable 
stream from the lakes to the Mississippi 
River cannot be exaggerated. The impor- 
tance and the practicability of this route 
through Illinois have been understood since 
the earliest settlement of the country. The 
invention of tle locomotive and the railway 
have not diminished the usefulness or even 
the necessity of maintaining that water 
route. The Erie Canal and the lakes and 
the Mississippi and Ohio Rivers may not 
transport as much cou)merce asthe railways, 
but nevertheless, so long as they remain 
great highways for commerce, they stand a 
perpetual restraint upon the exactions of 
railways. If the question be reduced to a 
mere matter of economy, whether to close 
the canal and abandon the navigation of the 
Illinois, or to raise by taxation the amount 
to complete the enlargement and extension 
of the water route, the State alone would 
find that in the mere matter of excessive tax- 
ation by railways the closing of canal and 
river navigation would be a most costly 
policy. 

We are, however, none the less satisfied 
that every consideration of national policy 
should induce the General Government to 
complete this water-route. The State of 
Illinois has expended several millions of dol- 
lars on the work. The river improvement 
has so far progressed that it can be com- 
pleted in two years for the mere cost of the 
locks and dams. The canal wants enlarge- 
ment,—that is, deepening and widening,— 
through a prairie country, with a compara- 
tively short distance of rock cutting. When 
completed it will be the finest work of slack- 
water navigation in the world, and extend- 
ing navigation from the lakes to New Orleans, 
from Omaha to the Upper Missouri, and from 
Pittsburg and Memphis to the whole lake 
system of navigation. The State of Illinois 
will transfer this work, with all its great 
properties, to the General Government on 
the sole condition that it be completed and 
be made forever free. 

The delegation in Congress from this 
State have in this scheme one on which 
they can all cordially unite, and one which 
they can sustain as a national enterprise. It 
is nota new work; it is not a job invented 
merely to secure an expenditure of money ; 
it is a work on which the State has already 
expended the great bulk of the cost, and 
which needs but comparatively little more 
to complete and render the most magnifi- 
cent improvement of the kind in any 
country. Three hundred and more miles of 
deep-water navigation, with but a few locks, 
affording transportation through the heart 
of the country, complete, continuous, and 
free. It wonld be timely to have the 
Illinois delegation present this measure to 
Congress, and to unitedly give the support 
of the State to its acceptance. While other 
States are asking and obtaining millions of 
dollars for mere local works, certainly the 
State of Illinois has force enough in Con- 
gress to obtain an attentive hearing and 
favorable action on this national work. 


THE STATE REVENUE LAWS. 

Tue Tamrxx yesterday printed a copy of 
the measure proposed by Senator HAutLrox, 
of McLean, looking to the appointment of a 
Commission to examine and revise the Rev- 
enue laws of this State, and reduce them to 
a consistent and harmonious code. The 
present law was enacted in 1872. It was the 
patchwork of along session of the Legisla- 
ture, and in many respects was crude, vio- 
lently inconsistent, aimed strongly after the 
unattainable, difficult, and in parts impossi- 
ble to be exesuted. It provided a machinery 
and a detail that was rude and barbarons, 
and at the same time costly in the extreme. 
It was largely founded on the theory that 
political parties were essential to national 
safety ; that numerous and profitable offices 
were essential to the existem@ of parties, and 
therefore the Revenue law should provide for 
as many offices as possible, with the largest 
amount of plunder and patronage. 

This law has been in force some years. At 
each session of. the Logislature there have 
been amendments somewhat mitigating the 
imperfections of the law; the courts have 
also by construction’ modified it in many re- 
sects, until now the law which is actually 
in force 1s scattered im parts through several 
volumes of statutes and may be found em- 
bodied in many of the judgments and 
opinions of the court, Much of the trouble 
growing out of the law of 1872 was due to 
the fact that that act was intended to adapt 


When white la- | 


ihe old system of Revenue laws tothe ehanged 
circumstances of a new Constitution, aud 
tho attempt to reduce a system of special 
legislation to a general law was not very suc- 
cessful, 

With the experience of the last six years, 
and the aid of judicial interpretation of the 
Constitution, it ought to be now possible to 
frame a law free from the imperfections of 
the present. There are some economical 
questions which the Legislature have never 
been able to grapple successfully, such as 
the taxation of credits, and which questions 
have never been ds thoroughly and practi- 
cally considered as they ought to have been. 
It is hopeless to expect that the Legislature, 
occupied with a great variety of business, 
can ever reach an intelligent action on such 
questions, which are not attractive to the 
average legislator at any time. 

Senator Hamriton’s bill proposes to take 
this whole subject out of the hands of the 
Legislature at this session; that a Commis- 
sion to cunsist of three Senators and five 
Representatives and five other citizens—in 
all thirteen—be appointed to meet during 
the summer and prepare a consistent code 
for the assessment and collection of revenue 
in this State, having in view the reduction of 
thé cost of the revenue machinery, the sim- 
plification and efficiency of the system, and 
of necessity the reduction of taxation as a 
result of these changes, 

On the question of cost, it is enough to 
say that to produce each $100 of revenue 
collected in Illinois it is necessary, in order 
to avoid a deficit, to levy a tax of $120; and 
when the taxes of all kinds levied in this 
State aggregate nearly $25,000,000, the pub- 
lic may form their own estimate of the scan- 
dalous oppression of the present revenue 
system. 

While there are several matters requiring 
an early if not an immediate amendment of 
the Revenue laws, we believe that better 
legislation, more intelligent, efficient, and 
thorongh consideration of the matter, and 
wiser action will resalt from having this 
subject considered by this special Commis- 
sion during the recess, and then having a 
special session of the Legislature meet next 
January whose deliberations shall be con- 
fined exclusively to this one bill. The 
adoption of this proposition will 
have the effect of shortening the 
present session, without perhaps the loss of 
any satisfactory legislation. The considera- 
tion of the Revenue law at a special session 
will lead to a general discussion of the sub- 
ject by the people of the State, and will give 
to the Legislature the benefit and aid of 
a full interchange of sentiment from persons 
of all class and occupations,—the learned, 
scientific, experts, ecotiornists, and all others, 
Therefore it is, we think, that, as the 
attainment of à ecarefully-devised revenue 
code is the end sought, and the attainment 
of such a code ig of the utmost importance 
to every taxpayet in the State, it will be bet- 
ter for the State and for all purposes that 
this scheme proposed by Senator Hamriton 
be adopted.

Bayakp and Sautssury of Delaware voted 
agninst the claim in the interests of BAxAnp's 
candidature for the Presidency, and as a means 
for propitiating New York, Connecticut, and 
New Jersey; but it is only fair to assume 
that neither of these gentlemen would sanc- 
tion the allowance of Rebel claims in any 
case; the little | State they represent is too 
closely identified with the North to tolerate 
any such condudt. 

Among those who voted for this bill, and 
thereby virtually constituted themselves 
agents for Rebel claimants in general, the 
most surprising) case was that of Senator 
Boots, of Oalifornia, It is impossible to 
account for his anomalous position, sincé he 
is neither — nor politically ideuti- 
fied with the dlique urging these claims. 
The people of | California, whom Senator 
Bootm pretends to represent, are without 
doubt as solidly opposed to opening the 
doors of the United States Treasury to Rebel 
claimants as ate the people of any other 
Northern or Western States, whiosé sub- 
stance and prosperity are threatened by the 
raid, and Mr. Boora has evidently betrayed 
them in this instance. The same may be 
said of Jones, of Nevada, in rela- 
tion to his constituency. Bree and Mo- 
Onxxnx voted for this bill as much, perhaps, 
because the claimant lives in Kentucky as be- 
cause they are in favor of allowing Rebel 
claims generally for we do not believe that 
the people of Kentucky, a prosperous and 
central State, will approve the principle. 
Baur, GakLAxp, Gonpox, Hirnts, Hrre- 
ronb, Lamak, and Wiraers voted for the bill 
on purely sectional grounds, and will probably 
vote with equal alacrity for every Rebel 
claim that shall be presented in the future, 
Dorsey, Spencer, and Patrersoy, outgoing 
Republican Senators from Southern States, 
wanted to emphasize their readiness to 
truckle to the Confederate element. Such 
Northern men as Grover and Voonaersstand 
ready at all times to submit to Southern dio- 
tation, but it is rather surprising that old 
Gon. Suimtops should avail himself of his 
brief tenure of his placé to side with the ex- 
Confederates, unless he concluded that was 
the surest way to secure an election as an 
officer of the next Seaate, which will be 
Democratie in majority. 

While censuring the men who are willing 
to indorse this favorite Southern scheme for

CHRISTIANCY. 
WHY HE DESIRES TO GO ABROAD. 
Sheetal Piepatch to The Tridune 

Wasninoton, D. C., Jan. 29.—it is not cer- 
tain whether Christiancy will resign his seat in 
the Senate now or wait until the end of the 
session. Before leaving for Michigan last night 
he denfed the statement that bis acceptance of 
a foreign mission is the result of an arrange- 
ment with the friends of Zach Chandler. 
Christiancy said he first determined to retire 
from the Senate last June, when his health be- 
came so seriously impaired that he was un- 
certain whether he could ever again attend to 
his Senatorial duties. He informed the Presi- 
dent of his physical condition, and expressed a 
wish to go abroad, thinking a change of climate 
might benefit him. The President informed 
Senator Christiancy that he conid have any 
foreign mission that was vacant, and asked him 
to take his choice. 

Christiancy subsequently recovered bis 
strength somewhat, and abandoned the idea of 
resigning. Recently, however, his physical all- 
ments have returned, and he has been

SPEAKERSHIP SPECULATIONS. 
Avecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnincton, D. C., Jan. 29.—The question 
of the Speakership of the next House is already 
being agitated. Many consultations have been 
held by Democratic leaders here who are in cor- 
respondence with leaders elsewhere. The ap- 
pointees of Speaker Randall state that the con-

LAND-SURVEYS. 
EFFECT OF THE PROPOSED LEGISLATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 29.—An eramina- 
tion at the Land Office of the bill reorganizing 
the national surveys shows that the persons who 
drew it were utterly unacquainted with some of 
the most important business of the Land Office, 
however much they may know about geology. 
The bill abolishes Suryeyors-General, but pro- 
vides for continuing no part of their work ex- 
cept the mere matter of surveying. In this 
respect the biil proceeds upon the supposition 
that surveying is their only duty. It happens, 
however, that the law places in their hands for 
examination and for judicial investigation pri- 
vate land claims arising from Mexican and 
Spanish grants, covering about thirty 
millions of acres, and including 
some of the most valuable mine ral tracts in the 
publicdomain. The bill makes no provision 
whatever for continuing this work. It also dis- 
cbarges on the same day about five hundred per- 
sons in local Land-Offices under the Surveyors- 
General, who are fully acquainted with all the 
intricacies of land affairs in their districts, and 
provides that their places shall be filled with 
employes of the Coast and Interior Survey. 
The disposition which the bill makes of the 
records of the Land-Office is such as will make 
it impossible to transact the business of the 
office with avy degree of promptitude.

Wasurneton, D. C., Jan. .- A good por- 
tion of the morning hour was passed im discuss- 
ing the resolution of Mr. Edmunds, providing

Mr. Hamlin called up the Senate bill for pro- 
moting the efficiency of Chaplains in the United 
States Navy, and it was. passed without discus- 
sion. The bill provides that no person under 
25 vears of age nor over 85 years shaii be ap- 
pointed Chaplain, and fixes the relative rank, 
the whole number not to exceed twenty. 

The nomination of Senator Christiancy to be 
Minister to Peru was unanimously confirmed, 
and without the usual reference. 

The Senate considered pension cases. Among 
the bills passed was one granting a pension of 
850 a month to Ann M. Paulding, widow of 
Hiram Paulding, late Senior Rear-Admiral of 
the United States Navy.

RAILROADS. 


Shecial Dispatch to The Tribuna, 

New York, Jan. 29.—Ratiroad-tmen regard it 
extremely probable that the Western-bound 
freignt pool will share the fate of the 
East-bound pool and break up. It was learned to- 
day that, at a meeting of representatives of the 
trunk lines last week, Commissioner Fink 
presented a demand on behalf of the New York 
Central Raltraad for an iuerease: of percentage 
from 83}¢ to 40. The demand was based 
upon an alleged increased dusiaess derived 
from several Western connections recently 
brought under the control of that road. The 
proposition met with decided opposition, and 
it is said a very stormy  discus- 
sion took place. The  réprésentacive 
of the New York, Lake Erie & Western Com- 
pany claimed that his road had also largely in- 
creased its facilities for transportation, and be 
considered it was entitled to an équal percent- 
age with the New York Central. The Pennsvl- 
vania Company’s representative said the feeders 
and terminal facilities owned by bis road were 
not inferior to those of any other line, and 
claimed that the percentage allowed it was al- 
ready too small. A similar stand was taken by 
the representative of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Road. An adjournment was taken until to-day 
without action. At the appointed hour Messrs. 
William H. Vanderbilt and J. H. Rutter 
were, present on behalf of the New York Cen- 
tral, but nobody appeared for either of the otb- 
er three lines. After waiting a while an ad- 
journment was taken until Monday next, on the 
alleged ground that President Warrett, of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, was too {fll to at- 
tend, and that it was consequently impossible to 
get a quorum. It ts said that Mr. Vanderbilt is 
firm in his determination to have an increased 
percentage, and that the Erie Company ts 
equality determined not to grant it, and is, more- 
over, in a position to back up its refusal. 


THE FREIGHT WAR. 

Instead of an East-bound pool and an era of 
barmony and peace among the various Eastern 
roads, there will no doubt be another season of 
turmoil and strife. The railroads began hostili- 
ties a week or two ago, and dav by day the dif- 
ficulties are getting more complicated and seri- 
ous. Not only are the rates being cut on the 
freight business but on the passenger business 
also. Uptoto-day the cutting was confined 
to the foreigh throuch business and the bust 
ness to Eastern seaports, but since yesterday 
the rates are also being slaughtered to Buffalo, 
Pittsburg, and other interior points. The Van- 
derbilt roads ate reported to have made con- 
tracts vesterday for grain to Pittsburg at 18 cents 
per hundred, and the Pittsburg & Fort Wayne 
are following suit with a similar reduction to 
Pittsburg. This detion is said to have boen 
hastened by the Chicago & Lake Huron Koad 
taking business into Canada at 15 cents per 
hundred. The principal difficulty, however, 
arose from ze alleged igalousy of Vanderbilt 
towards the’Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago 
and the Pennsylvahta 
doing a much larger business lately than the 
Vanderbilt roads, and Vanderbilt is said to at- 
tribute this to unfair dealing on the part of the 
Pennsylvania people. The latter, however, 
claim that they maintained the rates as leng as 
the Vanderbilt lies, and that shippers prefer- 
ring to shift over their ue was simply due to 
the better facilities offered by them.

THE MICHIGAN CENTRAL. 

The article in yesterday’s TRIBUNB regarding 
the efforts of the Grand Trunk and Great West- 
ern of Canada, aided by the Erie, to wrest the 
control of the Michigan Central from Vander- 
bilt, created quite a sensation, not only among 
railroad men but also among shippers, many of 
whom are anything but friendly to Vanderbilt. 
It is generally believed that the Canada roads 
will be successful, and that the Michigan Cen- 
tral will change ownership at the annual elec- 
in June. It is claimed by parties who ought to 
know that the Canada roads already control 
some five millions of Michigan Central 
stock. It was also rumored last even- 
ing that Vanderbilt, to keep control 
of the Michigan Central, threw several millions 
of Lake Shore stock on the market yesterday. 
As soon as this was found out, Commodore 
Morgan and others connected with the Erie 
went in and bought that stock, and this was the 
reason of the advance in its value yesterday. 
Thus Vanderbilt finds himself between two 
fires,—the Canada roads on one side trying to 
get control of the Michigan Central, and the 
Erie on the other with an eye ou the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern. It is believed that 
he will de forced to let go of one or the other 
of the two roads. The Pennsylvania and Balti- 
more & Ohio are also said to be antagonistic to 
Vanderbilt, and that to be aiding the Canada 
roads and the Erie in their war against him.

Big words and big announcements seem to be 
the bait required to catch New York theatrical 
audiences. At least, a glance at the theatrical 
advertising pages would indicate such to be the 
case. The latest phrase that has enraptured the 
advertisers is mise en scene.” They have a 
„mise en scene at Union Square, and the ad- 
vertisement announces a wealth of ‘mise en 
scenes’ never before equaled.”

| HOUSE. 

The House this morning made no real prog- 
ress in the serious business of legis! ation, but 
spent most of its valuable time in wrangling 
over the amendment of Rule 44, which, as it now 
stands, requires a two-thirds vote to sus dend 
the rules of the House. Mr. Morrison, of Mor- 
gan, has been attempting to get bis amend- 
ment carried, which allows a majority to sus- 
pend the rules. The Democracy, with Herring- 
ton, Frew, Barry, and others at their head, 
endeavored to prevent the amendment 
with ali their power and knowledge of 
parliamentary tactics. After a hard fight, 
during which Mr. Barrv, of Cook, heroically de- 
clared that be would resist. this attempt to 
pluck the roots of the tree of Liberty until 
death, and then bequeath to his children the 
duty of guarding the tomb of Freedom, and 
swear then to protect the rights of minorities. 
The tyraunical majority, however, moved 
right on over the gallant Barry’s political 
corpse, and adopted the amendment in the 
tecth of this violent protest. 

There is an evident desire on the part of cer- 
tain members to have an economical session of 
the General Assembly, and this morning Mr. 
Ranney presented a joint resolution providing 
for the appointment of a sul-committee to Visit 
the State Institutions this year, in the place of 
the entire Committee, consisting of thirty-iour 
members of both Houses. The State has to 
pay the expenses of the members on this visit. 
which usually amount to $50 each, or about 
$1,700 in the aggregate. The sum is consider- 
able, and the benefit to the State is hardly com- 
mensurate witb the expenditure. 

Mr. Hopkins called the attention of the House 
to the tact that thc Appropriations Committce 
should be represented in this Sub-Commitee, 
for the purpose of obtaining the necessary 
knowledge on the subject of contemplated im- 
provements and expenditures. The resolution 
was amended so as to include a sub-committee 
from the Committee on Appropriations. . 

Mr. Shaw, of Carroll, thought the resolution 
was a move iu the right direction. In his opin- 
ion, it was eatirely unnecessary for the entire 
Committee to go traveling over the Srate fora 
couple of weeks at the expense of the State. 

Mr. Rogers, of McLean, thought the resolu- 
tion was introduced for the purpyse of obtain- 
ing a little cheap notoriety, and that nothing 
would be gained by it. He thought the entire 
Committee should visit these institutions, so 
that they might fully understand their needs. 

The resolution finally weat to the Committee 


on gm a Expenses. 

Mr. Tarfor, of Cook, bas prepared two bills 
one making it unlawful to pay the wages of 
labor in goods or supplies through the interven- 
tiou of scrip, or otherwise, at higher prices than 
current cash rates for like goods supplied at the 
nearest retail market; the other, making it un- 
lawful to issue or use any scrip, token, check, 


or certificate of inaebtedess, pavable otherwise 


than in lawful money, in the payment of wages 
of work or labor. 

Quite a number of small defaults bave come 
to light in some of the school districts of the 
State, whereby considerable loss bas resulted 
tothe peopie. For the purpose of meeting 
this diflicu ity, and remedying the existing evil, 
Mr. Mitchell, of McLean, this morning intro- 
duced the following resolution: 

WaHereas, The provisions of law now in 
force regulating the manner in which School 
Treasurers shali keep and account tor the 
school funds which come into their hands as 
such School Ireasurers, and for the payment of 
the same, appears to be insufficient for the 
proper protection of said funds, resulting in 
ireguent.neavy losses to the taxpayers, the re- 
lure, 

"Resolved, That the Committee on Education be 

and they are hereby instructed to inquire into 
and report such legislation as shall effectually 
prevent turther losses to the School Fuud of this 
State. 

Mr. Trusdell, of Lee, this morning introduced 
a resolution looking to economy in the expendi- 
ture of the money of the people on the State 
Institutions and the salaries of the State officers. 
The resolution calls upon the Conmunitiee on 
Retrenchment to investigate the expenditure of. 
the various institutions of the State during the 
last two years, with a view to enlightening the 
Geveral Assembly upon the subject, so that 
maus may be devised for a needed reform in 
this direction. The resolution also calls upon 
the Appropriations Committee to see to it that 
the biennial appropriations are greatly reduced 
during the coming session. 

Messrs. Frew, Trusdell, and others advocated 
the resolution, and Messrs. Mitchell, Morrison, 
Hopkins, and others spoke against it. 

The gentlemen who opposed the resolution 
did so, not ou the ground that they were not 
opposed to retrenchment, but on the ground 
that this subject bad been practically delegated 
to other Committees, and that those Commit- 
ters should not be bound by any action propos- 
ed by this resolution. The first part of the 
resolution, referring to the reduction of the 
salaries; of State officers and an investigation 
of the expenditures of the State institutions, 
was adopted, aud the latter portion, instructing 
tlre Appropriations Committee to make an ag- 
gregate appropriation for all purposes, was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Retrenchmest. 

Mr. Collins, of Cook, this morning introduced 
the following jeiut resolution looking te an 
amendment to the Constitution relating to 
juries: 

Resolved, By the House of Representatives of 
the State of Illinois, the Seuate concurring 
berein, That there sbali be submitted to the 
voters of this State at the next ejection for 
members ol the General Assembly a proposition 
to so amend the fifth section of the secund arti- 
cle of the Constitution of the State that the 
same mav read as follows: 

Ihe rights of trial by jury, as heretofore en- 
joyed, shall remain inviolate, but the General 
Assembly may provide that the concurrence of 
not less than three-fourths of the jurors in a 
Verdict in civil cases shall be a sufficicnt agree- 
ment, and that their finding shall be the verdict 
of the jury, and may also authorize the trial of 
civil cases before Justices of the Peace by a jury 
of less than twelve meu. 

Mr. Mattbews presented a resolution instruct- 
ing the Committee on Federal Relations to in- 
quire into the feasibility of urging the Illinois 
delegation in Congress to favor the establish- 

ment of a branch of the United States Court at 
Quincy, and also for the nuprovement of tlie 
ume Harbor.

Mr. Ficklin, of Coles, presented a resolution 
requesting the Governor to inform the House as 
to tue number and expenses of the State char- 
itable and educational institutions, and as to 
the number of State Boards, and the compen- 
sation of the members. The resolution was 
adonted. 

Mr. Fosbender introduced the resolution de- 
feated to-day in the Senate calliag upon the 
Secretary of State for information as to the 
cost per capita of the registration of voters. 

The rules were suspended for the introduc- 
tion of bills, under which order of business 
ninety-four bills found their way to the Clerk's 
desk.

THE REVENUE LAW. 

The Convention of County Treasurers and 
Clerks convened this morning pursuant to ad- 
jourument. i 

Ine Committee to whom was referred for 
amendment certain sections of the Revenue 
laws pertalning to assessments, having bad the 
same under consideration, reported that, after 
careful examination, they are upabie to recom- 
mend any amendments thereto without seri- 
ously ailecting the election laws of tows officers 
and meetings of County and Stete Boards of 
Equalization. 

ine Committee on Levy and Extension of 
Taxes, to whom was referred that portion of the 
lievenue law relating to the levy and extension 
of taxes, reported the following ameudinents 
thereto: 

Sec. 122 (certificates of rates). The Committee 
would ask tat the following words it Sec. 80 of 
the Road and Bridge law be stricken out: And 
they shall give to the Supervisor of the town- 
ship, and in Cook County to the County Board, 
a Statement of the amount as hereinbefore pro- 
viced for, becessary to be raised. signed by said 
Commissioners or a majority of them, ou or be- 
fore the Tuesday next preceding the annual 
September meeting of the Board of Supervisors 
or the County Board of Cook County, who shail 
cause to de suomitted to said Board for their 
action at such September meeting of said Board, 
and said Board shall cause the same to de ex- 
tended On the tax-books.”’ 

The Committee also ask for a specific amend- 
ment to the School law that certificates 
for school tax shail be filed with the County 
Cierk at the time provided in Sec. 122 of the 
Revenue law. 


Sec. 125 shall be so amended that in the ex- 


tension of taxes fractions of five mills and over 
shall be extended as a ceot, fractions 
under five mills shall be disregarded. 

All taxes, except State tax, shall be extended 
on the equalization made by the County Board, 
and the State tax shall be extended on the 
equalization made by the State Board of Eaual- 
ization. Sec. 125. Ihe Committee cannot agree 
on @ report as to the consolidation of constant 
taxes, and refer the question back to the Con- 
vention without recommendation. 

On motion, the report of the Committee was 
onsidered by sections-. 

The entire afternoon «as devoted to discus- 
sion, the result being the reference of the entire 
subject to a special committee consisting of 
Messrs. Tickner, of Sangamon; Welton, of Hen- 
ry; Payne, of Whiteside; Harue, of Randolph: 
Dennison, of McLean; and Swigrat, of Kan- 
kakee. 

‘lhe Convention then adiourned sine die. 

This Committee met to-night, and acted upon 
a numberof amendments which will de pre- 
scuted to the Rerenue Committees of the Leg- 
islature for their consideration. 

MICHIGAN. 
Special Digpatch io The Tribune, 

LANSING, Mich., Jan. 29.—Ex-Gov. Bagley is 
at the Lansing House, and has an important ad- 
vantage, being on the ground first in the race 
for the “vacant”? United States Senator- 
ship. The political pot which has been simmer- 
ing for the past week is boiling fiercely to- 
day. Ihe vortly ex-Governor is quite in earnest 
in his candidacy, has metaphorically turown off 
his coat, and, with his friends, is putting in a 
prodigious amount of telling work. Consider- 
able surprise has been expressed by 
the Chandler men that their chieftain 
does not make his appearance, and numerous 
dispatches have been sent to Detroit 
urging his immediate appearance on 
the political field of battle. The situation is 
considerably complicated, but it is not unlikely 
that Chandier, by pulling all the ropes, will get 
through. At the first canvass of Republican 
members of the House aud Senate, Cuandler 
had more than two to one, but within the past 
twelve hours Bagley has gained considerably on 
his rival. The friends of Congressman Conger, 
who had some idea ut first of bringing him for- 
ward, now recognize that the race is between 
Bagiev and Chandler, and Wave divided accord- 
ing to their respective preferences. Gov. Bagley 
was interviewed this evening at the Lansing 
House by your correspondent, and said emphat- 
ically: I wish to state to you that I 
am a candidate for the Senatorship, and will la- 
bor to secure it till the last ballot. I don’t think 
I have any political claims to the office. The 
State of Michigan has done much more for me 
than I have ever been able to do for it in re- 
turn, and can only promise, in case of success, 
to be grateful to my friends and do the best I 
can for the State at Washington.” The tide at 
the present time sets in quite strong for Bagley, 
but those who know the matchless wire-pulling 
abilities of his competitor are confident 
that Chandler will capture the caucus. 
The chances of a bolt from the caucus 
by Kepublican Senators and Reovresentatives 


who don’t want Chandler to go»back to the 


Senate, are quietly discussed. In such an 
event, it is highly probable that Bagiey will 
wip. A coalition of the Greenbackers and 
Democrats, with twenty-three bolting Repub- 
licaus, would do the business, but such a result 
would be very difficult of attainment. Bag- 
ley’s friends propose to strain every nerve to 
gain the caucus nomination, but are very 
reticent as to any alternative, if defeated in the 
party vote. Reports to the contrary notwith- 
standing, Bagley says his health is excellent, 
and he shall prove the liveliest sort of a 
sick man in the race. Senator Christiancv is 
expected here to-morrow, when he will proba- 
bly present his resignation officially to Gov. 
Crosswell. The Democrats are generally quiet 
iu caucus, waiting to see how the Greenback cat 
will jump. The Chandler Republicans are also 
holding caucus with some influcutial outsiders, 
and the general sentiment is that the party nia- 
chinery will be worked to the utmost capacity 
for Chandler. The Greenbackers and Demo- 
crats in the Legislature are holding a joint se- 
cret caucus in one of the Senate committee- 
rooms. Some of the straight-haired Green- 
backers are for standing by principle 
aud not compromise the party faith by 
voting for a Republican for “united States 
Senator. Other Greenbackers are moderate iu 
tone, und advocate a cOalition to defeat Cuand- 


er. 

Both branches of the Legislature assembled 
this afternoon in Representatives Hall to unite 
in doing honor to the memory of the @ble states- 
man and gailaat soldier, Gen. A. S. Williams. 
recently deceased. All State officials and many 
prominent men from Detroit were present. 
Eulogistic resolutions were drafted by a joint 
committee, and readin an impressive manner 
by Representative Cottrell. Short laudatory 
speeches were also maue by diflerent members. 

A bill to extend the time of completing the 
Meckinaw & Marquette Railway passed, anda 
number of minor bills were introduced.

MINNESOTA. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Jan. 29.—In the Senate this 
morning, the Committee on Retrenchment aud 
Reform reported a substitute bill reducing the 
salaries of State officers, with a proviso that it 
shall not apply to the present incumbents. 

The Committee of the Whole recommended 
tor passage a bill limiting the legal interest to 
10 per cent, 

This afternoon, in Committee of the Whole, 
a bill to abolish the office of Railroad Commis- 
sioner was discussed at length, amended, and 
finaily recommended for passage by a small 
majority. The bill abolishes the office of 
Railroad Commissioner, devolves its duties 
upon the Insurance Commissioner, and 
gives the latter the title of Railroad 
and Insurance Commissioner. Ex-Gov. Mar- 
shall is Railroad Commissioner, and, though 
the subsidence of the Granger excitement 
has made his office seem of less importance to 
the people than when it was created, yet some 
schemes of party management for the future 
are probably behind the bill. ‘ 

In the House this morning Baxter proposed 
an amendment of the Constitution extending 
the terms of office of the Governor and Lieu- 
tenant-Governor to four vears. 

This afternoon bills were introduced regulat- 
ing the cancellation of fire-insurapce policies, 
and dividing the State iuto Judicial Districts. 
The latter reduces the number of districts from 
twelve to nine at the cxpiration of the present 
Judicial term. One of the three Judges 
wirose chances of re-election would 
be injured or destroyed by this 
bill is Page, of the Tenth District, whose at- 
tempted impeachment was the sensation of a 
year ago, and whose re-election, despite the 
efforts of those who wanted him impeached, is 
regarded as certain. It is supposed the bill was 
framed with that purpose, an influential mem- 
ber of the Committee which reported it being a 
well-known anti-Pare man. 

The Committee of the Whole recommended 
the passage of Smith's bill relating to the ex- 
tradition of tugitives from justice. 

Bills authorizing the Treasurer to borrow 
money for a school text-book fund was amended 
by liniting the amount at $25,000 at 7 per cent, 
aud Was recommended for passage. 


KANSAS.

TopgsKa, Kas., Jan. 29.—-In the Joint Con- 
vention, to-day, Ingalls received 63; Anthony, 
26; Simpson, 17; Philips, 14; Campbell, 4; 
Mitchell, Greenbacker, 18; Goodin, Democrat, 
22: scattering, 5. This is again of three for 
Ingalls. The others reccived the same vote as 
on the previous day. The next ballot will be 
taken at noon to-morrow, and great significance 
attaches to it. The Greenbackers will drop 
Mitchell and goto Phillips and Ingalls.

CUNNINGHAWM’S WHISKY. 
Another Day of the Wretched Attempt of 
the Defense to Bore People to Death 

Rather than Pay for the Whisky ef the 

Seven-Up Club. 

Special Dispatch te The Tribune. 

Peoria, III., Jan. 29.—The Cunningham 
whisky case was continued aga:n to-day. The 
first person put upon the stand was George 
Hotchkiss, son of Z. N. Hotchkiss, one of the 
parties in the suit. He testified that he had 
been sent by bis father after a five-gallon demi- 
john of whisky for Collector Knowles, as testi- 
fied to by the ecution. He took it down 
and it was fille®, but he fixed the date at 1876, 
after Whiting's election, instead of 1874. They 
told him that it was to be filled with whisky for 
Knowles, but it came from the Woo! ner distillery. 
of Knowles. On cross-examination he became 
very much mixed up, and couldn’t give any rea- 
son for fixing the date at that time, and couldn’t 
tell bow de learned that it was the Woolner 
whisky. 

The next witness was William McLean. He 
said that he bad told Kilduff to send a jug of 
whisky up into the Collector’s office to help 
hurry up the stamps. He saw the barrels at one 
time iu the cellar, and thought they were wet. 
The whisky was sent to the Collector’s office 
duriug Whitine’s campaign. When he 
saw the whisky barrels in the cellar 
be did not go within ten feet of them. He was 
only there two or three minutes. 

Leopold Ballenburg, Jacob Schmobacher, and 
William R. Bush, the two first whisky dealers 
and the latter a distiller, testified as to the ef- 
fect of storage on the proof of whisky. They 
thought that an increase ot from 105 to 118 
was too much to de natural, and that the in- 
crease would be uniform, not varied. In 
eross- examination they all admitted that, if as 
was shown by the certificates in regard to this 
whisky, part of it had been stowed 
in the loft of a warehouse and 
the balance in the basement of Mr. Cunning- 
ham’s storebouse in Louisville, Kx., and thence 
the barrels ail put together and gauged after 
coming to Peoria, the difference in proof might 
be as much as indicated. The defense seem to 
labor under the impression that they must 
strengthen their side of the case by introducing 
a lot ef prominent men as witnesses, who 
scemingly know nothing of the case at all. The 
Trauscrit this morning bad avery mild and 
sickly attack on Mr. Ela, whicn has produced a 
broad grin throughout the city.

It is singular that writers and speakers, con- 
trary to the usual American habit, have almost 
without exception understated the population 
of the country for some years past. Probabiy 
the Nation is now growing too modest, as it 
formerly was too much inclined to boasting. 
But those who have occasion to refer to the 
present population almost invariably mention a 
number which the country bas undoubtedly 
passed several years ago. It is customary to 
speak of the population as about 
44,000,000 or 45,000,000. But the cal- 
culations of Prof: Elliott, of the Census 
Bureau, which thus far have been singularly 
sustained by tacts, give 47,983,000 as the proba- 
ble population July 1, 1878, and 49,395,000 as the 
— population July 1, 1879. These calcu- 
atious, based upon the principle of constant 
second differences, give an increase of about 32 

er cent for the decade now approaching an end. 
rhey are strongly confirmed by the census taken 
in fitteen of the States by State authority,—dur- 
ing 1874 in Michigan; during 1875 in Iowa, Kan- 
sas, Louisiana, Massachusetts, Minnesota, Ne- 
vada, New Jersev, New York, Oregon, Rhode 
island, South Carolina, and Wisconsin; and 
during 1876 in Missouri and Nebraska. 
With allowance for the uvavoidable incom plete- 
ness of every census taken by defective State 
machinery, it must be granted that the actual 
increase for the whole country to 1875 must 
have been at least as great as the increase ap- 
parentin the returns from these States of the 
dates named. The population of the fifteen 
States in 1870 was 14,610,636, and according to 
the census taken by the States about the middle 
of the decade, it was 16,963,020, the gain being 
16.1 per cent in about five years, or at the rate 
of 32.2 per cent for the decade. It is, there- 
fore, probable that the estimate of Prof. Elliott 
Will be realized in the actual figures,

Arrest of a Number of Pekin Whisky Men 
Yesterday After Their In- 
diotment. 


INDIANATOLIS. 
Syvecial Disnatch to The Tribune. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 2. — At 9o'’clock a. m. 
Gov. Williams informed Acbey's attorneys 
that he would not interfere, and at 20 minutes 
past 12 John Achey and William Merrick paid 
the forfeit of their lives for the crimes detailed 
below. Considerable sympathy was felt tor 
Achey, berause of the wide disparity between 
himself and the man Merrick, and in the cir- 
cumstances and conditions surrdunding the two 
crimes, and, had the Governor granted commu- 
tation at the last moment, publi¢ opinion would 
have sustained him. The appearance of the 
men at the gallows added to this feeliug on the 
part of 120 or 130 who were admitted to the 
execution. Both men were cool enough, but 
Achey looked and acted like a man above the 
grade of a criminal, faliy alive to his situation, 
regretting the manner of his death, and believ- 
ing it unjust, yet still prepared tor the worst. 
But Merrick looked like a hang-dog scoundrel, 
never raised his eyes, and died with what all 
believed to be a lie upon his lips. The con- 


demned men arose this morning at half-past 6 


(clock. They occupied the same cell last vight, 
and were guarded by two deputies. Achey re- 
tired early, and slept, uncasily. Merrick sat up 


until after midnight, writing letters—one of 


them to his sister. Achey was baptized by the 
Catholic Church yesterday, and at 7 o’clock this 
morning received the sacrament ot the Eucharist 
from Father Bessonies. The Father passed the 
larger part of the morning with bim, except one 
hour spent in company with his wiie, brother-in- 
law, aud two nieces. The parting between bus- 
band and wife was very affecting, both crying 
grievously. The two Methodist ministers who 
have been trving to shrive Merrick came to jail 
at 9 o’ciock, but their utmost efforts could 
not obtain from Merrick any intima- 
tion that be needed repentance or 
desired prayer. He knelt with them in 
prayer, but never offered a petition for him- 


self, nor alluded to any sin of which he was 


guilty. He steadily asserted that his Wife was 
alive, and would some time appear. No one 
came to see Merrick or bid bim good-by except 
one of his attorneys. The men were shaven 
and dressed in suits of black clothes, with white 


gloves. 
THE EXECUTION, 


Promptly at 12 o’clock, as the great bell of 
the Court-House tolled that hour, the little 
procession started from the jail into the 
yard and to the gallows. The Sheriff and 
Dr. Bayliss led, followed by Merrick with 
a Deputy and Achey with another Deputy. 
The nle closed by two armed patrolmen with 
fixed bayonets. Achey eyed all the arrange- 
ments with eager curiosity, particularly examin- 
ing the rope and the beam to which it was at- 
tached. He also paid close attention to the 
reading of the warrants, but Merrick took no 
interest in anything. In response to the ques- 
tion of the Sheriff, Achey stood up, and, in a 
clear, firm voice, spoke as follows: “I would 
le to say something if I thought it would do 
any good. It appears that the evidence that 
Brown gave in is the only conclusive evidence 
of premeditated murder, and, being one of 
the robbers himself, the chances is he 
swore to a lie; besides, he acknowledged it toa 
man in St. Louis. Why,’ says he, ‘my God, 
why don’t you write a letter there!? They will 
bang John Achey.’ The truth of the arrange- 
ment is, it was not premeditated, and, there- 
fore, 1was wrongfully convicted. The people 
here are prepared for a hanging, and I suppose 
my death will make no difference, anyhow. I 
am ready.“ 

Merrick said: I have a great deal I would 
like to say, but it would pot be worth 
while to say anything. The State of Indi- 
ana to-dav, in the sight of the Court-House, 
# doing an unjust thing to one of ber citizens. 
‘say, as I have said before to this people and 
the world. I am innocent of the charge. When 
that drop falls and my life goes out. it will be 


eternal peace. I wish to say no, more.“ 


Prayers were then said by the Rev. Mr. Tevis, 
and for Achey particularly by Father Bessonies, 
when all left the platform but the two men and 
the Sheriff and his Deputies. Good-bys were 
said, and Acher, standing with the rope about 
neck, said to the Doctor at the 
foot of the scaffold, “It’s rough, ain't it?” 
and then, again, It's not only cruel, but it is 
Wicked.“ While Dr. Bayliss commended the 
men to the mercy of God, the Sheriff sprung the 
trap at twenty-one minutes past 12. The necks 
of both men were broken by the fall. Merrick 
was pronounced dead at six and a quarter min- 
utes, and Achey at eight minutes. Merrick 
hung almost motioniess, but Achey's body 
twitched conyulsively for some minutes, his 
legs drawing up six or eight times, and the 
heart heaving heavily. 4 
APTER THE EXECUTION. 
After hanging twelve winutes, they were 


eut down. Achcy’s body was delir- 
ered to bis relatives, and will be 
buried Friday, while. Merrick will be 


buried to-morrow at county expense. A crowd 
of 5,000 thronged about the jatl, but there was no 
disorder, and the armed patrolmen experienced 
no difficulty in maintaining perfect quiet. The 
Legislature was so demoralized by the execution 
that both Houses adjourned, and a number of 
members were within the inclosure and mani- 
fested great eagerness to possess themselves of 
pieces of the rope. The nooses were quickly 
cut up by relic-hunters. This is the first exeeu- 
tion had within Mariog County. Three brothers 
of Merrick’s murdered wife witnessed the exe- 
cution, and, when Merrick said the State was 
Going an injustice to one of its citizens, one of 
the brothers spoke up quite loudiy, “ Not by a 
damned sight!’ | 
THE PLACE OF EXECUTION. 

Thegallows was erected witbin the jail-yard 
inclosure, and not more than font feet from the 
Wall abutting the cells in which the prisoners 
Were confined: It was a ponderous affair, the 
platform having room enough to accommodate 
at least fifty persons. The drop was originally 
designed for the three, but the reversal oi, the 
Sentence ta Sueteg’s case necessitated the re- 
moval of one of the heavy fron rings from 
Which the ropes descended. the drop was bine 
feet long, aud would have amply accommodated

Above the jail 
fence was stretched canvas on standards, 60 as

Ropes were stretched 
across the streets leading to the jail one block 
in either direction, and a guard of police kept 
the space clear. The Sheriff himself presidea 
over the ceremonies of execution,” and, as he 
was the designer and architect of the instrument 
of death, he preferred to handle the lever work- 
ing the drop himself. This lever was on the 
left side and just back of the drop, moving two 
fron supports upon which the platform rested, 
and, worked like the driving-'ever of a locomo- 
tive. Powerful iron springs grasved the de- 
scending trap, which descended with lightning- 
like rapidity, giving a ciear drop of more than 
six feet. ‘The gallows was a very complete piece 
of mechanism, and by repeated trials worked to 


a charm. 
ACHEY’S CRIME. 


On the 16th of July last, at twenty minutes 
before 3 o’clock in the afternoon, John Achey 
shot and killed George Leggett. Both men 
were gamblers, the latter a man well-to-do, the 
silent partner of faro games. while he employed 
others, like Achey, to do the “roping in“ and 
the real work of fleecing the victims. Leegett 
enjoyed a certain reputation in the community 
outside of and distinct from his trade. He was 
comfortably off. His wealth was reckoned py 
the thousands, and the “jingling of the guinea 
healed the hurt that honor felt“ whenever Leg- 
gett wag named or bis character called in ques- 
tion. He was respectable, well-dressed, quiet, 
carefully guarding his busivess engagements, so 
that he was recognized as a reputable citizen. 
He hada wife and one child, a boy, whom he 
kept in comfortable style, living in a handsome 
home two biocks north from the spot at which 
he met his violeut death. Achey was the con- 
stant visitant at the habitat of the gambler. He 
had neithér the means nor the strength of char- 
acter to achieve a foremost place in any sort of 
calling, and he naturally fell into the place of a 
decoy, a doer of the dirty work of gamblers, a 
„steerer.“ He was one of that class of men 
which is deemed the legitimate prey of its bet- 
ters, a hewer of wood and drawer of water, as 
to whom the old proverb of bonor among 
thieves’’ did not apply. By the death of his 
mother Achey came into the possession of 

SOME LITTLE ESTATES, 

which was purchased by hits sister, Mrs. Mc- 
Doweil, mother of Kate McDowell, the variety 
actress, for something like 62.500. The bulk of 
this money, after several days’ spreeing, he in- 
vested in a fare game, with Leggett and au- 
otHer, who was the manager of the bank. Leg- 
gett, as Achey claims, induced this investment. 
The game ran but fortwoortbree days, when 
its capital was very nearly expended, and in 
fear of losing all Achevy withdrew the little 
balance stiil due him, which be squandered in 
drink and dissipation. He became convinced 
that the losses of the bank were owing to collu- 
sion between Leggett und the banker, who bad 
conspired to rob him. Filled with this idea, he | 
several times sought out Leggett, and finally 
berged for a loan on the strength of their 
former relations. But this the boss gambler 
contemptuousiy refused, saying Not a damn 
cent,“ When Achcy’s demands had reached the 
modest sum of $25. Stung by this reiusal, 
Achey meditated revenge. He bought a pistol 
aud watched for his man. His patient search 
and vigil long were rewarded by seeing Leggett 
enter the saloon of Chapin & Gore, a half-block 
north of the Hotel Bates, ou the afternoon al- 
luaed to, July 16. Acbey at once followed, and, 
before the gambier had fairly reached the bar, 
Achey was at his side, and, without the utter- 
ance of a word, 

DREW HIS REVOLVER, FIRED TWICE, 
coolly replaced bis weapon in his pocket, and 
walked out of the room, unmolested. Leggett 
fell in his tracks with a bullet in bis breast just 
below the sternum, from the effects of the 
wound dying in twenty minutes. The other ball 
flew wide of its intended mark and entered the 
leg of a bystander. When the wits of the 
lookers-on had returned, their thoughts rau 
after the murderer, who was perfectly well 
known by the habitues of the saloon, and whose 
entrance and action had been seen by a half- 
dozen. Achey was arrested ov Washington 
street, two blocks from the sceveof the murder, 
and at once conyeyed to the jail. He conversed 
with the police oficer coolly about his crime, 
detailed the causes that had impelled him to it 
as are here given, and seemed te pride bimself 
somewhat upon having rid the earth of a grace- 
less cumberer of the ground. 

HIS TRIAL 

began in the Criminal Court on the 6th of No- 
vember. He was defended by W. A. Ryan and 
Charles B. Rockwood, who ably and eloquently 
endeavored to stem the tide of conviction that 
had settled into the minds of the jury and the 
public that public safety demanded the prompt 
enforcement of the law. Between the date of 
the Leggett murder and the commencement of 
Achey’s trial the Guétig tragedy and the Mer- 
rick horror had occurred. Public opinion had 
eryétallized into stern and relentless determina- 
tion that the law should be vindicated, and that, 
if possible, the good name of Indianapolis should 
be relieyed of the blood-stains which had been 
put upon it. He bad a fair and impartial trial, 
but it was not inthe face of a weak and mawkish 
sentiment, but amidst conditions wherein jus- 
tice was the uppermost consideration. After a 
three days’ hearing Achey was convicted of 
murder in the first degree, and sentenced to 
death. He received the verdict of the jury 
stolidly. During the irtervening months he 
bad abandoned himself to his fate. He deep- 
ened into a settled melancholy conviction that 
there was no hobe for him. He has been quiet 
and courteous in 

His LIF# IN JAIL, 

receiving all attentions thankfully, and at an 
early day sought the advice and consolation of 
Father Bessoines, the Vicar-General of this dio- 
cese. His relatives in this city have been reason- 
ably attentive: but relatf¥es living in Onio, and 


he came to trial he was compelled to depend 
upon the Court to appoint attorneys for his de- 
fense. Of course, there was no detense to make, 
although nis counsel endeavored to shield their 
client from the extreme penalty of the law by 
magnifying the wrong Leggett had done Achey, 
and by exciting prejudice against the unlawtul 
occupation of the murdered man. Since bis 
conviction, the friends and attorneys of Achey 
have becn unceasing in their endeavors to avert 
the penalty hanging over bint. They have pe- 
titioned the Governor for commutation, for re- 
prieve, and for respite of only thirty days. Not 
much headway was made with thts until after 
the reversal of the Guctig case by theSypreme 
Court, When public opinion, the fickle jade, 
turned somewhat in favor of the weak, and sick- 
ly, and uncomplaining Achey, and hund?eds ap- 
pended their names tothe petitions who the 
day before declined with decision. 
BIOGRAPHICAL. 
John Achey’was the eldest of three sons of 
Henry Achev, who moved to this city from Cin- 
cinnati in 1853, and engaged in the hotel busi- 
ness. Jonn is 45 years of age. He bas led a 
listless and worthless life, living from hand to 
mouth by means which are not considered rep- 
utable, but which succeeded in avoiding the 
boundary-line of criminality. HIs family is not 
a good one. His father was not. regarded as 
sans peur et sans reproche, while one of his 
brothers, David, was shot and killed by a gam- 
bier in a row, in 1861, just across the street from 
the spot where Leggett met his death. -The 
other brother, Jim, served two or three terms 
in the Missouri State’s Prison, and when last 
heard from was the inmate of a mad-house in 
that State. He is azmau of middle size, weighs 
at the best not over 150, but has been reduced 
by his life in jail and the melancholy that has 
settled upon him to the mere skeleton of his 
former ecif.. His appearance latterly has been 
stich as to awaken the sympathy of all who have 
seen him. 
THE MPRRICK BUTCHERY. 

The history of crime will show nothing to out- 
vie the atrocity of that for which William Mer- 
rick was convicted, and most righteously, by the |

came his wife and his victim met het awful 
death on the night of Saturday, the 14th day of 
September, but the evidence was not discovered 
until Sunday, the 22d. On that morning two 
men brought word to the Coroner that a dead 

had been discovered by them lying under 
the drift and brush on the margin of Eagle 
Creck, near the road leading cityward, and 
probably four miles west of the corporation. The 
Ooroner repaired to the spot, and, after remov- 
ing the drift with which it was partially covered, 
found the naked body of a woman in an ad- 
vanced state of decomposition, and with the 
form of a male child between her thighs, the 
umbilical cord not completely severed. 
The borror and indignation occasioned by 
this finding were sv intense that for 
days it was feared a mob would visit the jail 
and wreak vengeance upon the three men con- 
fined—Achey, Guetig (whose crime had been 
committed on the 19th of September, three days 
before the discovery of the body of Mrs. Merrick), 
and Merrick. When the dead bodies were 
brought to the Coroner’s office and the inquest 
held, identification was speedily made of the re- 
mains as those of Mrs. Julia A. Merrick, wife of 
William Merrick, keeper of & livery-stable on 
South street, near the Union Depot. The body 
was recognized by several parties absolutely, 
there being numerous poluts of identification. 
The fact that the remains had been dead as much 
as a week or ten days, and the husband had not 
reported her absence to the authorities, caused 
suspicion to be at once directed to him, which 
became almost a certainty by the discovery of 
the fact that Mr. and Mrs. Merrick had been 
seen to drive away together from the stable on 
Saturday night, the l4th, and he had returned 
aloné,—or, at least, the woman had not been seen 
since. 

MERRICK WAS ARRESTED 

the night of Sunday, after midnight, in bis bed 
over the stable, and taken to jali. He said he 
could produce bis wife when wanted, and had 
evidently coined a story of her disappearance, 
which he hoped to make stick by reason of the 
hope that the remains found were too much de- 
composed to be certainly identified. He claimed 
that he had driven with his wife to the north- 
western portion of the city, where at a certain 
spot she met a colored woman by appointment, 
and the two had gone to a midwife’s, where 
Mrs. Merrick was to remain beyond the period 
of her expected confinement. The known preg- 
nancy of Mrs. M. was another circumstance 
tending to the certainty that the body found 
with the newly-born babe was hers. The search 
for eviderce continued. In the room in which 
Merrick slept was found several articles of fe- 
male apparel, one of them, a silk mantilla, be- 
meg recognized as thet worn by Mrs. Merrick 
when she left the stable with her husband for 
that ride to death. In the ashes of the office 
stove were found a lot of buttons, identified as 
the same that were upon the dress Mrs. Merrick 
wore that night. On the cushion of the buggy 
used by Merrick was found a large blood stain, 
and in the corner under the bed was a pair ot 
pants, the seat of which was blood-stained, cor- 
responding to the stain upon the buggy cushion. 
Piecé by piece the evidence fitted together, 
until on the trial the whole narrative of that 
fatal ride came out as clearly as the result of a 
puzzle depending upon the rejoinder of well- 
fitting blocks. As a tale of borror it is un- 


equaled. 
JULIA A. PAUL 


was the daughter of a farmer of Morgan Coun- 
ty, just porth of this. She was above her condi- 
tion in mind and hope, and constantly fretted at 
the narrow bounds of her early life. Her father 
and the family became estranged from her, and 
she left the home roof-tree to search for her 
future in the broader circumstances of Indian- 
apolis. Here she worked for atime in a print- 
ing office, using her odd hours in the acquire- 
ment of a fair education, which she afterward 
turned to account by becoming a teacher in 
the public schools, and after that devoting 
her time to the teaching of muse. She was a 
comely woman, with refined tastes and acquired 
graces equal to the ordinary middle class. How 
she became acquainted with Merrick ls a mys- 
tery. But some fell circumestance’threw them 
together, and he exercised an influence over her 
which led her to siv for his sake, and which tied 
her to the wretch witb cords too strong to be 
broken by the continued crueity and outrage he 
ever exercised toward her. A little while be- 
fore the murder—some weeks—Julia A. Paul 
Was the plaintiff in a bastardy proceeding against 
Merrick, which was compromised by marriage. 
Merrick took his wife to the stable, and put her 
in the room he had occupied as a sleeping-apart- 
ment. There she remaived, awaiting maternity, 
a virtual prisoner, the subject of the foulest 
abuse from her busband, and > 
KEPT LIKE A HALF-STARVED DOG. 

In vain did she appeal to the sensibilities that 
should be in every man's nature, and endeavored 
to win him to love and lovaity by every tender- 
ness sbe could show. In return for her kindli- 
ness he beat her, carsed ber, and threatened ber 
life. He reocatedly told the prostitutes with 
whom he associated when drunk that he never 
intended to live with his wife, and that he had 
„„ black-eyed woman’ who would kill her 
when he wanted the job done. This woman is 
an alleged niece of Merrick’s, with whom he 
lived in adultery, and to whom he conveved his 
property before his arrest,—a part of that prop- 
erty being purchased with the money Julia Paul 
had given him, the savings of ber wages as 
teacher. 

As the time approached when the wife was to 
become a mother, the devil in Merrick’s nature 
developed still more fariously. 


HE PUT ON A NEW GUISE 

toward his wife, and by plausibility got her to 
agree to go to the house of a midwife to be 
treated. It was with this purpose in the heart 
of the wife and with murder in the heart of the 
husband that the twostarted ina buggy from the 
stable on that Saturday night about 8 o'clock. 
Merrick drove to a saloon on Indiaue avenue, 
alighted, and procured a gluss of blackberry 
wine. Into the glass he poured a white pow- 
der, saying it was qufnine and was fora sick 
person ina buggy outside. It was strychnine, 
purchased of a druggist two days before, and 
the skull and cross-bones upon the wrapper 
Were seen aim sworn to on the trial by one of 
the men who were in the saloon. With a wom- 
an's trust Mrs. Merrick swallowed the fatal 
draught, and then the ride was continued west- 
ward into the country. The poison began to 
work its deadly mission, and with the awtul fire 
in ber vitals the dying woman endeavored to 
jump from the buggy, and filled the air with 
ber sereeches. A farmer driving home heard 
and saw these things, but thought, carclessly, 
they were the antics of a drunken woman. In 
the woods, rods from any human habitation, 
what passed between the devilish murderer and 
bis victim can be oniy conjectured from the 
fact that a farmer in bed 

HEARD THE WOMAN CRY, 

and. dressing, went to her relief. He found a 
horse and buggy, a man standing by, and a 
woman prone upon the ground, moaning bit- 
terly. The man said the woman was drunk, and, 
accepting the eXplanation, the farmer helped 
put the woman in the buggy. -She was then 
rigid from the effects of the poison, for when 
Merrick took bold of her head and Ftack of her 
feet, and together lifted her into the vehicle, 
the body did aot bend. Afterward a bloody lap- 
robe was found in the road near this spot, which 
was identified as belonging to Merrick. The 


farmer, Flack, also identified Merrick in the 
court-room as the man who asked assistance on 


that night.

MERRICK’S TRIAL 
began on the 24 of December, and was protract- 
ed throughout eleven days. The evidence 
grouped into a connected story above was 
weaved with great skill and foree by Prosecutor 
Elam and his assistants. The defense had no 
special line. They relied upon the creation of a 
reasonable doubt upou the evidence of the 
State, particularly as to the identity of the re- 
mains as those of Mrs. Merrick, Merrick insist- 
ed that he could find nis wife, and the first 
name on the subpoena for the defense was that 
of “Julia A. Merrick.” The defense was a 
ghastly farce throughout, serving only to deepen 
the indignation and prejudice against the miser- 
able mooster in whose interest it was framed. 
At the close of the hearing the jury brought in 
a verdict of guilty and penalty of death 
WITHIN BLEVEN MINUTES 

from the time of their retirement, Neither the 
verdict nor the sentence appeared to make the 
slightest impression upon the man. Since his 
seutence he has remained passive and indiffer- 
ent, until on Thursday last he sent for the 
Rev. Dr. Bayliss, of Roberts Park M. F. 
Church. To the Doctor be gave no signs of 
weakening, or of a desire for repentance and 
preparation for his doom. His conversations 
were all upon the basis of his innocence of the 
erime for which he was under condemnation, 
and he calmiy replied to a direct ques- 
tion that if he should be bung it would not be 
the first time an innocent person had been 
wronged. On the second or third visit his ad- 
viser persuaded him to engage in prayer. To- 
gether they knelt; but in allthe words Merrick 
addressed to the Lord there was no intimation 
of sin or of need of grace and pardon. It was 
a piece of gratulation that whenever he had 
prayed hitherto the Lord had always heard him, 
and of perfect confidence that He would sce him 
through this trouble. 

WILLIAM MERRICK 
was a native of Fayette County, this State, and 
was 37 years old. He had three brothers and 
one sister, the latter the wife of a Methodist 
miaister named White, located at Milroy, Rush 
County. The brothers bore a bad name as a 
vicious, quarrelsome set of fellows, William be- 
ing about the worst of the lot. In 1861 he was 
strongly suspected—quite certainly—of tne 
mufder of a man named Thomas Truesdale, by 
reason of jealousy of attentions to a girl he 
loved, but on trial he was acquitted, om account, 
it is said, of the strong sympathy of Knights of 
the Golden Circle, be being a member, and the 
jury being largely composed of members. Af- 
ter coming to Indianapolis and engaging in the 
livery business, an old man was found dead in 
his stable, who had put up the night before with 
his horse, and it is strongly believed that Mer- 
rick had a hand in the stranger’s mysterious 
death. The evidence in the late trial also shows 
that he had for years been a professional resur- 
rectionist, furnishing bodies to the Medical Col- 
lege bere. He was a rude man of forbidding 
appearance, biack hair and chin-whiskers, small, 
deep-set, restless eyes, and hands with snake- 
Uke fingers. He was very repulsive looking as 
he appeared at his trial. 

WHISKY, 
Special Dispatch to The Tridune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 20.—Lightuing struck 
the Pekin whisky ringsters to-day, and, if they 
bad not become bardened to indictments and 
court trials, they would be very unhappy. When 
the United States Grand Jury was in session 
last June, it undertook to investigate the ru- 
mored frauds upon the Government by the 
whisky men of Pekin. Some witnesses were ex- 
amined, but the one who was necessary to the 
success of the prosecution, Charles Jobnson, 
though duly subpeenaed, failed to appear. From 
what has been learned since, it appears 
that, when the. Marshal. landéd in Pekia to 
summon Johnson, some of the rinesters got 
up a purse and ran Johnson off to the Hot 
Sorings. The Government Was, therefore, com- 
pelled to drop the prosecution. Johnson re- 
turned after the Grand Jury adjourned, got out 
of money, and began to threaten to teil what he 
knew. At this John MelIntyre, the distiller, 
charged Johnson with biackmailing him, and 
made a desperate attempt to send him to the 
Penitentiary. Johnson was tried twice and each 
time acquitted. The Grand Jury, now in 
session, took up the matter, when it was 
found that two of the witnesses who ap- 
peared before the previous jury bad 
since been run off also. This investigation re- 
suited in three indictments being returned 
against each of the following-pamed parties, 
who were all arrested to-day: Maj. Windret 
Wemple, of Mount Pulaski, ex-Gauger; Frank 
Cassell, of El Paso, who is now a Store- 


keeper in the Government service; John 
D. Melntyre and George 1. Reisinger, 
distillers at Pekin; Willlam T. Edas, 


City Marshal of Pekin, an ex-cooper for the 
distillers. These parties and others actively 
participated in the work of running Jobu- 
son out of the State, and are in- 
dicted for bribing the Government 
witnesses, and obstructing the administration 
of justice. The penalty for this crime is imprie- 
onment of from oneto ten years and a fine. 
Three Deputy Marshals were sent out yester- 
day, and the defendants were al! arrested dur- 
ing the day at their places of residence and 
brought here this afternoon, except Edds, who 
plaved sick when he heard the Deputy was in 
town, and was not arrested till this afternoon. 

The parties all succeeded in securing bail, 
which was fixed at $3,000 each.

The aged man was rescued almost 
dead just as (according to the younger Schriver) 
the sixth devil had been exorcised in this vehe- 
ment style.

: THE COURTS. 


The Twenty Per Cent Addition to the 
South Town Assessment Do- 


New Suits, Contessions, Judg- 
ments, Divorces, Ete. 


Corporation Counsel Bonfield yesterday re- 
ceived a copy of the opinion of the Supreme 
Court in the case of Collector Kimball vs. The 
Merchants’ Saviogs Loan and Trust Company, 
in which the 20 per cent addition te the South 
Town taxes of 1877 by the County Board was 
declared to be illegal. 

After stating the case the Court says that a 
court of equity has jurisdiction when the tax 
has been levied without authority, or when the 
property is not subject to taxation. Having 
briefly disposed of this point, the Court dis- 


cussed at great length the power of 
the Board of County Commissioners 
to raise the aggregate assessment of 
the county. They say: Our under- 


standing is that the State Board equalizes upon 
the aggregate valuation of all the towns or dis- 
tricts of the several counties of the State as 
made by the Assessors, but when that is done, 
and the rate per cent to be added to or deducted 
from the aggregate valuations in any county is 
fixed by the State Board, it is to be added or de- 
ducted from the aggregate equalized valuations 
as fixed and ascertained by the County Board of 
that particular county. ‘That shows the abso- 
lute secessity for the restrictions placed on 
County Boards that thev shall in no instance re- 
duce the aggregate valuations made by the town 
or district Assessors, nor increase that valua- 


tion more than is actually necessary or 
incidental to a proper and just equal- 
ization. Should they 


do 80, it is ap 
parent it would at once destroy any equaliza- 
tiun that the State Board might make. No bet- 
ter illustration could be given than the case on 
hand. Here the County Board ſucreased the 
aggregate valuation of personal property as 
made by the Assessors of the several towus of 
the county by a sum exceeding $2,000,000. The 
State Board, as it scems, took as a basis for ite 
actions, as was its duty under the law, the ag- 
gregate valuations made by the local Assessors and 
determined the rate per cent to be added tw the 
personal property in Cook County to make — 


— bear a just relation to ot 
counties in the State, and when that 
rate per cent was added, as was after- 


ward done, to the equalization valae as 
made dy the County Board, it is clear that the 
equalization, as made by the State Board, was 
effectually destroyed. Nothing can be plainer 
than that by the method employed the taxpay- 
ers of South Chicago, of whom complaivant 
was one, were subjected to an unjust burden of 
taxation—not only unjust because unequal, but 
wholly without authority of law.“ And fur- 
ther, the Court says: ‘ It isa misapprehension 
to suppose the present Revenue law invests 
County Boards, in the matter of equalizing as- 
sessments between the several towns or dis- 
tricts, to diminish in any instance or raise the 
aggregate valuations made by the Assessors be- 
youd an amount that may be actually necessary 
or incidental to a proper and just equaliza- 
tion. 
REAL ESTATE BROKERAGE. 

The opinion in the case of Uphof vs. Ulrich et 
al. was filed yesterday in the Appellate Court, 
by Judge Pleasants. The appellees were@geal 
estate agents, who claimed they had been em- 
ployed to find a purchaser for some land belong- 
ing to Uphof, and they recovered a judgment 
for the amount of their claim. It seems that 
Uphof ype bow appellees, and told them he 
wanted to exchange some farm property and a 
lotin the city for some business property, and 
employed them for that specific purpose. They, 
ou the other hand, alleged that they were em- 
ployed to progire some person ready, able. 
and willing to purchase certain property.“ Soon 
after Uphof called at the defendants’ office, and 
being shown the descriptions of lots, intimated 
a desire to take the property of one 
Mathews in exchange for that of his 
own. Mathews was hunted up, and an- 
nounced himself willmg to exchange, if 
Uphof would pay off an incumbrance of 
on hisland. This he refused to do, and the 
trade was abandoned unconditionally. Some 
months after, however, the parties met again, 
and the exchange was effected on the original 
terms. 

Judge Pleasants thought Uphof was rathera 
purchaser of Mathews through the defendants 
as brokers, than a seller, as claimed by them. 
Nothing was said of commissions, and it was 
not clear whether he was employing them as his 
agents. But if he did, it was only for a specific 
purpose, materially different from the defend- 
ants’ claim. Under the common courts. bow- 
ever, the defendants might have recovered had 
it been shown that appellees’ contract was fully 
performed. Such was not the ease. The ap- 
peliees contended that Uphof's acceptance after 
the revocation of the contract was an ofler 
made during its continuance, and under which 
be woukl be liable to pay them commissions for 
their services. The Judge thought such ap ac- 
ceptance was not an ev.dence of baa faith, and 
if it was, it was clearly outweighed by the ev! 
dence of Uphof and Matthews to the effect 
that when the negotiation under appellees’ ar- 
rangement ended, neither of them intended to 
renew it. The appellees had, therefore, failed 
to make out their case, and the judgment must 
therefore be reversed the case remanded.

This small allowance, 
says Mr. Pearsous, is given m the 
interests of the citv; but. the grumblers say it 
would. be well to look out for the interests of 
the citizens. and thus relieve them from the bur- 
den of carrring revolvers. However, ir. Seavey 
accepts his eight detectives with thankfulness, 
aithouch he stil] thinks that Our police force is 
deficient in numbers. Proportionately Chicago 
thas less police surveillance in regard to the ter- 
ritory covered. be says, than any of the big cities 
of the United States. As compared to New 
York, it is 7 to 1, and, in regard to London, over 
12 to 1. The following are the recommenda- 
tious made by the Committee:

OBITUARY. 
JUDGE JAMES H. KNOWLTON. 

A large number of lawyers and citizens gen- 
erally will be pained to learn of the death of 
James H. Knowlton, so well known as lawyer, 
Abolitionist, and Spiritualist, which took place 
yesterday moraing. He was born Feb. 20, 1814, 
at Canandaigua, N. V., the son of Ephraim B. 
Knowlton. When he was 5 his family removed 
to Chatauqua. He first studied medicine witu 
Dr. Bullard, but, becoming dissatisfied with it, 
gave it up, and began reading law with Judge 
Osborn, who is still living, almost a centenarian. 
In 1843 ne moved to Janesville, Rock County, 
Wis., with his father. The following year 
he went to New York, and married 


at Chatauqua Agnes B. Flanders. They lived 
in Janesville for four years, and then removed 
to Snullsburg. tin Lafayette County, where 
they spent ten years. During that time Mr. 
‘Knowlton served two terms as County Judge. 
He then returned to Janesville, and served in 
the Legislature five years, representing Lafay- 
ette and Rock Counties. During these five 
vears he was oue of ithe prime movers ia the ab- 
olition of capital punishment iu the State, and 
was also the person whoexposed and made pub- 
lic the LaCrosse railroad bond frauds. He was 
one of the counsel for Judge Levi Hubbell in 
his impeacbm<nt trial, and also the leading 
counse! for Barstow in his controversy with 
Bashiord. He came to Chicago in 182, aud first 
associated himself with E. S. Smith, and after- 
wards with Egbert Jamieson and Frank Scales. 
The principal murder case with which be was 
connected here was that of Perteet, he having 
defended him at the time of bis trial in 1572. 

He died at a quarter of 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning of disease of the. kidneys, with which 
he had been afflicted for four years past. 
The funeral services, which, at the request of 
Mrs. Knowlton, will be conducted by Gen. I. N. 
Stiles, will take pute at No. 291 West Madison 
street at9o’cletk this moroing. The remains 
will be takes to Middleport, Wis., where bis 
father and mother were buried.

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THE WEST PARKS, 
THEIR FINANCIAL NEEDS. 

In Tue Trisunr’s account of Tuesday’s leg- 
islative proceedings at Springfield was the an- 
nouncement that Mr, Bisbee had been handed 
by the West-Si rk Commissioners a bill au- 
thorizing the Park Board to issue bonds 
payable in twenty years, and bearing interest at 
the rate of 6 per cent per annum, toenable them 
to fund the outstanqing bonds and all the float- 
ing indebteduess. 110 report went on to state 
that the affairs of the Board were in a chaotic 
that bouds 
due, and that was no money to 
pay them: that the floating indebted- 
ness, amounting from $50,000 to $60,000, 
was also due and there was no means of paying 
it; that, unless some legislative relief was at- 
forded, the creditors of the Commission would 
have no means of relief aud the Board no way 
of raising funds, and must, in that cage, go to 
the wall. 

To obtain a more extended statement of the 
financial affairs of the Board. a reporter called 
yesterday upon Mr. Willard Woodard, President 
of the Board, and showed him the published 
statements. Mr. Woodard said that the Park 
Board, though they had talked of the bond 
scheme, bad made no requests of the Legisla- 
ture, and bad neither prepared nor authorized 
any obi!) such as was said to be 
in the hands of Mr. Bisbee. When the 
present Board took office last July the floating 
indebtedness, independent of the bonds of the 
Town Board, was about $400,009,—not $50,000 
vor $60,000,—and it was all past due. Upon 
that debt interest had been paid, and was still 
being paid, at the rate of 8 per cent per annum, 
or about $32,000 a year. In July, when the 
present Board assumed control of affairs, 
$19,000 of interest was past due. That interest 
had been paid up since that time, and $59,000 of 
the indcbtedness had been wipea out. With the 
tax at present in course of collection it was 
hoped to reduce the indebtedness to $300,000, 
perhaps less. What the Board now pro- 
posed to do was to ask the Legislature 
to give them authority to fund that debt ata 
low rate of interest, by issuing bonds payable in 
ten years or so, with interest at 6 per cent. 
Then the Board could go on and pay gradually 
within the limit of taxation, and have the entire 
The limit of tax- 
ation was $110,000,—$10,000 allowed by the law, 
and $100,000 which the corporate autnorities 
might assess if they sawfit. With a net vield of 
$100,000 a year the debt could be wiped out

FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH. 
ITS FINANCIAL ENTANGLEMENTS. 

The First Baptist Church property, corner of 
South Park avenue and Thirty-second street, is 
once more to be offered for sale at public ven- 
due. On the 30tn of December last it was to 
have been sold under a trust-deed to one Car- 
ver. But on the morning of the sale it was 
postpoved indefinitely, Mr. Carver having con- 
sented to waive his rights for the time being. 
Thereupen J. II. Pearson, the holder of the first- 
mortgage bonds to the amount of $20,000, took 
measures to protect his interest in the premises. 
Negotiations looking to a compromise of that 
gentleman's claims have been in progress for 
some time, but the advertisement of 8. W. Raw- 
son, Trustee, announcing the sale of the prop- 
erty Feb. 4, would indwate that these claims 
bave not beeo compromised. 

There was considerable talk between Mr. 
Pearson and a committee empowered to treat 
with bim on behalf of the church, but the lat- 
ter were unable to come to his terms. ihese 
were the reduction of the church debt from 
about $33,000 to $30,000, and personal security 
to Mr. Pearson that bis mortgage of $20,000 
would be paid within a specified time. Such as- 
surance coyld not be given then, though it was 
believed that the debt could be reduced materi- 
ally. The sale Tuesday is significant of Mr. 
Pearson’s determination to enforce his equities, 
and unless some arrangement vot now thought 
to be possible, can be arranged before the hour 
hxed for its offer the prooerty must be slod - 

A TRIBUNE reporter saw ihe Trustee yester- 
day, who expressed himself as confident of this 
fact. Some of the church- members, however, 
are not so sure. Ther think that their church 
will be spared to them yet many days. They 
are straining every point to accomplish that cb- 
ject. A committee, consisting of J. H. Wrenn, 
J. E. Burchell, and R. T. Pettengill, is engaged 
in an effort to raise money sufficient to par off 
the debts, which they are compromising at a lib- 
erai discount. Ihe amouut necessary to do this 
is said to be $18,000. If the same can be 
raised, and the adebts liquiduated, the 
Committee are confident that upon a 
proper showing to Mr. Pearson he will 
extend his mortgage two vears. by which time 
ic can be paid off iu full. This $18,000 is for the 
payment of the secoud mortgages, which can be 
purchased atarate much les¢ than their face, 
and also for the settlement of unsecured debts. 
Creditors of the church to the extent of $23,000, 
secured by property worth less than it 18 mort- 
gaged for, have concluded to accept the proper- 
ty and call the“ deal“ square. This is said to 
be the condition of affairs to-day, and, while 
neither the trustees of the chureh nor the congre- 
gation contemplate the situation cheerfully, 
they are not witbout hope that the sale can be 
avoided.

Wasnrncron, D. C., Jan. 29.—The Chinese 
Minister bas declined to be interviewed on the 
subject of the passage of the Anti-Chinese bill 
by the House. His representatives, however, 
freely state their views, which, in substance, 
are, that the Minister is not surprised; that he 
understands the necessities of politics; that it 
is not within the province of the Lower House 
to abrogate treaties; that nothing to interfere 
with the reciprocal! relations between China and 
the United States will come of this attempted 
legislation; and that, if anything should hap- 
pen, it will be easier for China to exclude 


from her markets 28,000 barrels of flour 


shipped in one week from San Francisco 
than it will for the United States to abrogate 
the Burlingame treaty; that the measure in its 
present shape is useless, and that it cannot pass 
the Senate and escape decision of the Supreme 
Court on its uncomstitutlonality. The know!- 
edge of this fact by parties in the House makes 
it valueless as a verdict on the Chinese question. 
Should the law pass it would de impracticable 
so long as the Burlingame treaty remains in 
force.

HOW THE PLASTER FEELS ON THE SORE PLACE 
ITSELF. 


Saw Francisco, Jan. 29.—The leading jour- 
nals commeut on the passage by the House of 
the Antt-Chinese bill. The Call congratulates 
the community on the action of the House, and 
claims that the Senate cannot refuse prompt 
passage without throwing away all chances ofa 
Republican victory in California in the next Cou- 
gressional election. 

The Fost approves the measure, and argues 
that the manner in which the question was map- 
aged, through a trapsient Democratic success, 
will not affect the relative status of parties in 
California in the coming election.

The Cron e contents itself with a brief ed- 
itorial review of the nature of the bill and its 
management by the Democratic members. 

The Bulletin considers that the bill will solve 
atroublesome industrial problem, and dwells 
strongly on the protection it will afford against 
epidemics, citing the plague now prevailing in 
the Orient, and the previous smali-pox visita- 
tions on this coast. It believes that the Senate, 
oy promptiy passing the bill, can deprive the 
Democracy of any advantage they may have 
gained in the House. 

The Sacramento Record-Union characterizes 
the manner of the passage of the bill as a des- 
perate attempt on the part of the Democrats to 
recover lost prestige in California, and the bill 
itself as a glittering geverality which should be 
repudiated, together with the party that of- 
fers it.

Ex-Minister to China F. F. Low believed the 
bill would be of little practical effect, as the 
Chinese could be landed in British Columbia, 
and thence make their way to California. He 
looked upon the measure gs an attempt on the 
part of certain politicians to obtam the support 
of the Sand-Lots. 

At the Chinese Consulate the bill is consid- 
ered antagonistic with treaty provisions, and 
likely to result in complications with Great 
Britain.

amount of the said bids to this Court,“ and not 
to deliver said notes and collaterals until such 
sale should be confirmed by the Court. 

Exhibit B wes a copy of an order dated 
Thursday, April 16, 1864, as follows: Upon 
readiog uud filing the report of William Vocke, 
Assignee, sell the notes and securities held by 
him against A. C. Hesing at private sale for the 
sum of $5,000, unless objectious are filed by 
Monday morning next.“ 

Exhibit C was a copy of an order dated Mon- 
day, April 20, 1874, directing the Assignee to 
accept the bid made by Henry Greenebaum, 
and to sell und transfer the two notes of A. C. 
Hesing to Greenebauin for the sum of $5,000. 

Exhibit D was the report of Mr. Vocke as 
Assignee, to the effect that since the official an- 
nouncement of the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States converning set-offs 
claimed by the stockholders against the bank- 
rupt, the Germania Insurance Company; he had 
diligently attempted to collect the outstanding 
indebtedness of the bankrupt, and that all of 
the stockholders who joined ju the appeal to 
the Supreme Court had paid their debts with 
the exception of A. C. Hesing, who avowed his 
inability to pay. The Assignee held against 
Hesing two notes, one for $10,000 and the 
other for 385,000, for which be had pledged 170 
shares of the stock of the Jiliwis Staats-Zeitung 
Company, which was the only security the 
Assignee had for the payment of said claim. 
The Assignee further reported that Hesing bad 
become ureatly involved by the bankruptcy of 
the Garden City Manufacturing & Supply 
Comrany, for which he become 
liable as indorser for over $200,000; 
that his remaining stock in the 
Itlinois Staats-Zeitung Company was pledged to 
the full value to secure this indebtedness, and 
that his other property was heavily mortgaged 
to secure money loaned for building and for the 
said indebtcdneuss; that he had made frequent 
demands on Hesing, but that Hesing had not 
paid the said iodebteduess: and that after dil- 
igent search the Assignee was unable to ascer- 
tain that Hesing had other property than the 
stuck piedged to the Germania Insurance Com- 
pany, out of which 4 judgment and sale under 
execution would realize anything for the benefit 
of the crediturs. te therefore asked the Court 
for directions as to what course to take in the 
interest of the creditors. 

Exhibit E was the report of the Assignee to

Mr. Knott asked counsel for defense whether 
thev desired any subpœnas for witnesses. 

Judge Trumbull said they did not at present. 

Col. Cooper said there were a number of wit- 
nesses whose names had been given to the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms, but who had not yet been found, 
and he would like to have them brought in as 
soon as possible, so as not tointerrupt the order 
of his proof. If it were the pleasure of the 
Committee, he would now call their names. 

Mr. Knott ordered the Clerk to see if the wit- 
nesses were present, and, on the roll being 
called, Washington Hesing, W. B. Sullivan, H. 
L. Tolman, aud R. R. Stevens answered to their 
names. Mr. W. H. Bradley, one of the wit- 
nesses, was out fora few minutes, looking up a 
record, and the Committee waited until his re- 
turn, Col. Cooper having stated that he desired 
to call Mr. Bradley first. 

On taking the witness-cbair, Mr. Bradley was 
sworn by Mr. Knott, and, in response to Col. 
Cooper’s questions, said he was Clerk of the 
Unitea States District Court for the Northern 
District of IIlinois, residing in Chicago. He 
had been such Clerk for something over twenty 
years, and Clerk of the United States Circuit 
Court for the same length of time. 

Col. Cooper asked Mr. Bradley if he had 
brought, in obedience to a subporna, all the 
papers in the matter of the Germania Insur- 
auce Company, bankrupt. 

Mr. Bradley said he had all that be could lay 
his hands on, and the papers were turned over 
to Col. Cooper, who rapidly looked over them. 
Having found the ove which he was evidently 


after, he said he desired to introduce a paper iu 
the matter of the Germania Insurance Com- 
pany, whieh be proceeded to read. It Wes a 
report of William Vocke, Assignee in the case 
of the Germania, dated April 4, 1874, in whicn 
the Assignee represents that he had called a 
meeting of the creditors for the 22d of April 
for the purpose of declaring a final dividend aad 
distributing the assets, and that there were still 
some evidences of indebtedness in favor of the 
bankrupt in his hands, which evidences were 
either desperate or entirely worthicss, and 
which he, the Assignee, desired to dispose of 
before said meeting. lhese items of indebted- 
ness were: First, a judgment, obtained at the 
March term, 1874, of the Court, against Lietch 
& Townsend, in favor of the bankrupt upon a 
note upsecured by collateral for $1,091.11. The 
4 ee further represented that he had made 
inquiries concerning the debtors’ financial stand- 
ing, and had been reliably informed that they 
were insolvent ; second, a judgment againt Henry 
Kinkel for $1,578.12, obtained at the Marel. 
term, 1873, of the Court, upon a note secured by 
twenty shares of Huck’s Chicago Brewery Com- 
pany stock, which had gone out of existence at 
the time of the fire, when its buildings, etc., 
were destroyed. The largest price he could get 
for tliis stock was 30 per cent, and he had ac- 
cordingly sold the twenty shares to John A. 
Huck for $600, and the judement debtor had no 
property to settle the ance. Third, a judg- 
ment note made by Edward Haussmann to tie 
Germania, Dec. 11, 1867, for $375, due three 
months aftcr date. The debtor having gone 
through bankruptcy and been discharged, and 
the Company having tailed to file its claim 
against him, the Assignee regarded the note as 
utterly worthless. Fourth, a judgment against 
Jefferson Farmer for $1,445.67, recovered at the 
December term, 1872, upon a note gecured by 
forty-tive shares of the Commercial Insurance 
Company, which was also worthless, while the 
debtor had ego other property, to satisfy the 
judgment. 

‘The Assignee therefore askea that an order 
be issued, authorizing him to sell the aforesaid 
notes, collaterals, and judgments, and directing 
the mode in which they should be sold. 

In addition to the above, the Assignee repre- 
sented that he held three notes for#$100 each and 
one for $50, made by Scherer & Horwitz to the 
Germania, Oct. 3, 1871. George Mentzel, on 
that date, then a solicitor of the Company, sold 
out his custom to Scherer & Horwitz, who 
mace the notes iu part payment of the consider- 
ation for the purchase. [he Company, unable 
to determine whether Mentzel was still liable 
to it for premiums collected, had the notes made 
payable to its order, so as to have some security 
irom him in case it should appear that be was 
still indebted to it. About a week alter the 
notes were made the lire broke 
out, and the Assiguee, on assuming 
charge of his office, found, on examiniug the 
books, that neither of the parties was indebted 
to the bankrupt. The latter, therefore, ac- 
cording to the repert, had no claim against 
Scherer & Horwitz upon the notes, and, having 
submitted these facts to the creditors’ meeting 
in December, 1872, he asked thut he be author- 
ized to surrender the notes to the proper par- 
ties.

Of bis own knowledge he did aot know wh 
the Court entered the order on the 7th of A 
to sell these claims, rege to some ar 
at public auction, and to sell the claims of Mr. 
Hesing at private sale. Being shown a book he 
stated it was the minu and memoraudum- 
book kept for the convebience of the clerks, 
by the bankruptcy clerk, and was always 
upon the table of the principal bankrupt deputy. 
From that book ar e docket the reporters of 
the press and the managers of the daily Law 
Bulletin usually, he believed, got their informa- 
tion as to what proceediugs had taken place in 
bankruptcy of that date, Or any given date. 
These orders were almost invariably entered on 
the docket as well asthe minute-book at the 
— * made, 2 at the date they were 
made. at was the almost uniform cus 
practice. * 

ENTERING AN ORDER. 

Q.—That is to say, every day an order was 
made in bankruptcy it would be transcribea 
upon the record of the Court? A.— here is a 
little distinction between the docket and the 
record. Every order made was entered uni- 
form—that is, if un was otherwise, it was the 
exceotion—on the minute-book and the docke:. 
and transferred to the record as rapidiy as could 
be. I think there were orders at different times 
that were not actuaily trauscribed on the record 
the very day they were made. I know that has 
been the case. 

Q.—Ilsn’t it customary in the Court te delay 
the entry of orders, ou account of there being 
so much of that kind of work to do at times, 
until several days after the orders were actually 
made In other words, are your clerks right up 
to the last day's business! A.—Not always, 

Q.—Well, whatis the general condition‘ of 
their work wits referenee to transacting orders 
m bankruptcy? A.—At that date they were 
pretty promptly kept up, sir. I don’t say that 
every order was entered up the day it was made 
upon the record. but generally the orders were 
pretty well kept up. 

Q.—Will sou tarn to your minute-book in 
which the bankruptcy orders were first entered 
and see whether you can fodthe entry or the 
order on the application of the Assignee,—on 
the first petition which I read: The sale of the 
$4,500 worth of claims! A.—Under date of 
April 7 l find on page 2 of the minute-book 
No. 4an order to sell within ten days Scherer

I 
believe that was read before, with the letters 
from the various bankers. Now, Mr. Bradley, 
i desire tu ask you in whese handwriting is the 
order on that report? A.—Judge Blodgett's. 

Col. Cooper then proceeded to read an in- 
dorsement, April 16, by Mr. Bradley, of the 
filing of tne Assignee’s report. Below it was 
the following: ‘** Entered order that notes aud 
and securities be sold for $5,000 unless objec- 
tions are filed by Monday morning. H. W. B.“ 

The witness was then asked to find the order 
of the Court extended in accordance with this 
memorandum order. He accordingly read from 
page 221 of the record under date of April 16, 
1874, that, upon the reading and filing of the 
Assignec’s report, the Assignee was authorized 
to soli the notes and securities heid by him 
against A. C. Hesing at private sale for $5,000 
unless objections were filed by the Monday 
morning following. 

Col. Cooper asked the Committee to notice 
that the date was Thursday, April 16, and the 
next Monday would be the 2th. He then 
asked Mr. Bradley to turn to his minute-book 
and see whether there was any report of the 
filing of thts report by the Assignee of April 16, 
and of the order of court thereon. 

Mr. Culberson asked the date and page of 
this entry, and the witness said it was April 16, 
page 30 of the minute-book. 

In response to Col. Cooper’s questions, Mr. 
Bradley said that the entries of the 16th oa the 
minute-book began on page 37. The order in 
this case, however, was on page 36—that of the 
preceding day. There were no other notes of 
that day,—the 16th—entered on page 36. 

In response to a question from Mr. Culber- 
eon, Wilness explained that the page where the 
orders of the day commenced Was lull, and this 
entry was carried to the blauk on the opposite 
pace. 

Mr. Cooper asked the witness if he found any 
other cases where these memorandum orders 
were carried from ope page to the preceding 
blank page, and the reply of the witness was 
that be had noticed the same thing in some other 
daces. 

' He thought the usual practice of keeping the 
minute book was, when the orders entered in 
any one day were more than suiflicient for a page. 
to put thetn on the next succeeding page. It 
was possible that the orders of April 7 and 16 
were minutod sudsequent to those days and 
subsequent to the time when the succeeding 
page ha@een commenced with the next day's 
business. 0 He bad no means of judging, how- 
ever, as to that except by looking at the entries. 
‘They were not made by bim. He pointed out 
an instance in the minute book under date of 
Feb. 2, 1875, where one page was full, and an 
order made the same day had been Written on 
the preceding and not tne succeeding page. It 
wus possible that that order did not come into 
the clerk’s bands until the day alter the mem- 
orandum was made by the Judge. He could 
give his theory about it. 

Mr. Knott said iaferences and opivions were 
not wanted. 

Witness continued: The minute of April 16 
was in Copp’s bandwriting. An order in the 
Germania case was minuted April 20, on which 
day more orders were made than one page of 
the book would hold. It was put on the sub- 
sequeul page.

ceived for the same, and the Court, having fully 
considered tne same, does und that the said As- 
signee has in all things acted in accordance with 
the order of this Court, and that Henry Greene- 
baum has bid $5,000 for the said notes and col- 
lateral securities, and that his bid is the best 
bid made therefor. It is therefore ordered

been made in Chambers 
by the Judge, the attorneys and Assiguees 
having free access to him from 9 to 10 in the 
morning, and, in the absence of the clerk, the 
Assignee or the attorney would take the orders 
to the Kkruptcy clerk. The Judge sometimes 
ent orders late in the day, and sometimes 
Landed an order or memorandum to the cler«. 
It was not the uniform practice for the clerk to 
go to the Judge in Chambers, in the evening, 
und get the orders that had been made during 
thegiay. He was not aware of such a habit or 
c m. It bad been done sometimes. He 
never left his office until after 5 o'clock. The 

clerks suspended their labors at that hour. 

Q.—I want to ask you, from what you know 
of the whole matter. the appearance of the 
books, the fact that no notice was taken of the 
inatter by the Law Bulletin or any of the papers 
of April 8, whether it is not vour judgment 
is it not your belief f:om all the circumstances 
that no minute of the Hesing transaction was 
made iu the clerk’s docket and the minute-book 
until after April 7? 

This was ruled out as improper. 

On cross-examination, witness stated that the 
bankruptcy files were kept iu the most accessi- 
ble room of tbose he occupied. The papers were 
in pigeon-holes against the wall, and in tempo- 
rary pigeoo-holes on the table. The files in the 
Germania case were kept in a little box on the 
tabie. Copp left the office in 1875, and Evans 
iu 1874. He dia sot know where they were ex- 
actly, but could get their address. He saw 
nothing ow the face of the minute-book which 
led him to suspect any irregularity. He should 
say there was none. The using of a minute- 
book had grown out of the accumulation of 
business; there would be so many miuutes upon 
the docket on à particular day that they could 
not be entered without remaining at the office 
in the evening. 
entered the day it was made, the practice was 
to put it in a pigeon hole, and enter it the next 
morning, under the proper date. The minutes 
were not always entered the day they were 
made, but the 22 of the office was to do 
that so far as it could be done, Sometimes it 
wasim ible to get through with all the en- 
tries of orders, as the clerks quit as soon as the 
clock struck 5, without waiting a moment. 

In answer to Mr. Culberson, witness said 
thirteen orders in bankruptcy were made April 
7. It would take a clerk half an hour to enter 
that number. 

To Mr. Goudy, be answered that the minutes 
since 1874 had been made up generally from the 
orders as they were brought into the office by 
attorveys or Assignees. The morning hour in 
chambers expedited busivess. Much time used 
to be taken up in court with thes: matters. 
Ihe clerks, Copp and Evans, partienlarly the 
latter, were frequentiy called on to perform 
other duties than those pertaining to bank- 
ruptcy matters,—issuing processes, filing pa- 
pers, etc. 

Witness then produced the docket at Mr. 
Cooper’s request, and read the following orders 
— — Germania case, entered on the days men- 

oned: 

April 7. Filed report of Assignee and enter 
order. April 7. Filed report of —4— 
entered order as prepared. April 10. Pied report 
of Assignee aud entered order April 20. Entered 
order as prepared. April 21. Filed report and 
order approving. 

The orders of the 16th and 20th seemed to be 
contained in the general record docket, iu which 
were recorded the orders at length, like orcers 
in other cases. The writing in the docket was 
partly Kopp’s and partly Evans’. This book was 
as accessible as the minute-book,—was kept in 
the room which the public entered from the 
hall. The entries were first made in the minute- 
book. Those in the docket were made the same 
day. The two were supposed to be made to- 
gether. Ihe order was on the mipute-book 
a moment or 80 before being put 
on the docket. For several years, 
under the practice of the Bankrupt law, no 
minute-book was kept. Everything was put on 
the docket the moment it was done. He could 
not tell whether any other orders had been en- 
tered in the Germania case excepi those read, 
without examining further. He saw no others. 

Mr. Cooper asked him to hunt for more dur- 
ing the recess. 


C. A. NOV DEN. 

Clinton A. Snowden was the next witness. 
He was a journalist, and now city editor of the 
Limes. In April, 1,74, he was law reporter for 
that paper. His duty was to get ali the legal 
nos in the local courts, including orders in 
bankruptcy. As he remembered, there was a 
small book in the Clerk's office in 
which minutes Were entered of all orders 
made in bankruptey matters, and also of all 
new cases. Copp had charge of the room. II 
there was a minute of a new case he would goto 


the pigeon-bole and get the papers. If there 
was one of au order that showed what the order 
was, he would take it from the minute; but if 
of an order such as eutered order as pre- 

ared,“ he would ask Copp and take his word. 

f the matter was of more than usual impor- 
tance be would go to the files. Coppalways gave 
them to the reporter. Ihe original source of 
infurmation was the memorandain the minute- 
book. He never examined the docket, or the 
record where the orders were entered at length. 

As witness didn’t have a copy of the Times of 
April 8, 1874, but had sent for one, be was 
dropped until the paper arrived, and then the 
examination was resumed. 

Y.—Ii wish you would turn to the Times law 
report of April 8, covering the Court proceed- 
ing of April 7, and ascertain whether there is 
any report made there of an application of the 
Assignee of the Germania Insurance Company 
to sell certain desperate claims, and the order of 
Court thereon to sell them at public sale? A.— 
Yes, sir, there is a minute of that kind here. 

The witness, having read the paragraph re- 
ferred to from the file of the paper, was then 
asked if bis attention had been called to another 
applicatiou made by the Assignee of the Ger- 
mania Iusurauce Company with /retcrence to 
certain notes of A. C. Hesing which he beld, 
secured by stock of the /iinois Staats-Zeitung 
Company. He said it was, at some subsequent 
time, but not at that time. 

Q.—Did you know on the 7th of April about 
this application of Mr. Vocke with reference to 
the Hesipg matter, or the order of the Court 
thereon! A.—ido not think | did, unless it is 
in some other part of the paper. 

().—If that had come to your attention on the 
7th of April that such an application was made. 
and such an order was made, on the application 
with reference to the Hesing notes and stock, 
would you have reported it? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Will you please turn to your law report 
for April 17, covering April 16; is there any in- 


formation given in that report of any order that, 


was entered in the matter of the Germania In- 
surance Company oc that dav, upon the report 
of the Assignee, which 1 desire to call your at- 
tention to as being the document now shown 
you, containing the reports of bids and also the 
copies of bids from various bankers and brokers 
in the city for the notes and stock? A.—I do 
not see anything about it in the law report of 
that day. 

Q.—Why wasuot that reported that day? 
A.—I do not know of any reason except that I 
did vot findthem with these papers. Somebody 
called my attention to these papers, as 1 remem- 
ber it, and lremember having them quietly in one 
of the inner rooms of the Clerk's oilice one day 
and going through them. Ido not remember 
now who called my attention to it. I remember 
of being very careful about keeping out of the 
way whue I had them, because I thought nobody 
else had them. 

The witness went on to state, in answer to 
Mr. Cooper, that be pudltshed his report the day 
alter he got his information. It was published 
ou April 23, uuder the heading of “Indignant 
Creditors—Otherwise Policy-Holdcrs of the De- 
{unct German lusurance Company—Protest 
Against the Action of the Court Disposing of 
Assets—They Want to Know Why ‘They Should 
Suller that Hesing May Be Saved.” The first 
time be kuew of the matter was on the Qu of 
April. It was some frieud of his tnat called his 
attention to it; he did not remember who. He 
usually got his information from the minute- 
book. if this order of April 16, contained on 
page 36 of the minute-book, had been there on 
that date, he thought be saould have been sure 
to see it. If the order of April 7. on page 24, 
had been there on that day, be would have asked 
Mr. Copp about it. He certainly should have 
seen it. He could not say positively whether it 
was there or pot at that time. He could not 
sav whether these entries appeared to have been 
put there by themselves as a lot of cases that 
had not been entered up in the regular order. 
There was one order at least—a rule to show 
cause—that he should have made a memo- 
randum ot; he did not see it, and made no 
memorandum of it at all. 

On cross-examination Mr. Goudy, the wit- 
ness said he found two orders on page 25 of the 
minute-book that be had omitted from his re- 
port. ‘There were three of them scratched out. 
He did not know why all the rest, with the ex- 
ception of one, were om One of those 
scratched out was put into his newspaper re- 
port; ic had been erased since. In the law re- 
port of the 2Zist of April he found an order ap- 
proving the Assignee’s ieport in the matter of 
the Germania losurance Company, and author- 
wing the saic Of A. C. Hesing’s cwo notes for

His article purported to 
give the letters in full. 


W. B. SULLIVAN. 

William B. Sullivan, law-reporter of the Jnter- 
Ocean, was then sworn. His report, he said, was 
supposed to contain gery minute, every order, 
and every new case. Orders in bankruptcy were 
gotten from a minute-book in the Clerk’s room. 
He read from his report published April 8, 
1874,—-what was done April 7,—an item about the 
Germania case, in which mention was made of 
the filing of the Assignee’s report, and of an 
order for the Assignee to sel] certain desperate 
claims at public auction, and to deliver the 
Sberer & Horwitz notes to Menzel, as néver be- 
longing to the Company. Witness thought this 
h been taken from the minute-book, but 
had no recollection about it. There 
was nothing in the Jnter-Ucean of Aprii 
8, 1874, about the application of Vocke to 
the Hesing notes secured oy Staats-Zeitung 
stock, or of the order with reference thereto. 
He did not mention that, because be did not 
know de about it. He presumed that 
was the case. If he had kuown of it he certain- 
ly would have published it. Hedid not remem- 
ber seeing the order in the minute-book April 
7, and could not say whether it was there or 
not. There was nothing lu the /nter-Ocean of 
April 17 about what occurred in the Hesing 
matter on the 16th. He doubted if the order 
of sale came to his notice, It was one of those 
things that would have been gone into and writ- 
teu up at more or less length. If he had known 
of the order he would have put it into his 
report. He did not see the order in the 
minute-book. He was very carefu! in 
looking up orders, etc., in bankruptcy, 
keeping the run of the cases irom the com- 
mencement. He always looked at the minute- 
book, and gave an abstract of all the orders he 
found there. If the order of sale was on that 
book April 7, he couldn’t see how he could have 
missed it. In the Jnter-Ocean of April 21, 1874, 
he published the order of sale. The first be 
knew of it, he thought, was April 20. 

Mr. Goudy stated that he would be able to 
show that at a creditors’ meeting occurring im- 
mediately afterwards the motion was made by 
one of the creditors to have the sale set aside, 
but tbis was beaten, all the creditors except two 
being iu iavor of letting the sale stand. 

On cross-examination by Mr. Goudy, witness 
stated that these things happened a long time 
ago, and, from what he heard outside “and 
what he heard there, be was so mixed up in 
his mind that he was unable to distinguish fact 
from fiction, or to teli his sources of informa- 
tion. He remembered hearing some publie dis- 
cussion about the sale of the notes. An inter- 
view between areporter and Mr. Hesing was 
published in Taz Tau, in which the whole 
matter was discussed. [hat wes after the sale 
had been made. This discussion caused an im- 
pression on his mind as ta 
did remember. He wes in 
of going to the United States 
in we morning, noon, and 
afternoon, always leaving there at 5 o’clock or 
after. It ao entry were made after 5 o’clock he 
presumed he wou'd not get it, . He was in the 
habit of looking back the next day to the pro- 
ceedings of the day before tosee whether he 
had omitted * That was a regular prac- 
tice. No one ever solicited him to suppress the 
orders in question. He knew nothing about 
them until the 20th of April. ne beard 
the talk about the order of sale he went to the 
minute-book and examinedit. The Zimes had 
published the petition of the Assignee and the 
letters in full,—‘‘made a spread,’’—.and he was 
„naturally enouen anpoyed at not having 
heard anything about the matter, and he pitched 
into the clerks. Witness was about to state 
what the clerks said, but Mr. Knott stopped 
him. 

Continuing; wituess said the petition and let- 
ters were there all the time “somewhere,” but 
he questioned whether he looked for them, be- 
cause he knew they were there. 

Witness became very much confused, and 
could not apparently understand a question put 
to him by Mr. Knott as to whether the entries 
of April 7 and 16 were on the minute-book when 
he went to look up the matter when he heard of 
it for the first time. 

His mind, he said, was “equally divided“ as 
to whether they were or not. His recollection 
was that they were not there at the immediate 
time,” and thatlea to his not being informed 
about them. The publication in the Times was 
the day after the consummation of the sale. 

The Committee, at 1°30 o’clock, took a recess 
for haif an bour. 

Mr. Sullivan was subsequently recalled and 
his attention directed by Col. Cooper to page 24 
of the minute-book, and to the four entries 
made thereon. After having read these to the 
witness, Col. Cooper asked him to turn to the 
Inter-Ocean of April 9 to see if he had the items 
which appeared to be entered on the minute- 
book on April 7. 

The witness went at his file again and said he 
found in the law report of April 9 the order 
numbered 2,420, relating to the Rock Island & 
Moline Manufacturing Company; the order 
2.273, relating to James H. Smith et al. 

Col. Cooper asked him if hedid not some- 
times nud that he had omitted in the proceed- 
ings-of a certain day certain orders or matters 
in the Court properly belonging to that day, and 
if,on discovering the omission, he did not put 
them in on a subsequent day. 

Mr. Sullivan repled that it was always cus- 
tomary on his part to look back and see if all 
the orders of the day before, as entered up,were 
published, and, in eise they were not, to put 
them in with the proceedings of the next day. 

Mr. Lapham asked Mr. Sullivan if he had 
afterwards*pubiished these particular orders as 
orders made on the 7th. The witness replied 
that ne had not, but had published them as 
orders made on the 8th. He explained that he 
wasn’t so very particular about the day as he 
was about the fact that the order had actually 
been made. 

»Wnen you turned back on the Sth,“ asked 
Col. Cooper. and got t port for the 9th, and 
got the orders u the first two causes, why didn’t 
you also get the last two!“

MR. BRADLEY RECALLED. 

At the afternoon session, the attendance of 
lawyers and others interestedin the inquiry was 
largely increased, and in addition to those men- 
tioned as present during the morning were the 
Hou. H. W. King, W. H. Barnum, H. N. Hib- 
bard, George W. Stanford, J. H. Thompson, 
Kirk Hawes, Hiram Barber. C. H. Lawrence, D. 
L. Shorey, and others. Judge Dummoud was 
also present during the latter bart of the after- 
noon. 

Mr. W. H. Bradley, Clerk of the United 
States Court, was recalied by Col. Cooper, and 
testified that the record-book of bankruptcy 


proceedings purported to contain a tke mate- 
rial orders entered in the District Court in 
bankruptcy. The case numbered 2,639, which 
was entered on page 24 of the minute- book, did 
not appear among the orders entered on the 7th 
of April, 1874, bat he had no doubt that the rule 
was made, and that the files would show it; but 
he did not see it entered. The cases entered on 
page 24 were Nos. 2,430, 2,273, 2,639, and 1,986,— 
the last named being the Germania insurance 
Company case, in which the Assignee filed his 
report, and an order was entered as orepared. 
The first twoof these orders in the minute- 
book appeared entered at large on the record. 

The Chairman—The third one does not ap- 
pear to be entered on the record-book 

Witness—I do not see it, sir. In some of the 
districts these orders are not entered of record 
at all, as a matter of practice. 


On cross-examination by Mr. Goudy, the wit- 


ness said the minute - book was not required to 


de kept by statute; there was no rule or re- 


quiremest making it necessary. It was merely 


for the convenience of the Clerk. Judge Blod- 
gett had no control of the minute-book in any 


way whatever; be did not know that Judge 
Blodgett ever saw it. He was never, to wit- 
ness’ knowledge, in the habit of inspecting it or 
looking at it. The docket was required to be 
kept by law. That was the only ome that was 
required, so far as he understood the practice 
and the law. ; 

Mr. Bradley further stated that he was now 
prepared to answer a question asked by the 
Committee inthe morning which he was then 
unable te answer. He found eleven instances 
in which the day’s had been carried 
along to blanks on the opposite page. Those 
were on April 7 snd 16 and Aug. 3, on 
156; on Aug. 11 there were four cases 
back, in which the eotries were made 
opposite pag 


179 it was carried back.from 
the entries commenced to 
blank page, under date 
— 5 
were carried to the blank on the 
page. It was possible that entries were made 
in the minute-book in cases where the orders 
came to the Cierk at a date subsequent to the 
day on which the orders were made, so that 
when a page had been filled up and the nett 
page commenced, the clerks would transfer 
them to the blank page preceding. Attorneys 
had somtimes kept orders for a dav or two be- 
fore they would bring them in, after’ getting 
them from the Court. He had known them to 
take orders with the indorsements of the Judge 
upom them, and not return them to his office 
for aday or two. It was quite possible that 
when that was done, and the orders did not 
come to the clerk till the day on which the or- 
ders were made was past, and the page was 
filled up, the orders would be put on the pre- 
vious page, where a margin had been left for it. 
He could not speak ot that from personal 
knowledge. 

In answer to Mr. Goudy, the witness said 
that when papers were brought to his office by 
attorneys in the manner he had stated, they 
were marked “filed’’ the moment the clerks 
gut them. ‘The practice was to file them when 
they were delivered. 

On further examination by Mr. Cooper, the 
witness said that if an order came in from Judge 
Blodgett that was made on the 7th of April, and 
was received on the As by the Clerk, he knew 
of no practice except to file the paper when it 
was received. It was a conclusion that he was 
hardly prepared to subscribe to, that an order 
was considered as of the date when the Judge 
passed it. Unless there was some special direc- 
tion to file it us of that dace, they would e it 
when they receijged it, If the record was open, 
it would be ent in the order ia which it was 
made, If it was perfectly clear, distinct, and 
definite. If the Judge tixed the date upon which 
he made the order, it would be entered as of 
that date. If the record was not open, they 
might ask instructions of the Court, if it was 
a very material order. By the record being 
open be meant where these orders were spread 
in extenso upon the record in distinction from 
the docket und the minute-book. Sometimes 
blanks were left in the record-book to enter or- 
ders, when the Clerk could not write up the rec- 
ord; but it was done very seldom in bank- 
ruptey. It bad sometimes been done in 
distributions in admiralty, where it was im- 
— to gat a long order of distribution per- 

ect 


or complete, and a blank page was leit uu 


which to enter that distribution. Where orders 
bad come in which could not be entered up at 
the time, a blank had been leit for the entry of 
the order in its proper place on the revord, but 
it was very rarely done; it sometimes was done 
upon the chancery record. 

In answer to the Chairman, Mr. Bradley said 
it was the practice in his office to note a paver 
filed on the day on which it was delivered. [La 
report of an Assignee in bankruptcy was fied 
on a given day, and handed to the Jude, amd 
the Judge made a memoranduu on that reoort, 
Enter order,” and so forth, and it was not 
handed to the Clerk for a day or two afterwards, 
no note would be made of it until they wot the 
order from the Court.

At the time of the fire the capital stock was a 
trifle over $100,000,—$104,000 or $106,000. He 
knew of these 170 shares which belonged to Mr.

$106,000, and these shares represented 17-104 or 
17-100 of the Company's entire property. 
Un the 6th of May, 1872, the stock was 
increased to 1,790 shares, so that 57 per cent 
were added tothese 170 shares. That would 
make it 263 shares, amounting fo $26,700. A 
dividend of 25 per cent on the old number of 
shares was declared in April, 1872; one of 5 per 
cent on the $179,000 in July, 1872; one of 15 per 
cent on the $179,000in January, 1873; one of 20 
per cent on the $179,000 in January, 1574; and 
one of 15 per cent in July, 1874. These 170 
Shares were entitled to a dividend for 1872, in. 
cluding the dividend for January, 1873, of 


$9,607. The dividends on them for 1873 amount- 


ed to $5,380, and those for 1874, uv to April 20, 
$2,000, the total of all the dividends on these 
170 shares for 1872, 1873, and 1874, to 
April 7.

William Bross, President of Tun Trisunz 
Company, was sworn, and testified that he was 
not acquainted with the financial character of 
the Staats-Zeitung Company, but the standing 
of the corporation was good so far as he knew ; 
the Staats-Zeitung was a good paper, and was 
reported to have the largest circulation among 
the Germans of any paper in the Northwest. 
From the figures given by Mr. Cooper, he should 
say the stock was worth par. He didn't know 
the value of the franchise of the Associated 
Press. It was valuable to an English paper. He 
should not say that it was worth over $50,000 
to a morning paper. He doubted whether it 
was worth $25,000. 

On cross-examination, he stated that the 
Jost’s franchise and material were sold for $16,- 
000. He had no knowledge of the value of the 
stock of the Staats-Zeitung in 1874,—only in a 
general way. He had no more information 
about the paper than any citizen. As to the 
rights conferred by the Associated Press fran- 
chise, a namber of papers had clubbed to- 
gether and received dispatches from the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company at a discount, 
because they received somany. These papers 
together owned the franchise, and would not 
permit another paper to enjoy it. A new paper 
would have to get us dispatches from some 
Other source. 

Mr. Culberson—For how long? 

Witness—We thmk we own it perpetually.

FINANCE AND TRADE. 


Four’Per Cents in Active Demand Again 
Foreign Exchange. 


Board of Trade Borrowing---The 
Stock Market. 


The Produce Markets Pairly Active, 
and Average Stronger. 


Previsions in Goed Demand---Hogs Migh- 
er---Wheat Firm. 


FINANCIAL. 


The 4 per cents were again in active demi 
Transactions were large. In the other descrip- 
tions of Governments there was gréat dullness. 
The fluctuations of prices were not wide. ‘The 
6s of 1881 remained at 106%; the 5 208 of 1867 
advanced . to 10114; the 5-20s of 1868 were un- 
changed at 102; and the 10-408 at 1044. The 
new 5s of 1881 advanced , to 105%; and the 
4448 KH, to 105%. The ruling price of the 4 per 
cents went up &, to 1005. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has been criti- 
eis d for the new scaie of commissions on sales 
of 4 per cents. In defense Secretary Sherman 
writes to President Thompson, of the Chase 
National Bank, a letter.which contains some 
interesting points: 

The chief reason forthe new scale was to secure 
the active co-operation of the banks and bankers 
of the United States in the sale of the bonds and 
to excite, if possible, a spirit of rivalry among 
them as to the amount of sales. While the same 
commission was offered to all, —25 cents on $100, 
—there was no inducement to any one to enter 
upon the business of buying bonds to sel! again ex- 


cept the facility extended by the Jaw to National 
banks during the running of the call. and this, as 


you know. was hazardous to the banks while the 


price of gold coin was fluctuating. Under the old 
scale of commissions we got less than 100 out of 
the 2,000 banks to engage in the sale of bonds. 

Secretary Sherman says his belief that a gradu- 
ated scale of commissions would excite com- 
petition and so hasten the conversion of 5-20s 
has been justified by the event. 

The number of depository banks engaged in 
these sales has increased and is daily increasing, 
and other National and State banks and bankers 
are aiding in this good work through depesitory 
banks. Several of the leading banks of New York, 
including the Chase Nationa), are handsomely com- 
peting with the First National, and already have 
made very large subscriptions, and will no doubt 
within the six months exceed the maximum of 
5810. 000. 000. The individual subscriber does not 
complain, for the competition secured already gives 
him the full benefit of the largest commission al- 
lowed. The three. months prescribed by law for 
conversion gives ample time for buying up or re- 
deeming the called bonds. 

President Thompson, in his reply says: 

From your standpoint it is proper that you should 
exult over the enormous subscriptions obtained 
during the first two weeks after the resumption. 
Pardon me for expecting that this apparent ex- 
traordinary success will in a few months be pro- 
nounced a misfortune. My fifty years of observa- 
tion in this financial Bedlam justides me in looking 
doubtingly on this overdoing I fear of a good thing. 


The demand for gold is merely nominal. The 
price remains at 100 ½ in greenbacks. 

There was only a small supply of commercial 
and grain bills offered in the foreign exchange 
market. Sterling grain bills were 4828. French 
bills were firmer at 521%. The actual rates for 
sterling were 485 and 488, and the posted rates 
48544 and 4854. Bankers’ bills on Paris were 
519%¢ and 51644: Antwerp, 520 and 5176; com- 
mercial, 5233; Reichmark, 95; eommercial, 
941¢; guilders on Holland, 404¢ and 404g; com- 
mercial, 3934. 

Consols were again weaker, opening ‘at 
95 15-16, and receding to 95 13-16. The Bank of 
England lost $250,000 in bullion. Silver was 
quoted at 50% pence per ounce. 

Discounts were not active at the Chicago 
banks. The Board of Trade borrowers were 
making applications for loans for the settle- 
ments of the first of the month. Currency re- 
ceips and shipments were light, and the orders 
from the interior for remittances of, New York 
exchange were moderate. Bank clearings 


were $2,700,000. 


Stocks recovered a good deal of the ground 
lost in the raid of Tuesday. The closing prices 
were in almost all cases the highest of the day, 
There were beavy purchases at the opening to 
take advantage of the low prices. Although 
the price of coal at the auction sale went down 
20 or 25 cents a ton, the coal stocks shared to 
the full the recovery of the rest of the list. Jay 
Gould was reported a seller of St. Paul. At the 
close the market was strong, and an advance 
seemed much more likely than a decline. What- 
ever course prices may take, it is safe to say the 
feverish excitement and activity of the last two 
days cannot last. It will wear itself out.

New York, Jap. 29.—Governments were active 
and firm. 

Railroad bonds were strong and higher. 

State securities were dull. 

The stock market to-day was active and strong, 
with an advance in prices rauging from 1644, 
both investment and speculative shares partici- 
pating in the upward movement. After mid- 
day coal stocks declined 4%(@2%, on the low 
prices realized for coal at the auction sale of the 
Delaware, Lackawanha & Western Company, 
and the general list fell off Kl. During the 
afternoon there was an active buying movement, 
which continued to the close, when the highest 
quotations of the day were current. A promi- 
nent feature was au advance in Western Union 
to 1019¢, or within a fraction of the highest point 
ever reached. The greatest activity was in Erie, 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western, Lake Shore, 
Northwestern, St. Paul, Western Union, and 
New Jersey Central. The Graphic’s exolanation 
of yesterday’s sudden break in the market 
says: The only cogglusion to be reached is, 
that the prominent bull operators, fully aware 
of the dangerous condftion of the market, had 
been for anumber ot days quietly engaged in 
unloading enough of their holdings to put them 
in a position of saféty in case of a break. All 
this was very quietly and carefully done, and 
probably without céthmunicating their inten- 
tions to their immediate followers. The pur- 
chases of heavy operators seem to have con- 
tinued to-day, and speculation appears to have 
been again in the direttion of higher prices, with 
the market in a safer, position than before, and 
fora still hicbher rise. Notwithstanding all 
this, there is no doubt that a great deal that is 
fictitious exists in the present speculation. Some 
of the better classes gf securities are undoubt- 
edly worth all they are selling at, considering 
the revolution that Nas been created in the in- 
terest rate, but very many of the speculative 
stocks have been advanced to a figure 
at which no prudent man should 
purchase.

BOARD-OF-TRADE RULES. 
0 the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cnc, Jan. 29.—Impertant questions and 
results are involved in the proposition this day 
to be voted upon by the members of the Board 
of Trade. An attempt is to be made to force 
commission merchants to employ brokers to 
execute orders which the commission merchants 
may not personally be able to attend to on 
Change. Toaccomplish this, it is proposed to 
prevent any and every firm from being repre- 
sented on ’Cha by a clerk in any capacity ex- 
cept heis a mber of the Board, and who 
must, in compliance with the rules, be 21 years 
of age, and must have paid the cost of admis- 
sion, all the way from $300 to 
it is a well-known fact that 
business successfully in the various ar- 
ticles dealt in on Change it is almost 
essential thata firm have a representative at 
the same moment in the different localities in 
the Exchtange rooms, where flour, provisions, 
and the several kinds of grain are traded in. 
To adopt arule that will impose upon grain- 
receivers and others the necessity of employing 
a broker instead of a trustworthy clerk, who, 
when not engaged on Change, can do other 
business to assist in executing orders in making 
transactions on Change, will prove a severe 
hardship, and one that ougbt not to be enforce 
or borne. And, again, to adopt a rule that will 
debar a member when sick—or for other reasons 
he is obliged to be absent from Change from 
being represented by his confidential clerk, who 
may not happen to be a member of the Board, 
would be an outrageous wrong. In other cities 
and on other Exchanges such a rule as is pro- 
posed may not work harshlv, but here, 
where business is done so differently from 
elsewhere, such a rule would be manifestiy 
unjust, unwise, and unsatisfactory. If more 
room is needed on Change, settling boys who 
can ri ig the trades outside should be excluded 
from Exchange rooms. This can be accomplished 
without adopting the 11 to de voted on 
to-day, and which, adopted, may prove 80 
widespread and sweeping in evil effects. If, 
after settling boys are excluded from the rooms, 
still more space is needed, then let the 
make proper arrangements for the abandonment 
of their rooms in the Chamber of Cotamerce and 
the occupancy of more accessible and commodi- 
ous quarters. The Board of Trade should be 


-cautious and not put obstacles in the way of 


expeditious and inexpensive modes of doing 
business. Its aim should be to increase the 
facilitics of members and lessen their expenses 
for doing business.

OUR SILVER INTERESTS. 


A Letter from Gen. Edward M. McCook to 
Senator Chaffee, 
New York Daily Graphic. 

The following letter has been sent to us for 
publication. The day after its reception Senator 
Chaffee offered his joint resolution for the with- 
drawal of all greenbacks of a less denomination 
than $5: 

Wasuinetos, D. C., Jan. 20.—Jerome B. 
Chaffee, United States Senate—My Dear SENATOR: 
You ask me to give you my views in relation to the 
policy that Congress should parsue towards the sil- 
ver interests of the country. I can see no benefit 
to be derived from changing the standard of the 
present silver dollar. It now contains 41244 grains 
of silver—a ratio of sixteen to one compared with 
gold, with silver at $1.10 per ounce. Propositions 

ave been submitted to Congress to make the silver 
dollar of such weight as to give it equal value with 
gold. With silver at its present value it wonld 
have to contain about 485 grains; but suppose 
that silver should fali to $1 per ounce, then 
the weight would have to be increased to 533 
grains; or if it should mse to $1.20 per ounce 
the weight would have to be reduced to 444 
grains. With such fluctuations in value, and with 
no standard of weight, it 1 easy to see that the 
usefulness of the silver dollar as a circulating 
medium would be seriously impaired if not alto- 
gether destroyed. The truth is tnat all legislation 
enacted by any country for the purpose of establish - 
ing a fixed value for any metal which is subject. as all 
other merchandise, to flactyations dependent on 
the laws of supply and demand, is useless. Under 
existing circumstances, if the existing dollar were 
called in and recoined, the joss to the Treasury 
would be about 15 per cent. ‘The fractional coin — 
half and quarter doilare-weighing about 386 
grains, vould make the difference between 386 and 
485 grains a difference of about 20 per cent and 
more. If the weight of the standard dollar should 
be increased there is no doubt that spurious half 
and quarter dollars would bp pat in circulation by 
illegal coiners that would Contain quite as much 
silver as tae United States Coin and yet leave a 
margin of proiit to the cé@unterfeiters, for they 
would ply their trade vigorously and the country 
would be flooded with thelr coin as valuable or 
more valuable than the Government iesue, 

In my opinion there is Dut one thing for the Gov- 
erument to do. They must, act in conjunction 
with the Latin Union, and with it the ratio by 
which all the members of the Union may coin 
freely and without limit all he silver they need. 
If the United States and v renee should agree that 
they will coin at the ratio sixteen to one, or 
twenty to one, or fifteen to one, as compared with 
gold, that will fix the Tor tile ie for the world, 


und nothing else can, for ia really no good 
reason why silver should n a standard us well 
as gold. 1 

The results to be attainad by the agreement 
with Europe that | have suggested would require 
time, to be sure; but it must be borne in mind tnat 
none of the prosperous countries of the Old World. 
as England and France, hate small notes in gen- 
eral circulation; bat only ‘the vorer countries, 
such as Italy, Austria, and Russia, where a forced 
paper circulation is in existence. So that the mat- 
ter does not present as great difficulties as might 
appear at first sight to be in the way of the general 
standard. Let Congress pass a law to the effect 
that on and after April 1, 2879, no Government 
legai-tenders shall ve issued below the denomina- 
tion of $20; thatthe National banks shall have 
no right to clarm from the Banking Department of 


the Government notes for their issue iow $20; 
that National-bank notes below $20 shall 
not be 


received by any Government institution; 
that National panks shall de compelled to hand 
over to the Treasury of the United States the 
amount due from all outstanding notes below $20, 
and that from chat date such notes shall only be 
redeemed at Washington, baving been made a cir- 
culation no longer recognized by law. and that on 
Jan. 1, 1881, such notes yet outstanding shall not 
be received dy the Treasury or ia the transaction 
of any ordinary business. At the same time the 
Silver bill should be so amended as to instruct the 
Secretary of the Treasury to coin monthly from 
$4, 000, 000 to $8, 000, 000 instead of from $3. 000, - 
000 to $4,000,000 only, as it now stands. Such 
coinage would replace the small notes, would enter 
into the circulation of the country and would 
make silver rise probably to $1.20 or above and 
facilitate negotiations with Europe which can be 
much more readily effected when silver is higher 
than while depreciated as itis now. The real sur- 
plus silver production is relatively small. and can 
readily be absorbed by the circulation of the 
country. Several hundred millions of dollars in 
silver can and will readily circulate in the United 
States if you take the small notes out of the way, 
and the mints will be found equal to the produc- 
tion, for they can coin at least $8,000,000 a 
month, whatever the Secretary of the Treasury 
may say tothe contrary.

How the Trout Sometimes Takes a Fly. 
Dochester Express, 

Considerable discussion has lately taken place 
in regard to the manner of a trout taking a 
fly; authorities appearing to differ in their 
views of the matter. From the following com- 
munication on this subject, by our townsman, 
Mr. French, an angler noted for his modesty as 
for his skill in the gentyl art,” it appears in- 
disputable that the Samo fontinalis occasional- 
ly does perform the gyration, in rising to a fly, 
of first slapping it with bis tail, ere taking it in 
the mouth. 

“Almost any trout-fisherman knows that 
the habits of trout vary almost as much as do 
the habits of those who fish for them, and this, 
too, in waters not remotely distant from each 
other. I know that they sometimes etrike a fly 
with their taii before taking it in their mouth, 
as | have seen them doit in three several lo- 
calities, but I do not believe it is their general 
custom. 

„In 1876, while fishing for trout in Lake Ely, 
in the Adirondacks, I saw this done several 
times, and, as it was the first time I bad ever 
seen it, | watched it with a good deal of inter- 
est. Ihe water was very clear, and my cast 
from thirty to forty feet, so that I could see all 
their movements distinctly. I had taken several 
trout out of one-haif pound weight which first 
struck with their tail, and made another cast, 
when a large fellow rose and struck the tail-fly. 
a red Ibis, with his tail; I struck hard at the 
same time, and hooked bim firmly through the 
roots of the tail, when he ne had 
business at the bottom of the lake, and with bis 
first rush took nearly fifty feet of line before I 
could snub him. How that reel did whiz! Then 
followed a series of rasbes and plunges that 
make my blood tingle now to think of. He 
leaped into the air again and again, trying to 
shake bimself loose, but he was firmly 
hooked. and that book evidently spurred 
him to put forth bis best efforts con- 
tinually, for he kept me busy for 
nearly half an hour, and still seemed as fresh 
as ever, when I determined te see which was 
the stronger, his tail or my tackle, and began 
reeling in. The rod—an eight-ounce one—bent 
and quivered from tip to reel, and the line 
would occasionally twang like a bowstring as 
he jerked it taut in some of bis fierce plunges; 
but rod, line, and tail all heid, and as i landed 
him on my raft—a plump beauty weighing a 
trifle over two pounds—my shout of triumph 
awoke the echoes in the old woods for miles 
around. 

I do not wish to be understood that all the 
trout in this lake struck with their tails first, 
but that I saw it done several times. I also 
saw it done several times about ten miles above 
Albany Bridge, where Perrine’s Creek empties 
into the Oswegatenie Riyer, and also saw chub 
do the same thing, while fishing for trout just 
below the dam at Cranberry Lake, but have 
never witoessed it in any of the other lakes or 
streams in that vicinity. What I have seen con-

CAUSE AND CURE OF SNORING.

Drop a Chicagoan down in this topographic- 
ally-diversified country, and he would wish for 
but two desiderati: money to purchase territory 
and men to work it.

workers the world over. Here, ina profu- 
sion equaled within no like area of territory on 
the face of the globe, grow, spontaneously, the 
cachu or India-rubber tree, the cascasilla. the 
far-famed cinchona, and a hundred other varie- 
ties of valuabie diuretic, alterative, and purgative 
besides numerous poisons and their 
lants, 
in the 
Island of Cuba, coffee and rice of rare qualicy 
and rich profusion, indigo, and other articles of 
sommerce, thrive almost spontaneously. As 
the avrrage work-days of the natives are about 
two days in the week, and as no Indian or ne- 
gro will labor a greater length of time than is 
necessary to secure the price of a bottle of bis 
favorite liquor, the plantations thrive but pooriy 
when dependent upon native labor tor their 
operation.

LACK OF CONTINUOUS APPLICATION 
is due partly to the indolence natural to the 
Colombian, and partly to the fact that religious 
feast-days prevail throughout the entire year. 
The natives bave no regard for clothing, being 
too primitive in this respect to care for more 
than a sombrero and aclout, and as for food, 
their white neighbor's plaptain-orchard affords 
a medium for successful nocturnal forays in 
search of edibles to assuage their hunger.

LAW-REFORM. 


A Criminal Code for Engiand—Outline of 
the Bill Before Parliament—Sir James 
Fitzjames Stephen’s Clear, Brief, and 
Comprehensive Work—A Vast Amount of 
Rubbish Swept Away—Criminal Law and 
Criminal Practice in the Future. 
Syracusg, Jan. 19.— To the Editor of the 

New York Tribune: While the merits of the 

latest attempt at codification in this State are 

debated by lawyers and Legislatures, the Eu- 
glis are about to make an important change in 
their law, and adopt a Code as to the value of 
which there will be no question. They are 
fortunate in having among them a man of pre- 
eminent ability in-making brief and clear state- 
ments of the law as it exists, and of boldness 
and judgment as to needed changes. The 

Criminal Code which has been introduced in 

Parliament by the Attorney-General, and which 

will doubtless become the law of the land dur- 

ing the coming session, was entirely drawn. 
it is understood, by Sir James Fitz 
james Stephen. No Commissioners, at liberal 
salaries, have occupied years in meditating upon 
this measure. Yet it is an embodiment of all 
things which a Code should be. It is of ex- 
traordinary brevity. A volume of 170 pages 
contains the criminal law and regulates the 
erimmal practice of England. It is of equal 
clearness. There are few provisions which could 
not be understood by a layman quite as well as 
by the most profound of Judges. It combines 

‘boldness and judgment. 

The ancient abuses of the law, which in the 
long process of time have grown so familiar to 
lawyers that they are fondiy deemed to be cor- 
ner-stones in the Temple of Justice, are large- 
ly swept away. The system of ctiminal juris- 
prudence which exists in England, and in 
only. slightly modified form in this 
State, is so imperfect, so full of fle- 
tions, inconsistencies, and absurdities, of 
loop-holes through which the guilty may 
escape, that its revision, codification, and 
amendment are far more needed for the public 
weal than the changes in the mode of serving a 
summons by publication, entering a judgment 
on default. or similar reforms in civil procedure, 
which at present absorb our attention. ‘The 
system that allows the guilty to escape is quite 
as faulty as that which hinders the innocent in 
their deiense. The condition of the criminal 
law in England is even more lamentable than 
in this State. For the laws by which crime is 
defined and its punishment prescribed extend 
years, and ure to 


Henry III. to the last of Victoria. These have 
been expounded, enlarged. or limited by innumer- 


able decisions of the Courts. Laws have become 
obsolete; they have been amended, moditied, or 
_ repealed by acts which must be searched through 


1,800 volumes of statutes. Doubt arising as to 
their true meaning and intent can be satisfied 
by the examination of 100,000 reported decis- 
ions. Long ago Edward VI. said: “I could 
wish that, when time shall serve, the superilu- 
ous and tedious statutes were brought into one 
sum together and made plain and short, to the 
intent that men should better understand 
them.“ Very gross anomalies and abuses have 
grown up, partly from the confusion of statutes, 
partly irom the irrational principle and practice 
of the common law, which are still in full force. 
Some word or clause is omitied from the 
lengthy indictment; the place of the commis- 
sion vf a crime is laid in the Town of A, instead 
of im the adjacent Town of B; the facts proved 
just carry the crime beyond theft, the 
offense charged, into the borderland of 
embezzlement; in every such case there 
can be no amendment, the defect is fatal, 
and the culprit waiks off in the eyes of the law 
an iunocent man. A striking illustration of 
this is seen in a late case in England, where a 
gamekeeper was tried for shooting his employ- 
er's rabbits and taking them off to sell. He had 
been captured in the very act, red-handed. But 
rabbits are *‘fera nature,” of a wild nature, aud 
may vot be the subject of theft. So be could 
not be convicted of stealing. Nor more could 
he be of embezzlement. The rabbits indeed 
were his emplover's property, and the keeper 
had converted them to his own use. But, says 
the Court, be did not receive them as his uias- 
ter’s property; he shot the rabbits not as his 
master’s, but with the original. purpose of tak- 
ing them himself. This is not emvezzlement, 
and therefore it was resolved by the whole Court 
‘of Grown Cases Reserved that the defendant 
committed no crime and must be discharged. 

This medley of statutes and decisions Sir 
James has succeeded in reducing to moderate 
and coherent form. The Criminal Code of En- 
gland will be one under which there will belittle 
cause for complaint over failures of justice. 
The whole complicated system of criminal prac- 
tice is swept away. Intricate and lengthy in- 
dictments are abolished. An ordinary indict- 
ment for murder in England and in this State 
would fill about three pages of legal cap. ‘The 
incictment to be used in England in future, 
after a caption giving the title of the Court and 
the name of the defendant, states the statute 
defining the crime: Criminal Code, Sec. 14; 
and the offense: “A murdered B, at , on 
—.“ And anf amendment which does not 
‘operate to the defendant’s prejuſice may be 
allowed to this simple pleading. ‘The 
learning of Chitty and the ingenuity of 
special pleaders can devise no indictment 
which shall Inform the defendant more clearly 
than does this of the offense of which he is 
charged. The wonder is, that so longa time 
should have elapsed, and so many defeats of 
justice should have been allowed, before so sim- 
pie a change should have been made. 
Tue new Code proceeds with equal vigor to do 
away with other abuses and anomalies. An er- 
ror in the venue, by which, when a man is tried 
in. one county and it is found he committed the 
¢rime three feet beyond the county line, he es- 
capes in safety, no longer will work him in a 
gafe deliverance. Unless the Court thinks the 
prisouer is thereby prevented from having a fair 
trial, be may be tried anywhere. Theft, and em- 
bezziement, and obtaining goods on ſraudulent 
pretenses, the  delicately-traced border- 
lines Of which have been s0 often de- 
bated, and the subtle distinctions between 
which have allowed so many a criminal to elude 
justice, are all brought uuder one head of fraud- 
ulent misappropriation. Ihe would-be perjurer 
will no longer escape because there was some 
technical error in the administration of the oath. 
If be knowingly gives false evidence, sworn or 
unsworn, be is guilty of the oifense. The nu- 
merous and contusing degrees of murder and 
manslaughter ting vo place in this code. Mur- 
der is briefly defined, anu Manslaughter is avy 
criminal killing not murder. A wide discretion 
vested in the Judge will allow bim to mete out 
the punishment which shail be proper for the 
Varying enormity of the offense as disclosed on 
the trial.

All these changes are urgently needed in this 
State as well as in England. We need, too, 
some one having the talent of bringmg the body 
of the criminal law into small and coherent 
shape, with brief. clear, comprehensive defini- 
tions, who shall not wander astray among 
technical piceties, and shall not stand in awe of 
the fictions and absurdities which the lawyer 
nourished at the common Jaw is bred to vener- 
ate. Ihe man who in New York will undertake 
the work oi Sir James Stephen in Kugland, and 
accomplish it with equal skull, will stand high 
among the benefactors of the Empire State.

From the .remotest time of which we 
have records the vhase of the wild boar figures 
as the sports of Kings ind nobles, while occa- 
sionally, when their ravages became alarming, 
whole districts would turn out und wage war 
upon them. Yet close to the twentieth century 
the wild boar appears in droves so formidable 
asto defy their human enemy. Wolves, too, 
have descended from the bills in considerable 
bodies, and “farms are frequently attacked by 
them. 

In America fears are often heard of the ex- 
tinction ef the buffalo, the numbers of whicb, so 
far as we can judge, must have been 
originally far in excess of the European 
wolves and boars; yet the buffalo has been 
pursued, comparatively speaking, for a short 
time and by few assailants. Ihe differ- 
ence between a prairie country and a hill 
country is, of course, to be considered; but so 
must be also the vast disparity in popuiations. 
An estimate of the relative fecundity of the wild 
boar and the buffalo might throw iight on the 
matter; but we know in point of face how vast, 
within a few years, were the numbersof the buf- 
falo.. Unless it be assumed that the wild boar 
is always receiving accessions from his congeners 
of the domestic species, who escape into the 
forest and mingle afresh with their alienated 
brethren, the problem is bard to solve.

Another Solution, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CnricaGco, Jan. 28.—Your correspondent G. 
K. R. gives a problem in to-davy’s Tulguxk, and 
he wishes an arithmetical solution to it, as he 
says he cannot do it. I will try and help him 
out. His problem is this: Iwo schoolmas- 
ters receive as salary the sum of $4,400 joiutly; 
they spend, one two-thirds ol bis salary, and 
the other three-fourths of his salary, and the 
balance of the $4,400 remaining is $1,310. 
Question: What is the salary of each?” 
If we deduct $1,310 irom $4,400 we 
have $3,090, which is the amount they 
both spent out of their joint salaries. Now, 
ove spent two-thirds of his own salary, and 
the other spent three-fourths of bis; two-thirds 
and three-fourths added together equals one 
and five-tweliths, which is the amount spent by 
both as a whole, or $3,090. Now, if one and 
five-twelfths gives $3,090, what will twö-thirds 
of one give! The answer is $1,454.12, which is 
the amount of individual salary spent by the 
economical or two-thirds schoolmaster.. If we 
go through the same process again with the 
83.000, taking three-fourths instead of two- 
thirds this time, multiplying $3,090 by three- 
fourths and dividing by one and five-tweifths, 
we have the amount spent by the three-fourths 
man out of his individual salary, which is $1,- 
635.58. Now we must take the $1,310, the full 
amount of both salaries not spent, and go 
through the same process to obtain the amount 
of the salary of each on hand; multiply $1,310 
by two-tliirds and divide by one and five- 
tweliths, and we get $616.47, which is the 
amount of the two-thirds man’s salary on hand. 
| Now if we add that amount of 
$616.47 to $1,454.12, the amount which 
he spent, we get a total of $2,070.50, which is 
the amount of his salary. Now multiply $1,510 
by three-fourths and divide by one and five-

Our Criminal Laws. 
To the Editor of The Trivune. 
Cuicaco, Jan. 29.—Your correspondent in 


your paper of the 27th inst., F. Jones,“ says: 
it would be better to have no criminal law in 
this State than to have it used as it is,—a shield 
to save the criminal,“ and that “criminals are 
protected by the courts.”” The great trouble is 
with your laws, Mr. Jones, made by dishonest 
or incompetent men you send to the Legisla- 
ture, which have euacted laws which disqualify 
competent men ſor jurors. because such persons 
have read the newspaper accounts of crimes 
committed, and, until contradictea, must have 
a conviction of the truth of the same; and yet. 
your laws are such as to disqualify them from 
the jury panel, notwithstanding their candor 
and intelligence would secure from them a ver- 
dict upon the /aw and the testimony. Unjust 
acquittals come from ignorant and dishonest 
jurors, who say they do not read, and know 
nothing of the case. 

Instead of finding fault with the Judges for 
their leniency to prisoners, the fact is, their gen- 
eral ruliugs are for the moral right, and 80 
often in disregard to the peculiar statute law 
that the Supreme Court gives a new trial, an 
perhaps the witnesses «dic or are spirited away. 

Such proceedings are verv frequent,—one oc- 
curring in Indiana only day before yesterday, in 
the case of Guitig, the murderer, whose execu- 
tion was to take place to-day, but the very able 
Supreme Court of that State has granted him a 
new trial; and such incidents are occurring in 
all the States, more particularly in the West, 
where the laws are conflicting. : 

The wisdom of the law is to prescribe the 
manner cf trial, and the rules of evidence, to 
the end of convicting the criminal and protect- 
ing the innocent, and it is no loss to public jus- 
tice that the party charged with crime has the 
fullest opportunity to relieve himself of the ac- 
cusation, torif pot guilty no honest verson 
could wish a conviction,—all doubts are for the 
benefit of the accused. 

Was the Judge of the Criminal Court who 
tried St. Peter and Mrs. Clark in fault because 
the jury found a verdict of “not guilty”? Who 
will say 80? Yet a large majority of the public 
think them guilty, as does the writer of this. 
and yet we must respect the finding of that 
jury, who no doubt acted under the most 
solemn conviction that the charge was not suf- 
ficiently proven, and we must respect their con- 
clusions. 

To conclude, let me say that the chief faults 
are in our laws, and not witb the Judges. 
Another factor in the case is the cunning of the 
criminal lawyers, who generally overmateh the 
public prosecutor. 

Take the case of The People vs. David A. 
Gage, for embezzlement of public money. The 
Judge’s ruling was against Gage, but Dexter 
and Swett, bis attorneys, captured the jury and 
obtained a verdict of acquittal; yet, in justice, 
Gage should be in the State Prison to-day. No 
fault with the Judge in this case, but that of 
the jury. 

Remodel and simplify your statutes, and 
leave the Judges unhampered, and see if ‘‘ Judge 
Lynch ” will be in request. JUSTICE. 


“LOUISIANA. - 


How Point Coupee Was Carried—Experiences 
of a Colored Republican—Electioneering at 
Night—How a Republican Parish Was Car- 
ried, 


Correspondence New York Times. 

New OLS, Sanday.—My telegraphic dis- 
patches have already stated, in a few words, the 
results of the investigations of the Teller Com- 
mittee in Louisiana. Three Congressional 
Districts were carried by the Demo- 
crats by terrorism and _ intimidation. 
There was no constitutional elec- 
tion. It was an organized military campaign. 
Of course it was successful. When Greek meets 
black there is uo tug of war. The negro in 
Louisiana dare not fight, cannot fight, and 
ought not to fight, Unarmed, unorganized, 
without military discipline, and utterly lacking 
the fierce instincts that our race bas inherited 
from 2,000 years of struggle with cold and 
tempest and savage foes, if they invited a 
conflict with the whites of the Southwest, in 
whom the presencg, of an enslaved population 
in overwhelming proporcions, and the absence 
of respected legal power, incident to ail fron 
tier communities, have tended to develop the 
most martial charagteristics of our race, the 
biacks would be swept irom the field of battle 
as swiftly as a wheat field disappears before the 
reaper. They are utigrly at the mercy of a race 
that never yet, in any age, has shown mercy to 
an alien race, excepting in the capacity of mas- 
ter or ruler. 

II. 


General statements convey no adequate con- 
ception of the character of a campaign in States 
where the blacks are fh a numerical majority. 

Let me give in the briefest statement possible 
the story of one negto witness. It related to 
the Parish of Point Coupee. It has always beca 
a Republican parish: 1

Randall McGowan is an intelligent colored 
map. He has been the leader of the blacks in 
Point Coupee ever since they were enfranchised. 
He was a refugee in New Orleans when he gave 
his testimony. His evidence was corroborated 
by other witnesses. 

Early in the campaign McGowan was notified 
by the son of the Democratic candidate for the 
State Legislature, and by others, that if the 
Republicans attempted to organize, they would 
be strung up. 

On the night of the 14th of August his house 
was surrounded by acompany of about thirty 
armed men on horseback. He had been sick, 
aud was weak, but vot out of the house and hid 
among the weeds of the garden. ‘The armed 
men forced his wile to admit them, and they 
searched the house. He was soon ſound among 
the weeds, and instantly knocked down, His 
assailant was about to shoot him, when a friend 
knocked up his arm and protested against 
killing the man in the presence of his wife. 
When the prostrate black rose and asked what 
he bad done, he was told, with an oath, that he 
had begun to organize his clubs. The rutlian,- 
as we would cali him in the North; the young 
man of ich character,“ as be is called in 
Point Coupee—struck him and knocked him 
down again. 

McGowan begged them to take him away if 
they meant to haug him, and not to murder him 
before bis wife. A young mav-—Mr, Lacona— 
for Whom McGowan bad worked successfully, 
seconded his appeal.

The party took him to the house of Frank 
Murdock, the next leading man of the Repub- 
lican party.“ Frank saw them coming, and hid 
iu the cotton-ficids. 

‘They took his wife,“ said McGowan, and 
tied her up by ihe thumbs a considerable time 
to make her tel where be was, but she screamed 
und yelled; so they finally loosed her, but they

Iney shot uim three times, once in his foot and 
twice in his hip. Another crowd of men and 
women came out, and instead of going after 
Levi Sherman they went after those men who 
were running. They thougut they had killed 
Sherman. 

“They paraded around that night. These 
men were raiding, whipping, and scaring women 
and men. 

About 2 o'clock in the morning Sherman 
got up and went to the house of an old man 
named Abrams. ‘The crowd found him there, 
and treated him so brutally that no repatable 
journal can report what they did. They then 
took out the old man Abrams and gave him 200

MeGowds left the neighborhood and applied 
to the courts for justice. After a time be got 
up the case before the courts; but, of course, 
“they had some bulldozers on the Grand Jury, 
and it did not find a true bill.” . 

In the interval between these ht-election- 
eering visits and the meeting of the Grand 
Jury, repeated efforts had been made by the 
ru s to capture McGowan. When he was at 
the Claiborne place,a white woman staying 
there was whipped to compel he- to tell where 
he was. The woman did not know. Vet they 
took her out and whipped her pretty near to 
death.’ 

McGowan was obligea to leave the parish. He 
was notified by his white friends that there was 
a settled purpose to kill him, and that mea who 
could not be identified would be brought to do 
it. After these marauders bad visited his house 
‘three times hand runving,” he took his friends’ 
advice and Jeft the neighborhood, and after the 
election went to New Orleans. He owned sev- 
enty-four acres of land, and left thirty-five acres 
of cotten and twenty acres of corn ungathe 
He has not dared to return, although he had 
bought this property and has a wile and children 


there. 
IX. 


Early in June, in the same neighborhood, five 
colored men were taken out and hanged in a 
group. - 

M B. r Lewis, a white man, said there 
were five men hanged. I asked him what for, 
and he said Thomas Williams, a leader in the 
Fourth Ward, was about to organize bis club; 
that it was about time for us to go into the cam- 
paigo, and these boys appeared that night. 
The colored people there held their meetings 
generally at night. There was a rumor that 
William B. Archer was shot at, and he said the 
men that were at that meeting were the men 
that shot at him, and they said they were going 
to hunt that section of the country until they 
found who did shoot at him; and they went 
round and picked up some men at Legendre’s 
plantation, the only men be had. He cook five 
of these men and gave them up to the crowd, 
and they took them to Fisher’s Landing, about 
600 yards from Elisworth’s, and hauged them. 
They said they did these things so that they 
might carry the election.

On election day, the Democrats armed, took 
Revubiican tickets from the blacks, and com- 
pelled them to vote Democratic tickets.

Louisiana is free from Federal interference 
now. It is under Home Rule now. The politi- 
cal rights of the negro are respected, for if he 
does not vote the Democratic ticket he is at lib- 
erty to leave the parish. 

No jury will copvict a white man for any 
offense against a negro in Louisiana if any in- 
cident of politics is the origin of the outrage. 
Time only and the conflict of material interests, 
and the ruin wrought by the exodusof the 
blacks from the bulldozed parishes, a Solid 
North, and the overthrow of the Bourbons in 
the South by the reaction sure to come there 
against them, will cure these evils, and array 
the reputaole classes on the side of law and 
order. But the-Repubdlican party is dead beyond 
bove of resurrection in Louisiana and the South- 
west. It died waen Packard fell.

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GRANT AS A FENIAN. 


An Irish Detective Shadowing the Ex- 
Presideut. 
Correspondence New York Herald. 

Dont. Jan. 8.—Your correspondent was this 
eveniug an uuintentional actor in a scene which 
is one of the most singular incidents connected 
with Gen. Grant’s Irisn visit. That the Irish 
police labor under a sort of chronic craze 
about Feniavism, which makes them see inevery 
American who visits these shores a possible 
emissary from some of the New York organiza- 
tions, is well known. But no one could have 
supposed that this hallucination could have any 
scope for exercise in connection with the late 
President and the distinguished persons who 
accompanied him. Even the fertile imagina- 
tion of a detective, trained by along course of 
successful State trials, could scarcely have de- 
scried any vestige of material for weaving a sug- 
gestion of danger to the British Empire in the 
appearence of men whose identitr—even al- 
though personally unknown to him—was too 
well defined by a host of circumstances.

ively. He was regarded when a lad as a jolly 
fellow with quaint ideas and funny powers of 
mimicry, and withal a “tough nat to crack“ in 
a scrimmage. He grew up atypical New York 
boy of the period. The class is obsolete among 
the youth of the present day. When Tweed 
organized the Ring and gained bis . in the 
city. Phillips was not forgotten. e had a way 
of imitating the German dialéct that was most 
natural and mirth-provoking. Making a bit in 
German recitals to his boon companions in his 
hours of conviviality, he adopted the name of 
‘*Oofty Gooft,” and under that title wrote some 
comic articles in rhyme for the papers. 
name clung to him ever after. He always in- 
vented and wrote his own jokes to recite before 
bis comrades in the engine-house or club-room. 
Among them was one that was first recited by 
him at a reception of the Americus Club, of 
which be was a prominent member. It was 
a Dutch burlesque on Sheridan's Ride,” 
called “Schneider’s Ride,” and is yet 
delivered by elocutionists and readers all 
over the country. Phillips, possessed of this 
talent, was the pet of the Americus Club and of 
the Ring. He held positions of the utmost prof- 
it and the least labor, both in New York and 
Albany. Before this he had served during the 
War in Duryea’s Zouaves—the Fifth New York 
Volunteers—and raised himself from the ranks 
toa Captaincy by meritorious service in the 
field. He was not, therefore, a mere buffoon of 
the Ring; be wasjtheir comedian and their 
joker, but he was no clown to play jokes on, or 
to crush under his own cap and bells. In 1871, 
when Phillips was in the hight of his popular- 
ity as the jester of the Americus Club- 
House, he was persuaded by his friends 
that he would make a greater success on 
the stage than Joe“ Emmet, who had 
just made a great hit in Dutch ” dialect drama 
at Niblo’s. “ Phillips enlisted Tweed’s influence, 
and a dramatist was induced to write him a 
play.“ The work was entitled fortune’s 
Favorite,“ but the critics of the Americus Club 
substituted Phillips’ nom de plume, ‘‘Oofty 
Gooft,” as the title. There was no difficulty in 
getting him an engagement, for Jim Fisk owned 
the Grand Opera-House, and there it was de- 
cided that Phillips should appear. He had 
never been on the stage, bowever, and knew 
nothing of stage business. He applied himseif 
diligently to the stu f the technique of the 
art, for which be ha natural aptitude, and 
alter six weeks’ training under a com- 
petent instructor, rehearsing two hours every 
day in Irving Hall, he was ready to begin his 
engagement. 

**Oofty Gooft’s”’ first night was a notable one 
at the Grand Opera House. The Americus, the 
Boulevard, the Blossom. and all the political 
clubs sent their delegations in eight-horse omni- 
buses, und the house was filled to overflowing. 
The amount of money taken was $3,100, tiie 
largest sum ever received in one night at this 
immense theatre. He made a success as an 
actor, aud played through two weeks to full 
houses. He then went on a tour East and West, 
but, failing heir to a good round legacy, ceased 
to study, and gave himself up to the enjoyment 
of lite—aiter his fashion. He kept a public 
house in Twenty-eighth street, near Broadway, 
for a short time about two years ago, which be- 
came the resort of the old boys and admirers 
of his peculiar style of wit, but he abandoned 
this form of amusement, and has since oceupied 
his time in furnishing capital to and managing 
minstrel troupes and traveling theatrical com- 
panies. 

Mrs. Hooper’s history is rather an eventful 
one. Her maiden name was Mary D. Andrews, 
and she was born in Philadelphia about thirty- 
five years ago. Her parents, although not 
wealthy, were in comfortable circumstances, her 
father being a prosperous horse dealer. Every 
attention was lavished upon the daughter, and 
when she became of suitable age she was sent 
to a convent in Boston, where she became pro- 
ficient in all the accomplishments of a modern 
society belle. These accomplishments, coupled 
with her great beauty—for she was a stately 
brunette—soon gained her many adwirers, 
among the most favored of whom was Mr. Harry 
M. Potter, a tobacco merchant of this city. In 
due time they were married, and occupied an 
elegant house in Boston, where they fesided for 
a numbez of years. Here, as the reporter was 
informed, the wife's questionable compavion- 
ship and ber reckless expenditures necessitated 
a change of living. The oair removed to Brook- 
lyn, wuere, among the many people with whom 
they became acquainted, was the family of Mr. 
William H. Delaney, a weil-known politician. 
After a long resi tence in Brookiya, Mr. Potter 
(Mrs. Hooper’s husband) removed to Astoria, 
where they resided only a short time, bowever. 
The many quarrels which had occured during 
the married life ot the two then took a pro- 
nounced shape, and were finally terminated by 
Mrs. Potter’s procuring a divorce in Boston, the 
husband interposing oo objections. She next 
married Mr. William H. Hooper, an iron mer- 
chant of Boston, said to be a nephew of Senator 
Sumner, and a man of considerable 
wealth. After a brief wedded life, Mr. 
Hoeper, ruined by bis wife’s extravagant hab- 
its, and wisaing to escape from the dis- 
grace her conduct had brought upon him, went 
from the city and shipped belore the mastina 
sailing vessel. After his departure Mrs. Hooper, 
being reduced to actual poverty, retraced ber 
steps to Brooklyn, accompanied by her maid, 


old-time friend, Mr. Delaney. Under pretense 
of collecting money which she claims to have 
loaned Mr. Delaney, Mrs. Hooper took a num- 
ber of valuable jewels from Mrs. Delaney. For 
this offense she was arrested at Tavior’s Hotel, 
Jersey City, and arraigned before Judge Moore, 
in December, 1877, and despite the most strenu- 
ous efforts of counsel, she was convicted and 
sentenced to one year im the Kings County 
Penitentiary. The trial at the. time er- 
cited an intense interest, and as ber 
great beauty and ladviike deport- 


ment in court bad made her many friends, 


the sentence was pronounced illegal and unjust. 
For good behavior during her imprisonment, 
three montus ot Mrs. Hooper’s sentence was re- 
mitted, and she was released last October, 
when, having neither friends nor money, she 
passed under the protection“ of Mr. Phillips. 
But she is said to have tired of him, and to have 
told some of her acquaintances a few nights ago 
that she intended to leave him and go to her 
father’s to-day. Oue of the reporter’s iniorm- 
ants said last night that Minnie,” as she styled 
Mrs. Hooper, was not the bduly uvfortunate 
member of ber familv, and, to sustain the state- 
ment, stated that many years ago Mr. An- 
drews, the father, had occasion to chastise bis 
youngest daugnter, who, anxious to avoid fur- 
ther punishmeut, left the house and has never 
since been heard of. “The loss of the child.“ 
the informant continued, so preyed upon the 
mother’s miud that sue became subject to fits 
of insanity. The father failed in business, lost 
ali his pruperty, and, to provide for bis family, 
was compelled to accept a mivor position in this 
city, which he still holds. During Mrs. Hoop- 
er’s incarceration he refused utterly either to 
see her or to hold any communication with her.“ 
In conclusion it was stated that, although an 
accom plished vocalist and musician, Minn:e was 
extremely partial to liquor. When sober she 
was generally gloomy, morose, and reserved: 
but when under the influence of liquor, so con- 
ducted herself as to make her friends think she 
was insane.
